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CHAPTER I. 


. Tun Wir Boar op Inpta (Sus Indious), on Win 
Boar or Bunga (Sus Bengalensis) ; Local 
Name Ban Soor ; and its habitat. 


Ayu Boars or wild pigs are found all over Bengal. 
Though they vary in size, shape, color, &e., those found 
on tho chores of tho Ganges and Brealhmaputra, in jhow 
or koshare jungle, we par ewcellence the beau ideal of x 
boarYLhoy are mostly of a lighter color than those found 
inland, lankiév, witha heavier shoulder and shorter neck ; 
they also carry loss bristle about them, and are vory. 
often found of a stool groy hae hence the old blue boars 
of the sportsmen. 

Thoso found in Western Bongel i in the Districts of 
Hazaribagh, Chota Nagpore and soveral other parts, 
where marshes and water are scarce, are often found to 
partake of tho color of the soil or land they lie upon— 
the soil being mostly red clay. . The pigs are nearly all 
moro or less brown, some with a distinct. tint of red 
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about them; thoy are also smallor or more stunted, 
though tho hoads in moat casos aro vory largo and seom 
to bo out of all proportion 10 the body, 

Somo hugo bonrs aro said to have hoon ofton seon 
and shot in the virgin forosis wost of Ranchi and Lohar- 
dugga. Pig-sticking is out of quostion in thoso paris, 
first from tho naturo of tho ground which is cracked 
and fissured in all directions, and also from ithe number- 
less small bunds put up by tho cultivators whorover 
there is open ground for relaining rein-wator in thoir 
fields. 

The inland boar, specially those of tho district of 
Murshedabad, with whom my acquaintance has boon 
most intimate, will bo the main subject of My Reminis- 
cences, and henco ib is necossary I should give some 
description of ils habits and ways, 

Though the chore boars avo his superiors in goneral, 
there ave oxcoptions; and somo of the Murshedabad boars 
will hold thoir own against any boar that over broathed, 
Pigs ave by nature grogarious, and live in hords or 
soundors of from twenly to thirty on apparontly vory 
friondly torms. An old big boar being, as a rule, the 
of the hond family, ho doos not mind othor smaller boars, 
but would rosont another competitor of his own age and 
sizo coming into the family circlo, 

Foreo of circumstancos mako thom often lead a bolt 
tary life, and thoso are, as a rule, tho moro fenrloss and 
also botter fighters, Pigs are found in all sorts of places 
and covor, provided thore is water conveniently nour, 
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In villago jungle, round old tanks, in null, patiales, khor 
or grass, in crops, in thorny bushes, and very often, spe 
cially in the hot weathor, in reeds are rushes growing 
round the edges of dils and tanks, An old solitary boar 
is very often found under somo small tveos or shrub 
right in the open. 

Unless disturbed or prossed by thirst, they vory sel- 
dom leave their cover during tho day, though in very 
eloudy or rainy weathor I have seen them come out at 
all times, 

Nocturnal, more by force of circumstance than by 
nature, the pigs see much better in the day time, When 
they come out at night, sad are the havocs they some- 
times commit, not so much from the amount they eat 
but what they destroy and tread down, Paddy and 
grains of all sorts are welcome to thom, but what thoy 
delight in is ronting for bulbs and roots, and I haye seen 
in places holes fully five feet deep that had been dug hy 
pigs in soarch of yams, Fruits, too, thoy aré very fond 
of, and during the mangoo sengon, thoy are very often 
found at night feeding on the fruils that drop down, 
Jack fruit they are also vory partial to, the low way that 
fruit hangs greatly facilitating their feeding on them. 

Thoy haye often snid that wild pigs feed on carrion 
and filth of all sorts, but from my long exporience of 
them, [ never could trace their lowering themselvos to 
such an extent, though I will relate a rather curious ex+ 
ception. It was in the beginning of May 1878, having 
gecasion to go out for a ride of ton miles, I got up very 
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early and slaried on my journey; ib way scarcely yol 
daylight, I camo to what I shall deseribo ag a rather ro- 
marknblo sight. What proved aflerwards to bo an old 
sow and hor young ones wero ovidently having « food 
off an old cow’s carcass. I stood and looked ab this 
novel sight; in tho background a couplo of jackals wore 
Kkeoping watch, So intent was tho old sow and hor 
family on their business, that they lot me go within thirty 
yards before they started. I rode up to tho carenss for 
a closer inspection, and found that aftor all the old sow 
had not boon go guilty, ‘Tio it was sho had had a food, 
but it was not of putrid flosh; she had morely disom- 
bowolled the old cow, and was having a foed with hor 
butchas ab tho half-digosted contents of tho stomach; not 
a bad idon aftor all, specially for youngsters with wok 
digestions 111 

This is tho only caso that camo under my obsorvation; 
and pigs seldom enter villages at night, though I will 
relatlo a vory oxtraordinary caso anont this, de, of pigs 
rouming in villages, 

Thoro was in tho Chow patiale an old tnilloss bony, said 
hy tho pooplo lo have beon thero for a numbor of years, 
and thoy used lo sry that onco apon a timo, when quile 
young, he had boon cought by somo of tho swoopors 
living about tho placo, and kopt in eaplivily for a con 
sidorablo times and when they thought ho had beon 
civilized enough, thoy Jot him off minus his caudal 
appondage; bul piggy very soon got buck to Lis formor 
habits, und lostno time in making up tor his confinoment.

This contact with civilization made him all the moro fear~ 
less of mon, though it made him also far more cute than 
the gonoral run of pigs. 

In the hot weather when food and water becamo 
scarco, and tho crops wore taken off tho ground, he (the 
tailless boar) usod to pay nightly visits to villages, and 
his usual gamo was to go to golas or barns, and boring a 
holo at the bottom, naturally all the grain used to run 
oul, and Master Pigey had a good feed; but as he was 
vory knowing, ho seldom yontured in moonlight nights, 
but always proferred dark nights, Suecess, however, 
emboldened him, and he goon found out that ono of the 
Zomindars had a large stock of grain on hand, Tho 
visits became of daily occurronce, and the Baboo, who 
had pub a watch, very soon found out who was the thief 
that used to rob him every night; ho had one of his 
sorvants scated in a covered up hackory with a loaded 
blundorbuss, and told him to wait for the thief, About 
midnight the maraudor turned up and bogan his little 
gamo, bub a woll-directed shot, a fow feet off, vory soon 
put an ond lo poor piggy’s grain-stealing propensities, 

During tho time the crops aro on, and whore pigs are 
vory plontiful, tho villagers keop up nearly the whole 
night shouling and boaling on lom-toms and ompty 
kerosine oil tins, Tho wily pig very soon find out that 
there is not much harm in all this, and go on with thoir 
depredations all round,

I shall concludo the first chapter of My Reminiscences _ 


by giving a fow notos as to tho size of tho boars, thoir 
tusks, &o., &e., 

A good deal has boon said and writton stad tho siza 
of pigs in the old Oriental Sporting Magazine. Ib was 
not very uncommon hearing sportsmen writing about 
having killed 40” and 42” boars. Now, my oxporienco 
goos over a period of somo twenty years, diving which 


time I have soon over four hundred boars killed, and, of - 


courso, all the biggest’ ones wore meagurad, and horo are 
some of thoir mensuroments,— 
Seven +6384" Thirtoon, BT" 
Nino +38" Thirty-threo 87” 

At the ond of My Reminiscences, I havo appended a 
list of all tho pigs killed, with the names or initials of tho 
owners of first: spears; and as most of tho big. pigs’ 
measurements are given in it, I neod not ontor into a 


lengthy detail mont thoso in my prosont chapter, Of 


cours, a good deal deponds on how pigs aro monsured 5 
Tdavo say tho sportsmon of old moasurod from tho tip 
of the hoof to the contro of tho back instond of from the 
Insido-of the hoof. 

M, Ferguson, who, barring Archio Hills and a fow 
others, killed as many boars as any ono else in the dis 
trict, told mo that when out pig-sticking at Dewan Servad 
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ho saw the biggest boar boing killed; he (Ferguson) and 
tho Sultan Saheb had the killing of it; though an im- 
mens¢ boar, ho showed no fight, and measured only 39”, 

_ 80 I believe after all that 42’ boars area myth. Now, 
about tho size of boars’ tusks. The annexed cut represents 

“the two biggest tusks,I have scon; unfortunately, they 
were not from pig killed at any of my meets, both were 
given to mo by that woll-known sportsman, Bob Ander- 
son, who, poor fellow, has gone to. happier hunting-— 
grounds, ‘The first tusk ‘A was found by some coolies 
while driving for pigs in the Goreebporo jungle, and the 
second B was one of a pair from a borr killed by 
Aychie Hills and Bob Anderson somewhere near Non- 
donpore. Both these tushes measured about 92 to 10 
inches, 


OIAPTER TL 
Rasunrnorion or * Ournast.” 


Towanns tho ond of January 1879, that woll-known 
old sportsman, A. Ifills, inviled somo of us to do a little 
pig-sticking in tho then now lino of eountry in tho 
Kalentar, whore ho bad jusb built a now factory ab 
Sonaticreo. ; 

Six of us turned up for dinnor: Major Vencock, 
Judgo Bainbridgo, J. Stocks, G. Boll, J. Malcolm, and 
myself, Tho camp was pilchod at a village cnlled 
Pretabporo. Bosidos the above party the Nawal Baha~ 
door of Murshodabad came with a couple of his brothers, 
wz,, Soubha Sahob and Musla Sahob, Tho Nawab was 
always a vory wolcome addition, owing to the help he 
brought us in the shapo of olophants, tents, &e., ke. 

Aftor a eapital dinnor evory ono had to turn in by 
ton o’clock, for old Hills, if ho hatos anything ib is lute 
hours, spootally if thoro is any pig-slicking to bo dona 
noxt morning. 

By fivo o’clock ovory one was up and drossd, so 1 
movo was soon mado afler chota hasree, Somo likoly 
patches of grass brought oul only a sounder of sows, 1. 
bit of aeree proved, howovor, mora suecassful, and a vory 
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nico little boar broke out. Aftor a good deal of jinking 
ho gavo a fair charge and Ilills got. a good spear, Being 
speared the pig took sheltor in somo heavy bush jungle, 
but the elophants soon had him out of il, and ho made 
straight for Muleolm, who was trying {o keop him from 
making for the villugo, Malcolm mado a dash past and 
spoarod the pig, who was round in a second, and for a 
minute or so had tho pony’s tail in his mouth, Tiills’ 
spear had, howevor, made him very sick, so instead of 
trying to make for the village he took shelter in some 
out aeree, {rom whore tho clephants again tuned him 
out, and 2 spear fro Stocks put him out of his pains. 
Tle was nol a big pig, as ho measured only 28” or 20", 
but showed good fight, and had a pair of very fair tusks. 
Afloy this first pig was killed a movo was mado for 
somo vory likely patchos of grass, The clephants wore 
scarooly in it than oul camo a very good-sized boar. 
Instond of making for tho villago, which was near, and 
from whore nothing could keop him off, ho made straight 
for tho opon country, trying ovidently to get into a Wi 
about a couplo of miles away. A vory oxciling chase 
now onsuod ; the pig going his best, for tho rattling of 
noarly a dozen horses’ hoofs was enough to make him 
go! Major Poncock, on Roindeor, was showing tho way, 
Int ho, and Malcolm who was following him, soon came 
to a big kha and liad 1o flounder through, TTills and 
tho rost, sooing tho porformanco before thom, took a turn. 
to the left and gol across all right, Tho pig, who had 
got his wind during this momentary pauso, put on 9 fresh. 
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spurt, but the big clods told moro on his small feot then, 
the horses’, and he soon took to tho gels (amull vidgos of 
field boundayics gonorally running at right unglos), 
Maleolm had now slightly headed him ; and no sooner 
tho boar saw what was about than he mado straight for 
him a spear just above the left eyo mado him iwn 
towards tho Major, whom ho chased for a considtorable 
distance, Bofore piggy oxactly know what had hap- 
pened Tills had planted a spear botwoon his shouldors, 
and he soon rolled over doad. Ie was e good pig, vory 
lusty and measured about 38”, but had very poor blunt 
tusks, ovidontly nol a very young pig. It was nonr 
twelve o'clock now, and as old ills is always very 
punetual, a halt was mado for tiffin, A. big pacoor too, 
Cfigus indicus) was vory handy, but unfortunatoly it had 
boon donudod of most of its lonvos by tho yowalahs Lov 
thoir cattle, Cold mutton, I moan Patkabarea mutton, 
bread and butler washed down with beor and tonic and 
a dessort of cold pudding, choeso and colory is, I think, 
moro than ono may oxpeot in tho Kalontar, The Nawab 
had some eatables on tho clophants with panee and pan, 
tho latlor betel Jonves, and not tho bootlos, tho lato ox« 
Sanapatoo of Manipore was supposed to indulgo in, 
Aftor a stretching of tho limbs and a smoko for those 
that wont in for it, and tho horsos had beon fod and 
watorod, a move was made, A small and hulf-desorted 
villago called Komblamporo was said to bo the haunt of 
a myslorious boar ; tho villagors swore that ho was na 
big as any of their buflaloos, and that ho goncrally camo 
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out afloy dusk and amusod himself by knocking down 
their stacks of paddy and having a feed at his leisure | 
It was botween 2 and 8 p.at. before wo got to the village ; 
a fow voolings about plainly showed that there wore 
somo sorts of pigs about, ‘Tho village looked very small, 
though thove was a good deal of jungle about. A line 
was soon made with ovders 10 bent fom south to north, 
the ridors taking thoir position on the east side of the 
village whore the villagers said the boar generally broke 
from. We never oxpocted much from the small size of 
the cover ; facts very soon proved, however, that we 
wore mistaken, and had not long to wait, A shot from 
ono of the elophants warned us that something was on 
tho move ; this was soon followed by trumpeting, and 
the noxt momont a huge boar appeared on top of amul- 
horvy field. A chargo of shot fired as an inducoment to 
hurry up had tho dosirod offect. But the “ Rosurrection 
of Outram,” ag we christenod him afterwards, was in no 
hurry. After investigating the prospects before him, 
ho quiotly trotlod to whoro tho riders wore, and thon on 
to an open bil of country beyond. Tor foar of tuning 
him back no one budged or spoke a word. Piggy, aftor 
going in tho opon for # couple of hundred yards or so, 
stoppod, as if not knowing oxactly what to do, but ho 
had soon mado up his mind. With a look of contempt 
at tho riders, coolies, elophants, &e., ho began trotting 
away, but this only for a short distance ; for he soon in- 
croasod his pace, and sceng tho riders were after him, he 
got across a kal; this balked his followers. “Outram,” 
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as T shall call him in Caluro, for brovily’s sake, slop- 
ped to moditale whothor ho should broak back for tho 
village or po on—ho proferred tho Intter ; gontly (vol 
ting away along tho wost bank of tho thal, tho riders 
going parallol to him along tho cast bank. 1 will give 
a short doscription of this chal ov artificial canal, as I 
shall have lo mention it more than once in My Ro~ 
minisconcos, Tb was ono that connected two bile about 
threo miles apart, and was from 30‘ to 40’ broad at the 
top aud abort 20’ or 25’ ab the base 3 in somo places it 
was probly dacp, but most of it was from 2’ to 4’ deap, 
with a very nasty and soft bollom. “ Oulvam,” as I 
said before, was going along the loft bank, easting overy 
now and thon a look of contompt at his pursuers on the 
opposito sido, After going thus for about half'a milo or 
so, Tilly thought that it was an infernal shamo to allow 
this damo game lo go on any longor. ‘Tho vidors wore 
tying to And a proper place to ford,“ Outram,” who 
had gono a little ahoad, found oul what wo wore aboul, 
for tho noxt momont with a savage grunt ho plingod into 
the khal and charged the opposilo side, sentloring the 
‘idovs in overy divection, Tor a fow minutes ho aload 
Hill vathor surprised, 1 should say, ab his own audacity: 
rub with anothor look of contempt ho resumed his jours 
roy this timo along tho east bank of tho hal, bub with 
to spitco botweon him and tho water for a rider to gol 
hrough, 

Malcolm, who was on a grey country-bred pony, look 
dyantago of a placo whovo tho Ahad had a rathor brondor 


‘Aeiliicaesate his api 
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bank to make a dash past. “Outram,” who had grown, 
sullen and accustomed to our company, never expected 
such impudence, and a spear through the jaw soon re- 
minded him that some stern business was about. With 
all his bristles wp, and looking as gavage as he could be, 
ho made charges right and left, scattering every one 
again. 

Old Hills, unfortunately for every one, was riding 
a bruto of a waler called True Blue, who had a nasty 
temper, and who very soon found out what sort of ons- 
tomer was the pig he had to deal with; and if you did 
not let him have his way, generally landed you in front 
of the pig—not a lively prospect, specially in front of a 
pig as wo then had before us. Hills, on a good horse 
would have, I dare say, soon ended “ Outram’s ” career 
instond of allowing him to have some sport on his own 
account later on I! 

Tho tooth-ache caused by Malcolm’s spear was rather 
troublesome, so afler taking a plunge in the khal and a 
roll in tho mud he trotted to an open bit of country, and 
there awailed the ond of ovents, The first to come in 
close proximity to “Outram” was the Nawab Soubha 
Saheb, and the next moment both rider and horse were 
rolling on the ground. “Outram,” quite satisfied with this 
bit of performance, stood still to see what was going to 
happen next: he was of much too generous a nature to 
go in for a fallen foo ; but no sooner he saw the bright- 
coated Nawab get up and run than it was even toomuch 
for his noble temper, and leaving the prostrate horse he 
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mado straight for his now fist vanishing foo ; and, most 
likely, Soubha Sgheb would havo ondod his days glori~ 
gusly in tho flold had not Iills soen at onco what was 
about and como to the roseuo by riding bolwean tho pig 
and tho Nawab, Mills, in calling tho attontion of tho pig 
to him, saved whal, perhaps, would havo boon a tangle 
ending, Walking lsisuroly to a clear bit of ground, ho 
turned round to sco what his tormontoys wore about, 
Old Hills swoaving at his best, and asking ws why the 
devil did we come out if wo did not mean to bill tho pig, 
hed not much offect; and as for himsolf, mounted on 
Truo Blue, he was not of much use, and ho was of much 
too genorous a naluro 10 ask any ono for an exchange of 
amount. Major Peacock mado an sttempt or two to gob 
aspenr, but had soon to givo up in discomfluyo : and now 
thore was tho speotaclo of a boar standing at bay in 4 
perfectly open bit of country with nino ridors, mostly 
well-mounted, not daring to moet him, “ Outram” him- 
self had scarcoly had any run, so was as frosh ag paint, and 
with his splondid tusks showing at least Lhroo inchos oul 
sido, ho was rendy to moot any ono half-way. ‘he ensy 
way ho had knocked down tho Nawab and hopso was 4 
warning to othors to bo rather careful, “Outram,” sooing 
no ono was yoady to moot him, bogan trotling away, 
casting back gluneog now and then al his puvsuors to soe 
how far they wore kooping from him !! Old IIIs sworo 
that he was far too disgusted to go on any longer, and 
gevo up the chaso with tho Judgo, who for most of the , 
dime was quito satisfied looking at piggy through hig 
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glasses. Stocks and the Nawab also soon gave up and 
returned to the tents, 

The Major, Malcolm, Boll, and myself went on to see 
what we could do with “Outram.” The pig, who hed been 
going through some aeree, now took to the open, and we 
thought wo might have one more chance before wishing 
him good-bye. Malcolm and Boll tried to get between 
him and another piece of aeree, but “Outram” must have 
guessed wliat was meant, for he made straight for Bell, 
who was nearest to him, and in three or four bounds was 
on top of him, and landed with his head on the pommel 
of George’s saddle, of course the spear missed, and in 
the scrimmage Bell’s topee fell off, and “ Outram,” who 
must have thought it was his pate, made straight for it, 
but must have been rather disgusted when he found out 
what it was, and having got his tushes in it had some 
difficulty in extricating himself free. This gave Bell, 
who had dropped his spear, time to clear out, The boar, 
T should say rather disappointed at his late performance, 
yotixed to a piece of aeree, 

We thought there would be no getting him now, so 
sont the syoos to get the elephants ; these were, however, 
not neoded, for Outram” no soonor saw the horses moy- 
ing along the edges of the aeree than he made straight for 
them. Of course, we never expected this, and the Major, 
who was standing with his back to the crop speaking to 
Malcolm, heard a savage grunt behind him. Malcolm, 
who was standing in front, saw the pig coming, but had 
po time to warn him, With a most ynegrthly yell the 
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Major spurrod his horso forward, bub not before tho pig 
had tho horsa’s hook in his mouth, so it look a Hille time 
for tho Major to disengage himsolf, and from the look of 
terror on his face, he must have had a fow seconds’ 
rather unpleasant sonsation. ‘Tho horse was vory slight- 
ly out, or rathor billon, for ib was lucky tho boar had 
no opportunily to use his tusks, 

It was galling lato now, and “ Oulvam” had ogain ro- 
tired to the aeree ; but it was only for a short time, for 
socing © large crowd collected under a big banian (reo ho 
made straight for them ; they saw him como and scram- 
bled up every branch or root thoy could got hold of, and 
they were nota minute 100 soon ; for seving two or thio 
mon not yory high up the boar ook soveral bounds cloar 
off tho ground, and vory nearly had ono of thom whoso 
clothos got round his tusks, 

“ Outram’s” nature was nob to loso limo after van- 
quished foos, so ho retired again o the aeree, 

Boing dark now, wo thought it timo lo givo wp, apo- 
cially a3 wo had somo four or five miles Lo rido {0 tho 
tents ; so Malcolm, nflor tolling tho peoplo about to look 
fox his spoay, or rathoy spear-hoad, which had brokon in 
tho pig’s jaws, wo rodo away. Wo got in just by dinnor- 
time, and tho lunguago old Archio used was far from 
complimontary to all concerned, 

“Outram,” tho noxt morning, had 1 littl bit of sport 
which was far moro satisfaclory than ours tho provioits 
day, With tho hopo of gotting the five rupeas bowis offor- 
ed by Meleolm for his spoar-bend, fivo or six nativos took 
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up tho trail of tho pig, and found him lying in a bil 
about two miles from the place whore we had left him. 
They thought the bost way to polish the boar would be 
to get into deep water where they would have the adyan- 
tage over him, but they counted without their host: the 
first volley of clods had been barely delivered than out 
came“ Outram.” Of course, every one took to his heels, 
but one poor unfortunate was soon overtaken and knocked 
down. The pig soon mado short work of him, literally 
cutting him to pieces ; his companions, sesing how mat- 
tors had turned, thought only of putting as much distance 
as they could between themselves and the infmiated boa. 
Very little help could they have rendered, so they made 
straight, and as fastas thoy could, for the village, When 
tho villagers arrived, “Outram” had loft the scene of his 
exploits, leaving his victim dead. I heard aflerwards 
from the H~—, a Police Sub-Inspector,—that when the 
body was sent to Berhampore for post-mortem, no less than 
twonty-thieo wounds were found on the man, seven of 
which would have proved fatal, ‘This was the last heard 
of “Outram,” and I have no doubt he lived for many a 
day afterwards, as he had only two or thiee slight wounds 
on him. 

By a strange coincidence just a yoar after when hunt- 
ing over the same ground, Malcolm’s spear-head was 
found lying almost on the very spot where the boar had 
crunchod Bell’s topee ; evidently it must have dropped 
during the scrimmage, 

I think this boar well deserved the appellation of 
D,P 2 
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* Rosurroction of Outram,” for a finor and pluckior pig 
it has scarcoly hoon my Jot to soo, though I waa ab the 
death of closo wpon oight hundyed of thom, [To was a 
magnificent boar, and stood as tall as any pig can bo 
fully 40” (I do not holiove of any bony being ovor that 
size if proporly moasurod), and though somowhut lanky, 
had a hugo nock with splendid tusks, and allogothor the 
beau ideal of » Bongal boar I! 

Tho spootacle of this pig gatting away afler having 
boon ridden ovor fully threo to fowr milos of open coun~ 
try in as many hours is, I believe, wniqno, 

Of courgo, if ITills had been on a trusty mount a dif. 
ferent tale would havo beon Lold, and a human lily boon 
seved. 


CHAPTER I11, 


Trmry-Two Boars iw a Moar! 


Tun 12th and 18th January, Sancrantie Pooja, saw 
many a boar being killed 3 that was our annual cold 
wouther meet, when I was at Choa, Though a good 
ynany were killed overy yoar on the above two days, 
thirty-two was a rathor unprocedented number. 

On the afternoon of the 11th January 188—Archie 
Hills, Lord William Boresford, Captain the Honorable 
Harboid, and Lawrie Johnstone got four boars on their 
way tothe meet; two being vory good pigs, one of whom 
gave a little bit of excitoment as he had to be polished 
off on foot in some aeree, Aeree or rahar, is a tall-grow- 
ing crop growing fo the hoight of soven and eight feet, 
the beans of which are used by tho natives ag dail, 

Of the above four boars Hills got two first spears, 
Lord William ono, and Johnstone one, 

I had made arrangemonts for a party of at least 
twonty. Tho Nawab had very kindly lent me all I re- 
quired in tho way of tents, furniture, &e,, &e. I had 
two big tents put up, one as a mess, and the other a 
sleeping tent for those who could get no accommodn- 
tion in the house. 
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From somo caugo or other only tho following turned 
up, vie—Axrchio Hills, Lord William Borosford, Lawrio 
Johnstone, J. Stocks, Captain tho Honorable Ifarbord, 
M. Ferguson, and RB. Lyall. Besidos tho abovo sovon, 
the Nawab Bahadoor of Murshedabad camo with five of 
his brothers, among thom Sultan Saheb, a straight rider 
and a good may at a pig. 

Aftor o satisfactory dinner and a rubbor or to al, 
whist ovory ono had to turn in by olevon o’elock, 

Six o’clock noxt morning saw us all vondy and drogsed, 
Chota hazree being over a movo was mado, 

Our boating line fon the day was to consist of fourtoon 
clophants and somo cighty coolios, besides sundyy éom-~ 
toms and ompty korosino oil tins ; thoso lattor for any 
heavy bits of cover wo might como across, Ow plan 
for tho day was to go to tho furthost ond of the country 
we wanted to boat, and work our way homeward and 
finish with tho patiales in tho ovoning., I must given 
little oxplanation of what is moant by the patiales, as it 
will be ono of the main factors in My Rominisconces, 

The “patiale,” or vathor the “patiales,” for thero 
woro threo of thom, woxo bits of covor of vory heavy 
jungle, a kind of spoar grass growing to a hoight of 
sight to ton fool, and usod by the villagors for their 
hotel plantations; cach of theso covors was of about 
twonty-fivo to thirty digas, 

‘Two of tho patiales wore close to tho villngo of Choa, 
and about five hyndred yards apart, On three sides it 
‘was open country with a big.maddgy on the north, byt 
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on the south there was the village: tho third ono was 
one we had planted out ourselves out of some subsorip- 
tion wo raised, 

We hunted the paidales twice a year rogularly—once 
in the cold weather and once in May—the Queen’s Birth- 
day. The patiales wo had planted ourselves were right 
away in tho opon. But retournons a nos moutons, as 
descriptions of this sori got rather tedious, 

Tt took some time to get together tho elephants and 
coolies, and as there was a heavy fog hanging over the: 
dil and low lands, we were in no hurry ourselves, As 
mentioned before, ow plan for the day was to go to the 
furthest end of our lino of beat, A staré was accord~ 
ingly made, Ramkristopore village being our destina-> 
tion, On our way we proposed to beat any likely bits. 
of cover we might come across. The elephants, spare 
horses, and tiffin-boxes were sent ahead and we followed, 
As a rule, it is a very bad plan to leave any of your 
followers behind, as very often you never see them again;. 
porhaps, until you sre back in the evening. We had 
not proceeded far on our journcy when some villagers 
shouted to us that they had marked down a pig in' 
somo wheat. A lino of the riders was soon made, and 
wo rode through tho crops, but no pig did we see, 
neither the sign of one, The villagors were, howevor, 
right; for no-sooner tho pig saw the riders had gone 
to the furthest end of tho wheat then he broke out 
and made as fast as his legs could carry him for the 
patiales. :

Boforo proceoding furthor, I may as well montion that 
two partios woro mado as to riding tho pigs, wz—Lord 
Boresford, Archio Hills, Captain the Tlonorablo [arbord, 
and Lawrie Johnstono made the first; and tho second, or 
home tonm, was made up of Stouks, Morguson, Lyall and 
tho Nawab Bahadoor with tho rost of his brothors ; and, 
as 4o myself, I was appointed » Gonoral Commandor-in- 
Chiof, and had to look after ovoryone and ovorything | 

As Lsnid boforo, tho pig mado for tho patiales, but with 
the good horses and still hotter riders ho had not the 
ghost of a chanco, After ono or two jinks, ho camo 
in straight into Lord William, who dropped him dond 
with ono spear. Johnstono claimed’ having first louchod 
the pig; but, thero boing uo blood on his spoar and vory 
littlo mark on tho pig, ho had to give in. ‘This was a 
yathor good boar, and moasured about 88”, an old gun« 
shot wound mado him go slightly lame. 

No sooner was this pig killed than thoro wore shouts 
of another pig being scen in the distance coming across 
the maidan, and ovidently making for tho patiales. Thore 
was a poll-moll rush, and aftor an oxciting chaso of a 
couple of milos—tho pig was about a milo off whon first 
seon—QOnptain TInrbord, who was ahond of ovoryone, was 
seen to sworve off and pul up his spony, of course, that 
moant sow. This ride brought us considerably out of 
tho lino of country we wanted to boat, so wo dotormined. 
not to try any moro crops or grass on our way, but make 
atraight for our destination, which was still some threo 
or four miles away. 
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A couplo of hours’ rido brought us to the ground, but 
wo wore disappointed on finding that some of the grass 
had been out. A halt was mado for the elephants and 
Goolies to come up, and the tiffin-hoxes being handy, a 
pog and biscuits wore rather acceptable. 

Tn about fifteen minutes the renr-guard having come 
up into line, an advance was soon made, ‘Tho first boar 
was to be ridden by the homo toam, The bent soomed 
to be rathor disappointing, as tho grass had been cut in 
sovartl placos, and cayt-whoel tracks made all over the 
plac ; and, now, if there is anything pigs either dislike 
or funk is the grinding noise made by rusty cart-wheels. 
Vory seldom a piece of grass that has been used by carts 
will bo found inhabited by pigs. Towards the end of 
the patch thore was a seemul ot cotton tree with rather 
heayy grass undornenth it, and out from it bounded a 
vory good-sized boar, The pig mado straight for the 
village, but thore being no heavy cover went right 
through, and oventually aftor a good deal of twisting and 
turning ho was speared by Forguson, who thus seourod 
first spear, Lyall coming up soon after finished him 
with « good spear. Ile was a very fair boar and must 
have mengured about 82”, but had a small head and very 
libtlo tusks, 

Tho next couple of hours were rathor slow; the 
country we went over being denuded of all grass or 
crops big enough to give sholter to a pig. 

Tt was now about twolve o'clock, and a big tree being 
handy a movo was made towards it and the tiffin elephant 


as 
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ordered up. Some of us had dismounted 3 but Lyall, 
who was still on his grey pony, thought of riding into 
and oxamining an oli ditch pavUly overgrown with grass. 
Tho placo looked so small and. unlikely for a pig to hido 
in that no ono oyor dreamt for a momont thal thore was 
a boar right in tho midst of us. TIowovor, Tiynll had 
scarcely got down in the ditch than out rushod a splan« 
did boar and wont through ridors, horses, coolica, &e,, and 
mado straight for Dhoromporo villago, Lord William 
Boresford, Captain Iarbord, Lawrio Johnslono and one 
or two others wo1e soon aflor him, Both tho pig and 
viders going at a rattling paco, and nogotialing somo 
rathor big obstaclos in fino stylo, ‘ho pig, who know his 
lino of country end tho short distanco ho had lo go to 
got to tho village, nover thought of looking back, and 
must havo beon rather aslonishod and considerably sur 
prisod when ho found himsolf boing proddod by Lord 
Boresford. No soonor the boar found himself boing 
speared than he got on toa high bit of ground and turned 
vound roady to meot any of his pursuora, A big ditch 
round the placo and somo small troos aboul woro all in 
piggy’s favour, so ho remained mastor of tho situation ; 
tho romaining disianeo to tho village hoing nothing but 
mulborry flelds with big dilchos ; it was slhmply impos 
sible to think of riding over such a country, Aflor o 
dosultory rido among village houses snd anos tho boar 
wes markod down in a clump of bamboos, bul much too 
thick to gol him oub off, unless with tho olophants, and 
these wore « long way behind. ‘There was nothing now 
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for it but lo give it up and retwn to where wa had left 
the 1iffin-boxos and tho vest of the party. As Lord Wil- 
liam’s spear was still in tho pig, we promised tho usual 
boats to any one who should bring it. 

Whilo viding through the village after this pig Lord 
‘William had a vathor pleasant adventure. After losing 
the pig, and whilo looking for it, ho found himself all of 
asuddon at a tank ghdt, whero tho village maidens were 
disporting thomsolves, Lord William was so charmed 
that ho quite forgot about the pig for the time being and 
tried to enter into a conversation, but knowing very 
little the lingo of tho country he expressed himself the 
bost way ho could ; and, according to him, this is what 
he said : “ déoha / bhot ateha ; khood atcha /” Whether 
the young Indios understood him or not is a matter of 
doubl, but at all events Lord Beresford thought they 
did, and socemod much pleased and tried to enter into 
conversation with them, but haying some sterner work 
on hand he had 10 come away, . 

Wo had just finished tiffin whon a man came running 
to toll us that the wounded pig wo had loft in the clamp 
of bamboos had cut up two mon vory badly, mid that 
most likoly one of thom was doad by this timo. 

Old Arohio said it sorvod them d—d well right, ag 
thoy had no businoss to go and disturb 2 wounded boar, 
bul somo of us thought otherwise and wont to seo what 
was tho mattor, This is what had occurred. With the 
hopo of gotting tho Lowis for tho spear, two of the men, 
wlio had their houses quite close to whoro the pig lay, 
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wont in to tho bamboo clump. At firat thoy could not soo 
anything, ag tho pig was lying in a dilch, No soonor, 
howovor, tho boar sew the mon than ho mado straight 
for them ; tho first man hil the pig over tho hoad with 
a stick, but tho noxt momont ho was knocked over and 
out up foarfally ; but though nono of tho wounds worn 
mortal, still ho was erippled for life, ‘Lho man’s com- 
panion, on acoing tho pig, had at firsh gono up a bam 
boo ; but, whon ho saw his friond being mauled, ho vory 
pluckily cama down the bamboo to tha regouo, and very 
luckily for him ho tumbled into a hole, ‘Tho pig charg- 
ed, but not seeing tho man ho went right over him, and 
tho only wound the man got was a rather nasly out in 
tho face from tho pig’s hool’s 24 ho passed on lop of him, 
Tho usual dustoor of bovis and Dare munus alioud vory 
soon sutisfied tho wounded mon, only if tho ono who 
had beon badly eat had gone to hospital, inslond of atay~ 
ing al homo and boing treated by tho villngo quacks, ho 
might have boon saved from boing a cripple, 

Aftor men and boasts had rofroshod thomsvlvos, a 
movo was made towards a nico thon or grass fold, which 
1 had inducod tho mon not to cul, promising two rupoos 
for ovory boar that broko out of it—tho grass was about 
throo-quartors milo long and wbout tavo to (hoo hindred 
yards wido. A dion ofthor sido made tho placo porfool, 
Soveral blind ditchos und holos kopt tho vidors outside. 
A lino was mado, and the twolvo clophants and somo 
fifty coolics which wo had was more than ample to boat 
it, Tho lino was to boat from north to south, tho ridors 
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riding along both sides of tho grass, Small flags were 
used on this oocasion to denote what sides the pigs 
wont ; vod if they wont ahoad of the line, and white if 
they broke back, ‘This was the second. time Thad used 
flags, and they would be vory useful if the instructions 
wore proporly carried, bul the mahouts are apt to lose 
thoir hoads and make mess of it; so it is better to 
leave them io their own devices, unless an interested 
Buropean or nativo bo on the elephants and keep the 
line in order, 

Tho line being now ready an advance was soon made, 
Tho first part of tho grass to boat was rather heavy and 
intersactod by nullahs and ditches, but the waiving of 
the rod rags very soon told us something was afoot and 
going ahead of the line. The party who weie riding 
along tho wost side of tho grass saw a pig quietly come 
out of tho grass and go into tho dil, but secing tho riders 
ho did not mako a long slay in it, and was soon out of 
it making straight for tho open, Tho order to ride was 
now givon, and Lord Borosford was soon alongside the 


= boar ; bul a nasty thal, with very soft mud at the bot- 


tom, had to be nogotiated. ‘Tho pig got aoross all right 
ag ho ran down tho bank and jumped tho narrow bed. 
Lord ‘William, who was following him, was not so for- 
tunato ; his horso stuck in the mud and rolled over with 
him, and it was with some difficulty that he oxtricated 
himsolf ond pulled his horso after him ; the rost of the 
party, who were more knowing, went round across a 


bridge that wasehigher up the khal. Lord Boresford had 
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goon romounted his horso after ho had got across, and 
by the timo the rest of the party had como round by the 
bridge the pig had alvoady boon speared twico: the 
second time tho spear breaking in tho pig, ‘Tho boar 
whon speared made for somo plum bushes 3 but instoad 
of going instdo ho stood at bay in front of ono of thom, 
Lord William, whose spoar was brokon, was standing a 
few paces off, Piggy, sooing tho othar ridors coming, 
thought it was timo to clear oul, so mado straight for 
tho river which was not vory far off. IIills, who know 
the lino of country, gol batwoon the boar and tho wator ; 
soging his rotreat cul off the pig chargad into Archio, 
who dropped him doad with a good spear behind tho 
shouldor, While this pig was being killed, two othors 
had broken out of tho samo patch of grass, Captain 
Harbord, Johnstono, Stocks, Lyall and mysolf going after 
ono, and the Nawabs aftor the smallor of the two, 

Tho ono we went afler mado alraight for the patiales 
but tho way ho was hustled from tho first mado him 
bmn towards a neighbouring village for shelter. Qup« 
tain LUarbord raced him along a brond ael and vory 
nearly camo to griof, as Lho pig would nol got ont of' the 
way, and tho horse bowled him ovor just as ho was being 
spoared. Whilo wo wore killing this pig tho Nowabs, 
who had gone after tho other ono, had also suecoaded in 
killing it: tho Sultan Sahob gotting first spony and hay- 
ing aftorwards, T beliovo, to do tho wholo of the killing. 

Threo pigs having been accounted for in loss than halt 
an hour a movo was again mado towards tho grass. ‘tho 
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elephants, who had stopped beating and wore waiting 
for our return, now mado a move forward, and the way- 
ing of the rod rags soon proclaimed somothing was afoot, 
A pig broko out and made for the patiale ; it proved to 
be a sow, but the Nawabs, who thought it was a boar, 
amused themselvos by chasing it all over the country, till 
the sow, who thought sho had been bothored enough, 
began in hor tum chasing the Nawabs. 

This sow was soon followed by 2 good-sized bony, who 
also mado for tho patiales, Hills, who had started with 
the pig, took him at a rattling pace, and piggy, who 
evidently did not understand boing shoved in this way, 
turned sharp round and very nearly brought Hills to 
griof, but tho spear he got prevented him making good 
his chargo, though ho left some of the froth from his 
tusks on Ilills’ boots, Lord William, who was not for 
behind, soon camo up and rolled over the pig dead. 
Another boar, a smaller one, had also broken out about 
the same time: Stocks gotting first spear. Five boars 
having boon accounted out of this patch of grass—a 
rather satisfactory bit of work—a move was made tox 
wards the patiales. On our way a vory likely cover— 
some sissoo troos with bushes all round—was beaton. 
No aoonor wore tho elephants in than out broke a regu: 
lar sounder; but thore was only one fair-sized boar in 
tho lot, the rest being sows and butehas. The boar was 
soon soparated and made for the patiales as fast as his 
logs could carry him, and ho had reasons to use thom 
with a vengoanco with the brigade of cavalry after

him. Lord Borosford, who was not only tho best mount- 
ed but tho strongest ridor, was vory soon wlongasida 
the boar, end afior ono or two jinks gol a fur spony 
yathor behind, ‘This mado tho pig (wn round and fice 
his host of pursuors, and though a small pig he scom- 
ed to bo vorywhere, for ho know thoro was no osexpo 
for him now, and diod nobly Aghting to the last; he 
was a vory woll-mado pig with sharp luska and moasur~ 
ed 81”, 

This Jast run had brought us vory nonr our dostina- 
tion, wz. the patéales, so wo had moroly io wail for tho 
clophants and coolies to como up, rofroshing ourselves in 
the meanwhilo with sundry pogs. As soon as tho hathees 
arrived the beating of the patiales commoncods and, with 
the shouting of coolies, beating of éom-toms and kovosine 
ting, the lino advanced, It was about four o’clodk— 
the best time to beat the patiales, as tho pigs about this 
time not only como ont much moro casily, but do not 
make for the villago, but for tho opon, Pigs of all 
sizes, shapos and descriptions wore soon seon yunning ull 
over the mazdan ; in about half an hour fowr boars were 
accounted for, thors heing only ono good-sized pig, The 
spears word ag follows :—Lord William Borosford ono, 
Tlarbord one, Johnstone ono, and the Sultan Suhob one. 

Old Avohio thought wo had lid quite onough, and 
twelvo pigs was not a bad day’s work, ‘Tho factory and. 
camp boing quite closo wo rodo in, and fizz nnd soda soon 
meade us forgot our toils. Wo wore all vory hungry 
and roady for dinner, so aftor » tub and 9 onpital ropasty 
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in which tho Nawabs joined us, we all soon found our- 
selves in the arms of Morphous. 

Tho morning of tho 18th saw us all up and dressed 
hy fivo o'clock, and after a substantial chota hazree wo 
mounted ow horses and ordered the coolies ond ele- 
phants Lo movo shead. 

Our plan for the day was to beat crops and. grass in 
tho Corenoon, and finish with the patiale in tho after- 
noon, 

Somo light grass with dabool trees was first tried, and 
wo had scarcely gone in when an old boar, who wag 
sunning himself by the side of a bush, got up and 
strotched himself rathor dazed, I should say, at the sight 
before him. Talf-a-dozon riders were soon after him, 
Lawrie Johnstone goiting first spoar. The Sultan Saheb 
tried to hustle between Johnstone and the pig, and was 
tronted, I holievo, to some rathor unparliamentary lan- 
gungo. 

While this pig was being killed, two more wore put 
up from some patches of grass : Lord William Boresford 
scouring the spoar of one and the Sultan Saheb the 
othor; the first of those two boars was tho biggest, the 
othor two boing rather smallish ones, Some more grass 
was heaten aftor this, but with tho exception of an old 
sow with a lot of duéehas nothing more was seon. The 
bit of country we next camo to looked rather disap- 
pointing ; for, with the excoption of some small bushos 
horo and thore and a fow patches of whent, there was 
nothing like any heavy covor to be seen, But our dige 
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appointment was rathoy ploasant, for in the noxt hour or 
swo'no less than eight, all very good bonrs, wero killed, 
In the middle of the opon, and just alongside a road, 
we came to a small thorny bush baroly aixty or sovonty 
feet in circumforence, Hills, Lord William, somo two 
or three others and mysolf stood round it talking and 

“waiting for tho olophants to como up. A. slight rustle 

warned us the place was inhabited. Somo of the aycos 

-having come up a fow clods wore thrown in, whon out 

eamo a very good boar, As wo started at his teil ho.did 

not go fav: Hills getting first spear. Lord Boxosford 
* coming up speared him a socond timo, tho spear bronk~ 
: ing in the pig who slaggorod and lay down in « pool. of 
water, While this pig was boing killed anothor one 
tarted out of tho same small bush, and thore was a rush | : 
afte® him. Lord William gotting frat spony, tho’ pig: 
going and lying near tho ono first speared. 

The cold bath had evidently revived number ono, who ... 
got up and made tracks for the villago. ‘Hills, who has — 
“6 great objections to allowing wounded pigs to go, ospo~ 

cially near inhabitated places, called out to go and polish 
him. off. Some four or five, including himsclf and 1a 
couple of tho Nawabs, wont; the pig had by this time 
, gob among ditches whoro it was impossible to. vido, -« 
Hills and Onptain Hnrbord dismountod and wont on foot 
‘after the boar, who scemed to be rather done up; but ho 
had more life still in him than they expoctod; for no 
sooner was he speared. then he tried to climb the sides of 
tho ditch he wasin, Hills and Captain Harbord had all 
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they could do to keep him off from coming at them. 
The two Nawabs who had not dismounted were evidently 
enjoying the fun. This was too much for old Archie, 
who shouted to them to come down from their horses, and 
como and help in killing the pig, The Nawabs, whose 
dignity had been offendod, left tho place at once, and for 
tho rest of the day they wore to be seon only on the 
hacks of the elephants, In tho meanwhile the pig in the 
ditch had been killed without any furthor assistance, 

During the time these two pigs were being killed the 
rest of the party were not idle; for pigs were seen run- 
ning all over the country. Lawrie Johnstone, who had 
gone atter ono all to himself, had got his mare badly 
cut, though he managed to kill the boar—a very good 
pig, one of the best of the day. In less than an hour 
soven pigs wore accounted for, What had brought them 
togather in snch an opon country was the presence of 
large hord of tame pigs, and they evidently wanted to 
improve the breed. Ton pigs by eleven or half-past 
cloven o’clock was not a bad foronoon’s work. These 
Just sovon first spoms wero divided as follows :—Lord 
Boresford throo, Johnstone two, Hills one, the Nawab 
Bahadoor one. 

A hig tree being handy a move was mado (owards it to 
salisfy the inner man, On our way wo had some grass 
to ride through, so made a line of tho horses and coolies. 

Lord William, who was riding lalking to the Captain, 
was heard to shout Tally-ho! and a splendid grey boar 
proko from the grass and made for Sriepore village.

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Some rushed aflor him, but tho more knowing ones 
went to the back of the village, Aflor a short time hes 
was seon to quiotly come oul and make for a d2 about 
half a mile off. We did not like to frighten him at first 
for ferry of turning him back to tho village; the pig 
went in the water and thore lay with nothing but his 
head visible, and tho sight of a dozon horsomon did not 
soom to frighten or disconcert him in tho loasi. As wo 
got noaror to tho bil he got up and exme a fow pacos 
noaror as if to welcome us. ‘The ground was vory sol, 
so wo had to remain on the bank; the boar when ho got 
to the edge gathered himself up as if he wantod to finish 
off tho affair with a chargo as tho old Imporial Guard, 
He was, however, mistaken in his conclusion, as TLills 
met him half-way, and the roceplion he got was more 
than ho bargained for, Going in the water and lying 
down he again camo out and charged tho lot of us, 
Stocks, on 2 Burma pony, boing nearly knocked over ; 
but the old boar had no chanco, and with tho two or 
threo spears sticking on him he sab on his hunches, 
and with a dofiant look in his small eyes ho rolled over 
dead, without a groan, 


“ Odi le, bestia! Tu es maynus stultus! Ut tues!” 


Ilo was by far the biggest and, porhaps, the bost pig of 
tho moot, and mensurod 87" ; his tusks wore rathor worn, 
and ho had not a bristle or heir on him excopl av low 
just at the ond of his lail, This was a rathor satisthetory 
winding before lunch,

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A peepul tree (Hieus religiosus) was spotted not far 
away, and ax soon us we got thore the tiffn-boxes were 
tuken down from the back of the elephants, and the 
good things spread on horses’ blankets loeked move 
appetizing than on the finest damask table-cloths, 

Tiffin over, and tho horses having been fed and water~ 
ed, a move was made towards Goznespore village; but, 
strange to say, some of’ the best covers of the day were 
heaton, not a pig did wo see. By threco’ clock we were 
back to the pattale. ‘The olephants and coolics were 
shoved in, and, after a good deal of tom-toming and * 
shouting, a good-sized boar was seen to come out and 
make for the preserve or new patiale. Lord William, on 
a brown walor—“ Arthur,” the winner of the previous 
you’s Trades or Ganges Cup—took him at a racing 
pace and was soon alongside; the bear being hard-pressed 
fell flat on his side and escaped being speared. Turn- 
ing round Lord Berosford met him, and -though the pig 
dropped dead, he just managed to cut the horse, though 
not very badly, Three more pigs broke about the same 
time: ono got away, but tho other two wero killed. 
faptain Harbord gotting the spear of ono and Archio 
tho other, ‘Those Inst two boars were rather small, and 
brought tho numbor of killed during the day to fourteon— 
not a bad day’s work—~and as we rode home, we thought 
wo well deserved the fizz and soda that awnited us. 

Most of us wanted to turn in carly as we felt rather 
lired, but had some difficulty in getting rid of a local 
Zomindar—a ‘Young Bengal—who had come to pay his 
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respects to his Lordship, and whose prewt ambition was 
fo have his name taken down for tho next lene and 
drawing-room ab Government Louse, lortunatoly for 
us the Baboo, who had refused pogs, asked lo have some 
ton, When this was brought Lawrie got hold of the teapot 
and insisled on the Baboo opening his mouth go that ho 
might give hin something hot la drink ; tha Baboo 
thought it was now timo to cloar oul, so wishing uy a hasly 
good-bye, he retired and was nob soon again (hat night, 

The Baboo ovidontly believed that Jolmstone liad 
takon more of something than was good for him; for, 
whon I saw him the noxt time, he told mo ho thought 
the gentleman who wanted to pour boiling tea down 
his throat was “ most shuroly intoxicated 1” 

Barly on the morning of tho Mth all tho local men 
and the Nawabs had left for their own placos, — TLills 
and mysolf thought of giving a Hétle more sport to the 
Yaloutiu guests before they lef; so wo wont across the 
small river Bhoirop to sea what wo could do there, 
The first few patches of grass brought over only a eonple 
of sows and a liek florikon which was shot by Clls’ 
syee, but we wore moro lucky in somo bush jimyle, ancl 
a good-sized boar was soon oul and mado for Rovoonpore 
village. Captain Tearhord living headed him, he turned 
sharp round and camo into Jills who, however, missed 
him. dohnstono managad, howover, (o spoar him, and 
vory nearly came lo griof ovar the pig, Feoling rather 
sick, the pig wont and took sheller in some oul earee 
from Whore the olephunts tried to kiek him out, Lord 
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Beresford finished him, This pig looked much bigger 
than he really was on account of the heavy crop of 
bristle he carried; but at ihe same time he was a very 
tongh pig. The next conple of hours’ beating brought 
out nothing, till a solitary boar started out of some bush 
right in the open, Lord William, who took him ata 
valtling pace, camo to awful grief in somo aeree, his 
sleed stumbled and rolled over him. Seeing a riderless 
horse galloping away, we wont to seo what was the 
matter, and found Lord William sitting on the ground 
with his collar-bone broken. Ifis Lordship was badly 
shaken, but did not seem to mind much the broken collar- 
bone, as, I believe, this was the fourth or fifth time that 
this slight mishap had occurred to him. Of course, this 
put an end to what would otherwise have been a most 
successful meet. By a strange coincidence just a little 
over a year after, and in places within five miles of each 
other, the ex-Commander of the Condor also broke his 
collay-bone riding the same horse, “Arthur.”

CHTAPTER TV. 
Tue “ Parranu” on Fru. 


This was one of our usael cold weathor moots, Son- 
erantie Pooja, md wo christened the first moot of the 
Murshodabad Tent Club, as we intended getling up a tont 
elub, sinyilar to tho old Caleutta one. 

On tho 12th January, 1875, Archie Ifills, Ferguson, 
Lyall, Irvine and Roberton turned up. 


Archio Tiills camo in the morning, and as tho rest of 


tho party wore only oxpectedl in the evening, wo proposed 
gotting on tho elephants and beating somo of tho villazo 
jungles to drive the pigs out to somo moro open country 
for tho next day’s hunt, At about throo o’clock the 
olophants wore ordered to bo brought up, and juat as 
we wore vbout to mauko a starb Roberton burnod up and 
wont along with us, 

The jungle we heat was vory donso and crossed by 
sovoral nudlaks and yewning ditches ; Bob, who hud not 
had much oxperionco of sitting ina Aowdeh, ov rathor on 
a pad, thought every momont tho elephant he was on 
was going over with him, and hold on liko grim douth, 
What made all this the moro oxeiting was tho makoue 
telling us tho elephant Roherton was on wes nol to he 
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trustod, as it had only a fow months bofore killed a man 
and two women ! | 

‘Wo put up several soundors of pigs, but owing to 
tho thickness of tho jungle wo could not see if thore 
wore any good boars among thom, By the timo we 
got back to the houso tho rest of tho fellows had 
arrived, 

After having seon the horses properly stabled for the 
night, and an carly dinnor, and a rubbor or two at whist 
we rotired to our virtuous couches. 

Noxi morning after we wore dressed and chota haeree 
over, we mado a move towards the paizale. Two parties 
wore mado as to riding the pigs—Archio Hills, Lyall and 
Roberton made tho first, and Ferguson, Irvine and my- 
solf the second, Tho first party won the toss and, of 
course, got the ride of the first boar that broke, 

Wo had soven olophanis and about sixty coolies, To 
make as much noise as possible, we had put three big 
dvums on the backs of the clephants, and a lot of bombs 
to bo lot off in the stern of some rofractory old boar, 
As all my readors may nob oxactly know what is meant 
by bombs or bomes, I will oxplain in a few words, 
Bombs ox domes, is the name given by natives to a kind 
of firowork used only to make as much noiso as pos- 
sibld, and the report mado by ono of thom is not very 
unlike to that mado by a small gun, A cocoa-nut shell, 
scooped out and loft wholo, is filled with gunpowder, 
and thon wrapped round tight with jute, till about the 
size of a small child’s head, A fuse is attached, and

whon this is lighted and tho bomd thrown, off it goos, 
sealloring tho ignited jute all over the pluco, 

As soon as 2 proper lino of tho coolios and olophants 
id been made, the advanco began amid firing of bombs, 
roaling of éom-toms and shouting of coolies, With tho 
nfornal din going on, we oxpocled to see pigs break all 
wor tho place ; bul woro grontly disnppoiuled as wo 
aw tho elephants get closer and elogor to the ond of tho 
rout without any signs of pigs moving ahead of tho 
ino. One of tho wing clophants got rathor rostless, as if 
t had smelt or soon something, and wo thought that wo 
voro at last to ho rewarded by tho sight of somothing 
coming out, and somothing did come out; bub it was 
nly a couple of big “khatasses” (Viverra-Zibelias), 

We wondored if tho spirit of somo mystorious old hour 
iad not appeared and warned his kindred in tho flosh of 
vhal was in slore for them! 1 A couplo of moro boats 
uckwards and forwards proving blank, we moved to 
ho othor and bigger patiale. 

The lino had barely beon mado, and tho first discharge 
f artillory fired, than out bounded an immense boar, 
ifter going a shorl distanco ho stoppod, and ovidontly 

smolt somothing’ and felt halfinelined to return to the 
prdiale ; bub a bomb lot off at closo quurtors had the 
desired offoct and made him change his mind, and he 
trotted off Lowards tho opon country. 

Archio Hills, Lyall and Roborton woro soon afior him s 

tho pig, seoing himsolf prossed, wont away in big bounds, 
Old, Archio on a big chostnut walor mare, going his Lost, 
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Lyall close bohind him on a grey Cabulloe, while Rober- 
lon’s stead seomad to bo going like an old sicam-engino, 
and ié was all Bah coukl do to hold the old “Colonel” 
and follow tho pig, while the way ho held his spear—ship’s 
yard fushion—-showoi ho was not vory woll at ease 11 To 
us, standing and looking on, it seemed as if the pig was 
golting away: ho had turned round now and was making 
for Lhe patiale wo had first beaten in the morning, To 
tty bho oxciloment was oven greater than to thoso who 
wore following the pig, It sounds tame when written— 
bué to us with our eyes semnning to culch every move- 
mont of the riders and the pig, tho blood through our 
voins running fastor and fastor, tho beating of our hearts 
getting louder and loudor, till every other mortal thought 
is forgotton for tho timo being—tho oxcitoment was in- 
tonse, ‘The big mare covered much more ground than she 
appenred Lo do, and tho boar, seeing Archio Tlills wying 
to aut off his ratvoat from the friondly covor of the patzale, 
mado strait for him, A. good spoar, though vathor a little 
joo far behind, mado him pull up rather astonished ; 
Lyall coming up got a second spear, and a third spear 
from Avchio mado him fottor and soon after roll over dead, 
Ilo was a yory fine and heavy pig, vory fat and lusty, 
and was whet L should calla Baboo among the soors / // 

Altor this first boar had beon duly measured and 
oviticized—ho moasured 884" with a vory good head—a 
moys was again mado towards the patiale ; tho ole- 
phants who had halled wero again ordered to advance, 
A. low bombs had scareoly beon lot off than a regular 
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hord of pigs camo out. There must have beon at least 
twenty of all shapos and sizos, a fino big boar showing 
tho way, and besides him thoro must have beon at loast 
anothor two or threo smaller boars. Ferguson, Irvine, 
and mysolf woro goon after tho old gentleman, whilo tho 
othor parly went after ono of tho smallor onos, 

Tho pigs aé first all stuck togothor, but being pressed. 
thoy vory soon soparated. TForguson, on a-black waler 
gelding—Tho “Rake ”—pushod tho boar from tho start. 
Trvino, who is of a rather jealous disposition, and who 
saw thore would bo vory little chanco of his gotling first 
spear on his country-brod, was shouting to hold hard, 
and not rido tho pig yot, a3 ho would twn back to tho 
patiale. This mado McNiol, who know what was moant 
by it, go all tho harder. Tho pig did try, howovor, to 
broak back ; but as ho had gono a long dislanco ho had 
not the ghost of a chance. Sooing no way to osenpo 
ho came straight into Ferguson who got a good spear 
in him, his horso escaping boing cub by an inch, The 
spear was loft in the pig who, however, soon pullod it out. 
Trvino coming up gol a second spoar, and ib was now a 
running fight, the pig making for the padéale, but always 
rondy to moot any ono who camo noar him. With a 
couplo of spons sticking in him ho sat on his hunches ; 
bub nob a groan did he utlor, and finnlly, when mortally 
wounded ho lay down to io, it was wilh nv savago twinklo 
in his small oyos : ho was a fino pig all over, and 


Was it nob grim dolight 
To soo the old boar fight? 
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Tho first party, who had gone after another boar, had 
alao killed it, and though not 2 big pig ho showed good 
fight, and ho managed to give a slight cut to Lyall’s 
horss who had got first spear. J forgot to mention 
that the second big boar killed moasured exactly the 
samo as No. 1, viz.,88}", and had a pair of splondid sharp 
tushos, 

Our horses being rather done up wo mado our way 
towards tho village whore the tiffin-boxes had been sent. 

On our way wo noticed a good deal of smoke coming 
out of the patiale, but took il only for the remains of tho 
fireworks wo had let off, and the ignited jute from the 
bombs burning. 

A Baboo’s garden-house being handy we ordered 
tho tiffin-boxes to bo brought there. While discussing 
their contonts wo hoard the crowd who had come to 
see the shikar, shout, “ The patiale burns |” and the next 
moment flames and smoke shot up high in the air. 
Burnt loaves and grass bogan flying on all sides, and 
at ono time wo thonght tho villnge was in danger. Old 
Arehio put a rather long faco on, for, as he said, if any 
thing sorious was lo happen, thoy would bo all down on 
him as boing tho most substantial among those present 
thero, Wo wora saved, however, from such a serious 
conyoquonce 24 the burning of the village, though we 
had to pay somo compensation for the damage done to 
tho patiale, which was 2 mero trifle compared to what 
wo should have had to pay if any part of the village 
had burnt down, 
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By tho time tiffin was over tho pigs who objected to 
boing burnt or seorched were soon running all over 
tho place, some getting inlo the village, while others 
took Lo the open country. Wo wore soon in tho saddle 
again, but thers were no moro parties now. Wo all 
made for what looked like the biggest pig in tho dis 
dance ; bub after a ride of a couple of milos, Forguson 
who was tho first to como up, was seen to swerve oll, 
and, of course, wo know if wasa sow. Soon aflor this wo 
saw anothor pig standing in the shade of a plum or coud 
treo (jujuba vulgaris), Io allowed us to got protly noar, 
when away ho went with a few big bounds, We saw 
at once il was a boar; after going for about half a mile, 
piggy, who objected being ridden any further, tummed 
shurp round and came into TLills, who missed him as his 
horse shied, ‘Tho boar thon made for Merguson who hit. 
him over tho head, the spear not ponelrating the hard 
skull ; but this must have givon him a bad hoadache, as 
he kept shy of the spoars. Lyall got second spear, and 
soon aftor old TLills, with his “sudden denth” method, 
put him out of his pains, ‘This was a young how, very 
black, with a good pair of tushos and measured al’, 

Searcaly hed this lash pig beon killed, {han we saw 
another coming from the pudéale towards us 3 wa wen 
down the bod of rm dry Aig so 04 bo show ourselves us 
little as possible 5 tha pig quielly camo on, (ill, seoing 
us, ho mado for a small village about a milo away 5 2s 
ho had not had much of av start, ho was soon caught up, 
Wills giving him a prod from behind, ‘Tho pig being 
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speared went and Iny in a small pool of water, and I 
never saw before or since such a coward of a pig, he 
roomed to be paralyzed with four, and never attempted 
either {o fight or make a bolt of it for lifo, and died as 
he had lived, squeaking to the last. Roberton thought it 
a goad opportunity to blood his maiden spear, but in his 
excilomont, instead of'spearing the pig, ho managod to 
louch his horse’s hind-quarters who kicked out most 
viciously, This was a pretty good pig, as regards size, 
ay he measured a litle under 31”, 

Wo might have got another two or three boars, but 
as most of us had ridden the samo horse since the 
morning, wo thought it was time wo should give them 
vest. Barring tho burning tho of patéiale, for which we 
to pay somo sixty or seventy rupoes compensation, it 
was a vathor successlul moet, only it was a pily we had 
had not ll of us spare horses, or another two or three 
pigs would have beon accounted for,

Axzourt tho boginning of October, 1887, Morey and ] 

were out riding one morning, We had no spears with 
, us, and I had only brought a gun wilh mo in case wo 
should put up any snipo or plovers. 

While riding along wo heard somo people, who wore 
cutting paddy, shout and kick up a row as if they had 
seon somothing, in fact, just the kind of row they would 
mako if they saw a pig, Moroy and I wore trying to 
find out what this was all about, when wo saw a low 
hundred yards off a big boar coming toward us, When 
ho saw us ho put up his oars as if ho meant to como at 
us 5 but changing his mind he mado for some yehema 
(sacchamum ctliare), a tall-growing fodder crop, where 
ho took shollor. 

Morey, whoso blood is always up whon ho seos pigs, 
proposod to send Lo Sunkurpore for spears, and hailing: 
one of the mon who was cutting paddy, we sont him off 
at. onco to the place. 

While wailing for tho spears to come up Morey and 
I devised what wo thought would bo the host mouns to 
got tho pig out, wz, to send in the cight or lon coolio 
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wo had. togothor, with a couple of empty kerosine tins, 
and kick up as much row as possiblo in tho gehema, 
Tho spoars having arrived we exchanged mounts, Morey 
golling on my wolor horse, and I on his 12-2 pony. 
Whon wo were ready wo sent the mon in to the crop, a 
couple of small dogs wo had with us following them. 
As tho piece of gehema was rather big, and the stuff high 
and thick, it took somo time to find piggy’s whereabouts ; 
but no sooner was he roused than he charged one of 
the kerosino tin-men, knocking him over and slightly 
cutting him in what, I should say, was a rather tough 
and horny part of a native!!! Of course, we heard the 
hoof, hoof, of the pig, and the next moment our beaters 
wore rushing headlong out of tho placo, leaving their 
korosine Lins behind, We did not know what to do next ; 
it would not have been safe to send the men in again, as 
the boar seemed to be an ugly customer. We thought 
our best plan would be now to fire off a fow charges of 
shot in the placo, not with the chance of hitting the pig, 
as wo did nob now whore ho was, but with every 
possibility of frightoning him. . After throwing a fow 
volleys of clods we fired off half-a-dozen shots. This 
had tho desired offect; for piggy, finding tho place too 
noisy, cloarod out ab once, Ho had gono a pretty good 
distance before wo discovered he had broken out. On 
seeing us ho made for the bil, which ho crossed and got 
on Lo somo Khor lands, Moroy and I had to go over a, 
Inidge, as a Lhal—Berosford hal as we nicknamed it— 
on account of the mishap his Lordship had in crossing 
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it, intervened belweon us and the boar, Once aeross, 
wo made for ow foo who, on sesing us, novar bricd to 
run but wailed for us to como up, Morey put on steam, 
so as to met tho bony, who was also quile vondy (a mech 
him half-way. But, to our astonishment, the pig all of 
a suddon foll over and had some difficulty in gotting up 
again, Tho horse shying made Morey miss what would 
othorwise havo boon an easy spew 3 tho pig on gotting 
up made again for the dil, We thon saw thet ho had 
boon wounded sometime proviously, ovidently am old 
gun-shot, wound, and his thigh put oud of joint, so thal 
whonover he tried to ten sharp round he foll over, — [ 
suppose piggy seoing himsoll’ ab a disadvantage with his 
game log, went, as T said bofore, into tho d/l, Phere 
was a hoavy evop of amone, or wintor paddy, growing in 
the water, and the pig soon disnppoared in it, bat we 
could seo by tho waving of the dhan whioh way ho was 
travelling. We thought now thoro would be no more 
chance of gotling him out, and ho was quite master of 
the situation for the time being, The few coolies wo 
had with us would not vonturo in the paddy, as they did 
not know whoro ho might be lying, A bright thonght 
struck us all of w sudden. ‘hore wes a smd boat or 
dinghy in tho bil, why not ulilizo it to drive this an 
phibious boar? Our plan was soon made; wo sont a 
couple of mon in tho hoat with instructions to dvive Lin 
towards us—f moan the sido we were going to. Wo 
rode round Lo the sido we had first started the boar from, 
The boatmen, on seeing us, commenced atecring towards 
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us. Af first thoy could see nothing of the pig, but the 
waving of the paddy soon showed them where he was 
making for, Tho shouting of the mon and banging of 
the kerosine ting warned piggy that there was to be no 
perce for him in the b22, so he began to move ahead 
vory reluctantly, I should say. He was now above his 
dopth, so progress was slow ; and to tho boatmon also, 
who could movo but very slowly in the thick paddy and 
weeds, ‘lo us, standing on terra firma, nothing was 
visiblo but the stern of the dinghy, and wo knew now 
that the pig was coming across to the sido we wore on, 
For a shoré timo we were in suspense, till we caught 
sight of tie pig as he got on te a ridgo, and then, I sup- 
pose, seoing us he stood waiting to soo what wag going 
to happen next, Wo could sce the boat gradually forg- 
ing ahead till it was nearly on top of the pig; the men 
in tho bont on seeing him started shouting and beating 
on the empty cans. Master piggy was roused by this 
time, for no sooner did he see the bow of the boat get near 
him then ho made a charge at it ; luckily for its ocou- 
pants, as ho did so ho foll again inlo deep water, and 
though ho managed to got his two front logs in the boat, 
he could not jump in, as he would have otherwiso done 
had his fect rested on the ground. Boing baulked in 
his offorts, tho hoar sullenly retired and mado towards 
whote we wore ; ho had partly to swim and partly to 
wade ; but no sooner he got on driey land than he made 
for us, at first aba trot, and when about twenty paces or 
go he pub on spurt and came charging straight down, 
D,P . 4 
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and tho last fow yards he covered in big bounds. Morey, 
who wont Lo moet him, misjudged tho distanco nnd missod 
tho pig, who in his last jump just grazed the horso’s hip, 
a 15-3 walor, so tho jump must heve boon ab least four 
feot off tho ground, Aftor this last charzo tho pig again 
got in tho field of gehema, ‘Vo gob him out row soomed 
to bo out of tho question, as it would have boon simply 
madness Lo sond in the mon in such heavy cover aflor 
an infuriated boar; but I must sny pigs have this in 
thoir favour, that when onco roused thoy bovome so rest 
loss and suspicious that they will not stick inany cover, 
no matter how heavy it may he, exeopl when badly 
wounded, but will go through, So in this case the pig 
stayed jusb timo onongh to gob back his wind and thon 
clonred out of tho placo towards tho side whieh he 
thought the quictosl. 14 was somelimo before we, who 
where consulling as to what would bo tho host way to 
gol him out, found out that ho hid gone away, Wo 
found him leisurely trotting along the bank of tho Akal, 
bué no‘soonor he saw us coming than ho pulled up und 
then camo straight down. Moroy managed to gol a 
rathor good spear somowhoro in tho neck, but the bam 
boo being rotlon it broke. ‘Che boar, on finding himsell’ 
speared, chased Moroy, who had lo make a bolt for it, 
as ho had no spear ; golling « fresh ono ho went to moot 
tho pig again, who was wailing on. tho bank of tho ddad, 
Tho horso ho was on, an old pig-slickor ovidontly, did 
nob like the look of alfuivs and heenmo rather unslendy, 
and though ho did not actually shy off, he turned his 
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head away whenovor he saw the pig coming down, so, 
though Morey got a couple more spears, they were not 
what you call killing spears. Finding tho gamo getting 
rather warm the boar jumped down in the bed of the 
thal and made for the river ; and when wo got to the 
bank wo found him striking across for the opposite 
side, and I am sure the look ho gavo us was almost a 
wink 11 

Tho River Bhoirop, though not broad or deop, is still 
deop cnough not to allow of its boing forded with safety ; 
and the nearest ferry was at least two miles away ; so 
Morey and I did not exactly know what to do next. 
Wo did not like the idea of letting a wgunded boar go, 
spocially as it was near a village. On the opposite sido 
was a big rice or cargo boat. Wo hnilod the boatmen 
to tako us across 3 wo could not take tho horses with us ; 
not only was the country where the pig had gone not 
ridoable but the boat could not do so. So taking the 
fow coolics we had with us and the gun with somo big 
shot cartridges wo gob oursolves carriod across. 

At first wo could seo nothing of the pig, as ho had 
disappoarod among some mulberry ditches, bub all of a 
sudden thore woro shouts and tho boar was seen in full 
chaso aflor a score or go of villagors, who had now join- 
od in the hunt; for a few minules there was scarcely 
threo or four fect betweon the boar and some of the 
bipeds, Luckily pigs are not vindictivo ; for no sooner 
ho saw tho dofoat he had inflicted than he again retired 
to tho mulberry ditches. 
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Morey and I thought the fim rather oxciling, a4 wo 
did nol know whoso trim it would be next. Alter a 
short time ho was seen to go inlon bush. We erept 
up close cnough bo bo alo, and fired off a couplo of 
charges of big shols the noxt moment the boar was 
out and mado straight for the place wo wore standing 
on; ina momont we were up some bamboos, and not a 
minute loo seen, for tho pig passed tmdornenth us, 
Seoing that all his onemies had vanished liko ghosts, ho 
votired to a heavier bit of cover from where wo tried, 
but in vain, to dislodge him, looling, L should sny, 
ruher sick ho must have Inid down in somo cool mud-hole, 

Threo days after the news was broughl of this pig's 
death aba villako fully two milos {vom the place whore 
wo had loft him last, This was a vory black and gaunt. 
looking pig, and must havo monsured B5 to 8G inches, 
and had a very fine pair of tushos, The wound in the 
leg mado him vory savage, and ho gave usa fow hours’ 
rave sport; ib was a pity, though, that wo had not tha 
satisfaction of performing, his funeral rites, 


CHAPTER Vi. 


GozErorn Grass orn “ Knor” Iota, 
Four Grizztxy Orp Vrrnrans. 


Axour the end of Decomber, 1868, I got a letter 
from Bob Anderson, from Patkabaree, saying that ho 
was coming over next morning with Archie ITills and 
a couplo of Caloutta frionds to hunt the country round 
about Cho& and to moot thom at Bhola Ghat. 

Noxt day by ton o’clock I was at the Ghat, but as 
thore was no sign of the party tuning up J thought I 
might as well take a round and sce how the country 
looked. 

Thongh it was a liltlo too late in the season for grass- 
hunting, still somo of tho brown-looking patches looked 
vory tempting. It was not long bofore I came up to 
somo villagors who woro cutting grass, and theso in- 
formed mo that thoy had that vory morning disturbed 
an old bom, who had gone into anothor patch of grass 
about a quartor of mile or so away ; and they also told 
mo that the boar they put up was known to them as the 
dbeurea oy inilless. This was vory good khubur ; but by 
tho way, I suppose, of furthor inducement for us to 
como up, thoy added that they had seen another boar 
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go across, and that this ono was as high as ono of thom- 
solves, but they could not toll mo oxactly whore this 
monster had gono to. I thonght it would not bo judici- 
ous now to disturb the grass so wont back bo the Ghat, 
By 11 o’clock the party turned up on the opposilo side 
of tho rivor, but, as tho forry-bons way vory smiull, ib 
dook somotime to cross tho coolins, traps, &e., tho horses 
going to a ford a lililo lowor down, By tho timo every 
ono and ovorything was on tho loft bank ib was past 
twelve o’clock, so it was resolved lo havo lunch heforo 
proceeding any furthor ; a big Jamon loo (Magenie 
Jjambolona) boing handy, tho tifin-boxos wore sont under 
ils shade. Whilo discussing tho cold mutton and red- 
currant jelly washod down with iecd shandy-gall 1 told 
my gnosis of tho good khubur I had got only a short 
time before. Tiffin ovor, end coolies and all other lower 
animals having boon rofreshod, a move was mule Lowards 
tho Goznoeporo village, or rathor tho grass folds, I 
forgot lo montion thal bosides Bob Andorson and Archio 
Hills tho party consisted of Edward Drummond and 
Griffith vans, four as good mon as you could rarely 
put together now-a-days, 

Boforo going to the paich of grass shown to mo as {o 
whoro tho dewree or tuilloss boar had gono bo, wo Tid Lo 
rido through somo two or Utreo athor palchos, but bar- 
ring a fow jackals wo sew nothing higgor, Taving now 
come up to the patch, a propor lino waa mado and we 
advanced cautiously, Wo had a couplo of clophanis and 
some fifty or sixty coolios. ‘ho cover, though heavy, 
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was small; and wo had nob proceaded far whon the woll- 
known “hoof! hoof” sont a thrill through us, and the 
next moment sway wont a big boar bounding through 
tho grass, his stool groy colour contrasting singularly 
with the yolfow-looking grass. Anderson, on a brown 
waler gelding—Hclipse—rushed him from the first, but, 
unfortunately, Bob camo a croppor in a blind holo just 
whoro the grass ended. By tho timo he had remounted, 
the boar was off to tho noxt patch, Archio on Old Tom- 
my and Drummond on Nugget wero hard after him. 
We then saw the boar, a perfect monster, was minus 
his caudal appendage, as the villagors had told us. 

Tho boar first wont inlo the grass, and as the place 
‘was a good deal cut up by the remains of an old 
rond ov track, I warned the fellows to be careful. 
Drummond, who was riding on tho extrome right, was 
seon to wavo his spear over his head and shout Tally ho! 
whon oul broke the boar and we wore all soon after him, 
Aflor going a short distanco it struck us that this was 
quile another pig wo wore aftor, for not only was ho 
much blacker, but what was moro he bed a nice clean 
tril, which ho carried high over his back: ovidently 
tho tailless bony had found a vory suilablo substitute to 
inko his placo, Ilowovor, as tho present pig was also 
anothor monstor, he was not to be despised, so wo rode 
him into anothor patch of grass through which ho rushed 
and mado straight for Goznocpore village, Drummond 
raced him, and by riding well on his left, kept him from 
rolling into tho heavy cover he was making for. The 
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boar, on soving himaolf beilled, camo straight: intu 
Drummond who got a good spenr, Andorson geting 
socond spear ; in the scrimmage thab now ensuod, the 
boar managed lo rip Drummond's breeches just above 
tho knoo, and to give hint a slight out. This would have 
heon a rethor diffieult thing for tho piy to do had nob he 
boon on a higher bib of ground, IfilN next niet the 
pig and sont. spoar clean through him, this made the 
boar toller on to an opon Dil of ground, where ho toll 
apparontly doad. 

Without losing much timo over our fallen foo, we 
male tracks for the patel of grass whave wo had lati our 
tnilloss friend, for wo wero now corlain that the pig wo 
had just killed was not the one wo had first started, 

Wo wore not long in looking for pigpy, who must 
havo been on tho look-out for ws, for no sooner wo pot 
into tho grass, than oub ho camo on the opposite sido 
and mado for anothor patoh of thor, As thovo wore 
somo blind ditehos to be negotintod the hoar got in first, 
and, I suppose, finding no ono to take his placo a second 
timo, ho prepared to give us a warm rocoption, ‘he 
first to got in was Evans on a groy CB, and the bow 
no soonor sew him than he cooked his oars and wilh an 
angry grunh down he camo. | believed this was the 
first timo that vans had boon after a pig, Whon ho 
sew tho hour charging, insload of pulling on steam Lo 
moot him, ho pulled up his horso, thinking, 1 suppoxe, 
lo stop the hoar with his spear-—anid he did give the bow 
avory good spom—but the next moment the legal 
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mombor was noarly knocked off his horse, whoso hind- 
quarlors wore lifted clonn off the ground and a rip somo 
fivo or six inches just abovo the hock put the horse hors 
de combat, Tho noxt to meet the boar was Drummond, 
and though ho speared him ho could not stop him: his 
horso was also out and tho boar chased him out of the 
grass, On turning round tho pig met IIills, on whom 
ho camo down liko a stonm-ongino, and the next moment 
ho was kicking with his four logs up in the air, Archie 
hit him just over tho spine, and though bo died almost 
al onco, the wound imade by the spear was very small— 
a mero punclure. 

‘Two as fino boars as you could wish, in as many hours, 
was a rathor satisfactory bit of work, and wo deserved 
a drink affoy it: some icod beer and tonic was vory 
accoptablo, and wo should havo certainly drank it with 
moro gusto hal wo known that two moyro grizzly old 
boars were waiting to be slaughtered. 

After romounting our horses we made for somo light- 
looking cover about half a milo or go away, Tho first 
patch wo camo to was rathor small, but a big bansa right 
in the middle of il, warned us the place was inhabited. 
J will shortly doscribo what is moant by a dansa, The 
literal translation of the word is a nest. <A pig’s nest, 

- of course, sounds a little edd { It is gonorally made 
in crops or gyass or in any kind of cover, whore suitable 
matorial is available. This tho pigs cut or tear up and col- 
lect in one placo, and then pile it wp to the height of four 
or five foot, Aftor trampling it well down, they lift up

ono cornor of it with their snouts and pot inside, Now 
such homes, barving being, I should say, uncomfortably 
warm in hot weathor, afford plonty of protection againsl 
wind, rain, cold and sun. Theso dansas aro inhabited soma 
Limes hy & boar, or a sow, singly, somolimos by a husbund 
and wife, and yory offen by a mother and her pro- 
gony. An old boar very soldom takes the trouble to 
mako a bansa, he gonorvally profors to lio in the open in 
a small trench a fow inches deop which ho digs himself. 
If no grass or any othor honvy covor bo near, any smal] 
treo or bush will do for him to make his bed andor, bub 
in rainy or boislorous weathor an old boar likes to have 
a cosy home to spond the day in, and will thon oithor 
mako a hansa for himself or take possession of an old 
ono. But retournons & nos moutons, in our prosont caso 
an old boar, a crusty old bachelor, T should say, was tho 
solo oceupnat of the dansa, and ho must havo hoon fast 
asloop as it took a lot. of stirring to wake him up 3 bub 
whon ho found out who wore disturbing him he did not 
wait long to ask questions, but rushed oul of the place 
and mado for the friondly sheltor of the villugo. Wo all 
starled at his tail and, Unough a heavy hour, ho look us 
aratiling pace and ovidently thought ho would snvo his 
bacon, bub finding that [ills was golling unploasunily 
near, ho turned sharp vound and camo straight into lim 
nomly ringing down rider and horse. Old Tommy 
managed, however, to revovor himself, bub tho spear that 
Arehio gavo the pig mado him pull up, end the way ho 
whisked his small tail showed ho was fvcling vory sick. 
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Jivans coming up got in a socond spear, but the old 
hor did not require much moro of tho cold steol as 
blood was sporting from bis month, and he lay down to 
dio with a look of contempt at his oncmies as a knight 
of old! 1 This was also a splondid boar, and just about 
tho sizo of the two provious by killed. 

Tho sun was now gelting rathor low down in the 
horizon, and, a8 wo had two milos to ride to tho factory, 
most of us wanted to got on. But Drummond, who had 
got quile enthusiastic by this timo, wanted to have an- 
other go. So leaving the spare horses, elephants, &e., 
on the road to tho factory, wo cantered up lo some new 
covor about a milo or so away, The grass we had como 
to was rathor thin and did not seom very promising, 
but boforo long a sight met our oyes that mado our 
hoarts jump. Right in the opon, under a mimosa tree, 
lay « huge boar fast asloep, Whilo wo all stood at the 
edgo of tho village Bob Andorson went to stir him up, 
and ho was so sound asleop that he had actually to be 
pricked. Whon ho got up he looked torribly angry at 
boing so rudoly awakoned ; of courso, his first thought 
was to mako for tho villago, and hoe charged right 
through tho Jot of us and went the way he wanted. Wo 
woro all soon after him, Boing a knowing one, he got 
on 40 an old yoad leading to tho village and stuck to 
it, For us it was nasty riding ; for besides tho rond 
boing cut up a good deal, it was partly over-grown 
with jungle and big treos growing here and thore. The 
only thing wo could do was to rido parallel to the pig

and keop him in sight till wo camo lo an opon bit of 
grow, As wo wore golting neavor and newer tho 
village pigey’s chuneo of osenpo was invroasing, Ko 
Andorson took advantage of a bib of clearing there was, 
to mako a dash ab tho pig, and ho would havo gota 
spoar in, but unfortunatly a soul] brameh hil him in 
tho faeo and nearly knockod him off his horse, Lh was 
now only a short dislanco to tho village ; tho only 
chanco Jol was to ride nhead and moot the ply 3 so 
Hills and Drummond wont vhoad and tho latter toak his 
position right in the middio of the path, ‘Tho boar on 
sooing him eocked up his oars and, gathoring himself 
up, wont bounding to meot Denmmond who mot him in 
grand stylo, the spoar going right through, and the blade 
coming oul under his belly. Of course this made the 
pig stagger and ho jush managed lo crawl up alongside 
tho boar wo had first Killed that day, and lying down 
he gavo a fow kieks and if was all over, 

As tho liquor-box was handy, and we woro vathor 
thirsty, 2 peg was vory accoptablo, Boloro motnting 
ow horses evain ILilly remarkod do Drummond that esa 
his broken spew was still in tho pig, they had hoetler 
pull it out ; so walking up to whore the boar uy they 
pulled it oul, but no sooner did they do so Un up 
jumpod tho pig who was supposed to lave hean killed 
four or fivo hows hofore. Ol course, thera was 2 vogtte 
Jnr stampede, for nok only had tho pig vob up, bat he 
was looking round to seo on whom to wroulk his yon 
genes. Fortimatoly for us he bogwa making lacks for 
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the villago, and Archio and Drummond, who had 
romounted, had to give him two more spears before 
killing him. Old Archio always spoke of him as the 
yosurroction boar.” J suppose the spear had gone 
into a rather moro painful than vital part and prevented 
tho pig from moving ; that ho would eventually have 
diod, I havo no doubt, but still this shows what a won- 
dorfal amount of vitulity thore was in him. 

By tho time wo got {o the fhetory it was quite dark. 
Tho four boars measured as undor, and it was vare sport 
we had, for not only did wo kill four perfect monsters, 
lut what was also vory satisfactory was that we did not 
put up oithor a single sow or smaller boar. ‘These four 
old grizzly vetorans must have been the lords and 
mustors of those grass folds |!

Aftor having taikod a good denl, and dreamt a Tittle 
about the four grizzly old veterans, we were up very 
curly next morning. Archie TIills is ono of the earliest 
risers I have como across, in fact he is uncomfortably 
so, for in the hot woathor aftor four, and in the cold 
weathor afler five 9’clock, thero is no sleep in the house, 
if ho has anything to do with the shikar. Bob Andor- 
son was also a vory early bird. By half-past five o’clock 
we wore on the movo; our plan for the day was to hunt 
somo new grassy country, and wind up with the patale. 
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A couplo of hours’ ride brought us to the gromd 5 
tho grass had been a good deal eut, still there was 
enongh of il lo make it worth ow while to try i Tho 
coolios wid olophents wers soon ina ding, and hafore 
long threo or four sows were out, and wo hada longs 
and usoloss vide aller one before finding oul her sen. 
Wo noxt triod somo wheal and were moro fortunate, for 
from undor a mimosa treo oul jumped a small, wiry- 
looking boar. IIo look us al first at a ood pace, bub 
sooing no covor within sight, he tumed sharp round, 
and came straight, dmpeetum fucere, into Anderson, whose 
horse ho hit just wbovo the knoe—horse, pig and rider 
all rolling dogother, ‘Tho first to gel up was the bour, 
thon the horse, who bollod leaving Bob lying on the 
ground with tho saddle belwoon his logs, tho  girths 
must have broken when the horse wont over, Forkin 
atoly for Andorson tho pig’s altontion was enllad away 
by Drummond whom he was inducod to chase for a 
short distance, thus giving Anderson the time to pot up 
and run to the noarest bubool {reo in easy of omergoncy, 
Tho pig next mado for Hills, who gol a dig ab him. 
Bob, who had romountod 2 fresh horse, w big: chostnus 
walor, and who was v liltlo engry, J should sey, with 
tho boar for tho trouble ho had caused him, got ina 
couplo of spours, und in the next low minutes piggy 
had boon spearod at least x dozon timos ¢ and he had at 
least threo or four spears, cither whole or broken, stick+ 
ing in him. To was cortainly ono of tho toughos! pigs 
and hardest to kill that 1 over camo avross, and his 
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motto must have beon “Never say dio 11!” With all 
thoso speurs in him, tho boar had still a good deal of 
life loft, for ho next made for a high bund or ombank- 
mont, whoro ho took up his position ready to meet any- 
ono. T forgot lo montion that tho boar had beon spoar- 
od and blinded in the right eyo, TWvans, who was on a 
12-2 don Burmah pony, thought it 2 good opportunity 
to soo what ho could do with it, so ho went as quietly as 
he could on the blind side, but though piggy might 
have lost an eye, his hoaring organs were not in the 
least impaired, for hoaring, I suppose, the pony’s foot- 
steps, ho tuned sharp round and mado for Evans, who 
just managed to gob out of his way by going down the 
embankment fastor than ho had come, There was no 
coaxing the bour from his present position, so the only 
thing loft was to sond for tho hathees to turn him out, 
Ono of tho clophants, wo know by provious experience, 
would not aco a pig, so only ono was ordered up. The 
mahout brought wp his charger triumphantly. Piggy 
was at first inclined to got out of tho wry of so huge an 
opponent, but bo soon mado up his mind not to be twn- 
ed out of his position without making a struggle for it, 
Whon within measuring distance tho boar went for the 
elophant, who did not wait to make a closor acquaintance 
wilh his porcupino-looking foe, but turned tail and bolted. 
I bolieve elephants have a wholesome dread of wild 
pigs, and funk thom nearly as much as they do tigers, 
Piggy, who must have been elated at his last success, 
and who did not care to have Anderson coming too near 
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hia position, mado a charge down (he slope and sented 
his fate, for, golling a sporr behind the shoulder, be 
rollod on his side, a low kicks, and all was over: Ae 
quieseal in pute, 

This was nota big bony, adhe measured nhout ét or 
32” but showed wonderful pluck and vitality, 

Aftor a drink a move was made towards the patiales 
Riding along, there were shouts of a sear being seon, 
and sure onough a hig-loohing pig waa xeon yoing 
across tho maddaa, Init as ho was at Toast a mile away it 
was difficult fo sey whothor it was a sow orn bow, 
TLills swore it was one of the sows we had pul up in 
tha morning ; bul ax tho rest of the follows helioved 
othorwiso, wo had at Joast a couple of miley’ gallop hae 
fore finding out thal Archio was right, Sows have a 
most unpleasant habit, when once disturbed, of reuppoirs 
ing and turning up every now and then, and looming 
on tho horizon thoy look twice as big as they really aro, 

As wo had not coolios or elophants onough to beat the 
hig patiale, wo mado tor the smuallor one, Pulting the 
heaters and Aathees on the west sido with instmotions to 
work up towards tho onst ond, wo rade forwnrd ours 
selyes and took our position on a big mound. This 
hig mound, wilh & clump of juck troos (dataceagnes dn 
legrifolius) is ono of tho landmarks of the patiale, for 
from ifs height ® conmuending view of the country 
vound can be hed, 

Slowly tho lino advanced, a sow or a buteha showing 
thomselyes now and then, and disappearing alter having 
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hada look round. As the lino came to an end, a fine- 
looking boar jumped ont, but on seeing us he broke 
back again into the patiale. The mahouts told us that 
there were any amount of pigs in tho place, but as the 
line was too thin they woro all breaking back ; how- 
ever, as we wore determined to geb something out, we 
again ordered a beat, this time from east to west, and 
also gavo instructions to uso the guns that were on the 
elephants if necessary. Instead of riding ahead we 
followed the line, of course, keeping outside the patiale. 
When wo had gone about half tho distance, a 1egular 
sounder broke and made for the village, where it was 
impossible to think of riding after them, and out of 
this lot we counted at least fou boars, two of them good~ 
sized ones. Onco more we sent in the beaters, and be- 
gan to beat owr way towards the east, and had gone 
a short distance, when some of the spectators began 
shouting they could seo a pig swimming across the bil, 
Looking carefully, we did seo something, but it was too 
far to say what it was, though thore was no doubt that 
tho object, whatever it was, was moving or swimming, 
I forgot to montion that, just below tho smaller patzale, 
there is a bl about a milo or so long and, perhaps, a 
littlo loss broad. To satisfy ourselves as to what the 
black-looking thing we had soon was, we quietly rode 
round to the dpposite side, giving instructions 1o the 
olophants to come across through the water. When 
we pot to tho other sido, tho object, whatover if may 
have heen, had disappeared, and we believed it to be 
p,P 5 
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cither tho head of am alligator, or a bird swinming, 
Gloso to tho edge there was a kind of rush growing we 
fool or so out of tho water 3 and wo wailed myxiously 
for tho olephanis to come up to its and whon they did 
come up, out jumped w splondid boar ; being dishurbod 
ho came flowering through tho mud and water, and 
no soonor he got on terra firme tun he made for tho 
nearost village jangle, When wo ay him jump up, we 
wont and hid ourselves as woll as wo could behind some 
babool troos. Master pigey was considerably surprised 
on sooing us, but as the nearest coyor was ab Toast 2 
mile or so away ho had not much of a chance she, how 
over, wont his best for a short distance, but being very 
fib and lusty ho was soon pumped, and not caring to be 
blown any longor ho gavo a fow jinks and exe into 
Hills who missed him ; Drummond who was following 
gotiting the spoar. Bvans gob ea good second spear 5 
bub though a vory fino bear, ho had very tittle fight in 
him and was vory slow. To was so lough Unb tho 
spoars would not go in, and aftor a good deal of prod- 
ding, Hills managod lo spoar hint in a vila part and to 
finish him, ‘This pig measured a little over 87” nnd had 
shiolds on him fike v small rhinocoros, 

This was a little satisthelory bit of work alter out 
first disnppoinkmont with the patiade, and as ib wie eloso 
on to ono o’elock a move was mao to whore we hed Jolt 
the Uiflin-boxes 5 amd whon wo got to it, wo found a 
largo crowd collected who had come, T suppose, to sue 
how tho sahébs eat; bub tho warm reeoplion thab Drum- 
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mond gave them, and tho way he shoved some of the 
more refactory ones with the lead end of his spear made 
them soon all clear out. This hada very good effect 
fur a loug time afterwards, for whonover wo used to 
havo a pig-stick the crowd used to fight shy of the tiffin- 
boxes [11 

Bob Anderson wanted to got back to Ramnugore 
with his friends for dinner, so wo proposed to beat on 
our way to that factory. The noarost cover at Sajda- 
pore is about two miles from the patiale, so we hurried 
up to it. The cover in question, though very good as 
regards the number of pigs in it, is fur too extensive to 
be beaten with satisfaction, and we rarely got good 
sport out of it, except onco when we had sixtcen elophants 
and somo two-hundred coolios, As soon as wo arrived, we 
put in tho elephants and beaters, and rode ahead in case 
anything should come out, ‘Tho mahouts shouted that 
several pigs had gone ahead ; but we could seo nothing 
barring a couplo of jackals, who quietly trotted and sat 
in the open as if interested in the performance going 
on, All of a suddon thoro was a crash close to us and 
out jumped a fino lanky-looking boar, who dashed into 
the noxL cover. We followed as well as wo could, but 
this was no easy mattor, as tho pig was going through 
thorny bushes whila wo had to go round, + For a fow 
minutos the boar managed to keep ahead till Anderson, 
having galloped by tho open, took his position in a 
narrow lane or path, and tho pig finding himself taken 
in rear and front mado for Anderson who had to make 
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a Doll of it, as tho placo jo Jud got in was #0 narrow 
that he could not turn round to meot the hour, Ander. 
gon had to go for about threo lamdrod yards or so ho- 
foro he got an oponing 3 and ho was trying lo got out, 
whon whom should ho moot but the pig, who tnd den 
vshort cub through the jinglo and was also irying to 
go through tho sume opening, Of course, (hore wasn 
collision ; bul jusb ay Anderson spearod the hear, hiy 
horse gavo a half kind of your and saved himsell trom 
boing cut, Wo wore on tho opposilo side, and did nat 
know what was going on till wo heard Bob shout for 
beloms; his own spoar had hoon carried wway by tho pig, 
When wo got round, wo found Andorson excited over 
his advonturo, nd having gob tho elephants we took up 
tho Wail of the wounded boar, Afton a short time wo 
found tho blood-stainod sponr dnb no sign of piggy, 
who must havo gono into some of tho thicker and lea 
vior jrnglo about the placo. Aftor an how's hunting 
wo had 10 givo ib up asa bad jobs and as it was gotting 
Into I saw my friends up to Gangacharos Chit whore, 
wishing them a hearty good-byo, J rotund to my own 
place. 

Evans’ horso was loft. with mo, and ib look evar two 
months for tho wound mado by the bow: to heal, und ho 
gol so timid that ho had to be givon up as a pigestichor, 


CHAPTER VII. 
«Trrxm” ann tim Boar: Ay Exormye Apverturn, 


Towaros tho beginning of September, 1887, thore was 
no work going on, and most of the country being under 
wator, Moroy, that truo sine impavide et sine integra, and 
I found timo hanging rathor dull on our hands, so we 
detormined to seo if we could not got up something in 
the pig-sticking lino, 

Early one morning wo got together a few beaters, 
that commodity being rathor scarce and expensive owing 
to all tho villagers being busy cutting their paddy and 
saving it from being submerged, 

A nico opon bit of country was reported to us ag 
boing the rendezvous of all tho pigs of the neighbour- 
hood that had been driven from their haunts by the flood, 
When we gotto tho placo wo found it, ag represented to 
us, well above the water and in capital riding order, some 
patches of gehema and scrub jungle mado the placo por- 
fecl, and in fact just the kind of country the pigs would 
make for in case of necessity. 

Considering the time of tho year wo had a delight- 
fully cool and cloudy morning, and it looked indeed as 
if that mighty huntor, the great St, Iubert, the patron 
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saint of all pig-slickors and shikarees, was going to favour 
us from above ! {1 

As L suid bofore wo eould only nustor a fow coolios ; 
but luckily for ws wo had bvo small dogs with w—vory 
small dogs indead—for Trixie,” tho tos-lorrior, was a 
weo thing that you might have put in tho pockot of your 
ovoreont 3 tho othor, “Thomas,” was a lil(lo hier; and 
these two Tittle doggies wore of moro uso to as than all 
our Aryan bipods put together, 

Wo first tried somo patches of gekema, but Uhough 
wo found Jots of Laces and old danse tho soore wero 
evidently not at homo. ILowover, to make sure, we rode 
into tho tall cops; (ho only bonolit wo got by if was to 
hayo our garments torn, our Tuts takon off, and got very 
nearly knoekod off our horas, 

Wo noxt made for soma serub jungle, and same af the 
thorny bushos wero rather heavy ; but the dogs could 
easily creep in by passagos or runs mado by the pigs 
and othor wild animals. The first twa ov threo wo triad 
we found desortod, but at tho third, a bigeor Ineh, the 
dogs gotoxcitod as if thoy had xeonted something ; but did 
not care bo goin, Lilllo “Trisiv” on sooing a4 gol hor 
courage up and gradually snoakod in and disnppenved 
in tho jungle: as soon us sho gave longue Chore was 4 
conmolion in the bush, and ont rushed on fuivsoized 
boar, Movoy, ona groy Cabulli, was soon aftor him, and 
itis ax woll ho did go, as tho horse ho was on wus far 
from boing fast, and it was only by sheor hud viding 
thal he managed to got alongside tho buar, who lad 
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got on the village cart track, Piggy very soon rosanind 
being dono out of his road by charging Morey, who gol 
aslight prod at him. The boar who evidently did not 
relish the turn mattors were taking mado for a patch of 
water ona pat of the road thal had been oub up. Tho 
mud was soft, so both Mister Pig and the horses sank in 
doep, and the situation was far from being plensants bab 
the couple more spears that Morey got mado the boar 
come out and he next made for somo mutherry ditches, 
On seeing Morey come up, piggy pulled up as if resolv- 
ed to die game, and he did die game ; for the noat spear 
he got sent him on his haunches and gradually subsiding 
he gave up tho ghost without a groan or a aquonk. 

This was not a hig boar, and must have stood 27" to 
28"; but he had plonty of fight in him. 

Encouraged at having had such a eapilal ran, for tho 
time of the yenr, wo noxt rode on Lowards n line of bushos 
right in the open. On our way we noticed thal most of 
the paddy, or dhan fields, had boon a good deal tramplod 
and eaten, and wherover thore was a lillle water or the 
mud soft the pigs had beon rolling and amusing {hom 
solves. The first bush we came to was rathor a heavy 
ono, bub after a little hosilation “Trixie” and her 
companion snoaked in, ‘This was goon followed hy 
furious barking ; for a minuie or two thore was no 
sign of anything, and thon the wholo bush shook as if 
alive and out crashed a hage hon with “Trinio” at his 
tail. The pig, who had broken on the opposite site (o 
whore wo were, was nob ab first inclined to go mway, 
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bolioving, [ suppose, that “Trixio” was his only onomy ; 
but on sooing us he turned his hond as if to heve a good 
Jook and thon trotted away. ‘Wo had to wait for tho 
spears, which wo had given to our syecs, to como up, 
who wore bohind ; as soon as wo gol theso wo wore off 
after tho boar, Tho pig on seeing us aflor him stoppod 
as if ho meant {o fight, bul changing his mind ho 
wont away in big bounds, Tle was cortainly much too 
heavy and lusty to oxert himsol much, so alter tho Arst 
burst hoe pulled up into « trol, and then turning round 
charged at fall specd, tail and bristle standing on ond. 
Morey’s Cabulli was not of much uso, as whonover ho 
saw tho boar coming at him ho swerved away, Tho pig, 
who was a vory tongh customer, did not seom to mind 
tho spears much, and it is a wondor ho did not knock 
down the horse or cut him, as sovoral times ho was not 
only alongside but right undor the horso, Moroy was 
shouting to mo to oxchange mounts with him, but this 
was not an casy thing to do boforo an infuriated boar, 
We woro now gradually gotling noar tho village, and 
piggy, catching sight of some mulborry flolds, pnt on a 
spurl and mado straight for thom ; but just as ho was 
disapponring in one of tho ditches, Moroy managod to 
got a good spear inio him. Tho boar evidently knew his 
line of country, for while wo woro looking for him all 
ovor tho placo, we heard somo of tho villagers enll out 
that the pig had gono on thoir side. Aflor oxchanging 
mounts, Morey getting on my walor, and J on his Cabulli, 
we wont round to whero the pig was last soon, and sure 
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onough at tho bottom of a nzllah was our [riend, On 
sooing us ho gol up and took a fow paces forward and 
then with an angry grunt charged up the bank at Morey, 
who accommodatod him with the point of his spear, On 
being speared tho pig rotirad, bul it was only fora yory 
short time for ha again rushed up and again Morey sent 
him back discomfited. In this last oncountor tho boar 
must havo been fatally speared, for ho seomod to have 
had enough and crawled away among the dilchos. As 
we could nob follow we sont somo of Lho villagors to seo 
if thoy could soo anything of tho pig, and thoy vory 
soon came to whoro ho was lying: a few clods thrown 
very soon showed that his noblo spirit had fled {11 

T havo not got this boar’s moasuromont, bub ho mush 
havo boon fully 86” to 88” and had # vast nook and shoul- 
dors and a pair of magnificont tushos, though, I holiove, 
a little too curved to out freoly, and that is what must 
havo saved Morey and tho horso, 

Quito satisfied with our morning’s sport and rathor 
dono up wo turnod homowards, On our way wo cumo 
to a very oxtonsive khor ov grass fiold, and ib looked too 
tompling to lob ib go untried, Boloro entoring it Moroy 
changed mounts golting on a 18-2 pony, ‘Tho grass was 
rathor high, and in some places it came right up to tho 
mon’s shoulders, Aftor proceeding a short distance tharo 
wore shouls of somothing having gono ahoad; on riding 
up wo saw nothing till the waving of tho grass lo the 
right showed us that tho boaters wore right. We role 
on the loft of tho pig in ordor to make him broak; but 
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no, piggy would havo his own way and stuck to the grass. 
Moroy rushod him and took him al a good trot for a 
short distance, whon, objecting fo hong thus turned out 
of his domain, tho pig tuned round and camo siraight 
down on Morey bounding and grunting in fary,  Thoro 
was a crash, the spoar struck on tho tough hide of the 
shoulder and going in somo inches broke in two liko a 
reod, and in an instant Moroy’s right foot was in the pig’s 
mouth, and before he could recover his bulanco hoe was 
hurled to the ground. It was lucky for Morey that tho 
infuriated pig was a sow and not a boar, or his hunting 
days would have ended rather abruptly. Madame atior 
this little porformanco fooling, I should say, rather sick, 
retired a short distanco, keoping up a defiant attitude and 
roady to attack again; but sho evidontly had had enough, 
for, going a short distance, sho lay down, and was found 
doad by the coolies. 

Owing to tho height of tho grass Morey nover knew 
tho pig was a sow till they camo into collision, but mistook 
hor for a hoar; and it is, I think, just as woll that that 
pig belonged to the gentler sox. ‘This shows what an ins 

, farialed sow can do; and, about tho bronking of tho spoar, 
IT might as woll toll all pig-stickors, that thoy cannot he 
too careful about thom, They must take caro thet the 
bamboo shafts ho thoroughly sound, and kept moist by 
frequent applications of oil, and this application has also 
a yery good effect in keoping away somo small insects 
that bore in tho bamloos and vendor thom unsound and 
liable to snap; the spoar-hoads should be kopt bright end

sharp both edge and point, and ashoath of leather or tick 
cloth will bo found yery usoful in keoping them from

CIIAPLER VIII. 
Tinsr Quran's Birmimay Murr. 


Wants I was ab Chon, wo had about a doson Quean’s 
Birthday Meets; but I shall confino My Rominisconcos 
to tho most eventful ono only. 

A goolly numbor turnod up for the moot of the 24th 
May, 1879, Tho first to arrive was Dislrich Suporin- 
tondont of Polico Reily, who rode in in the morning 
from Dumeols, and in the evening the follawing lurnod 
up: Major Poacook, Captain Wilson, Judge Bain- 
bridgo, J. Stocks, M. Torguson, I. G. Gibson and C. 
Faulder, OS. Just as wo woro finishing dinner IL. JI, 
tho Nawab Bahadoor of Murshedabad arrived with his 
brothors, 

Tho whole camp being in tho factory compound, and 
round it, wo had a most unploasant night of i What 
with tho thonmomotor at ninoly dogroes, tho trumpoting, 
ronring and squoaking of a seoro or so of olophants, tho 
noighing, kicking and snorting of somo filly horsos, the 
shouting, swoaring and snoring—bosidos minor othor 
noises—of somo two hundred camp followors, BycOs, 
mahouts and servants mado the bost part of tho night o 
perfect pandemonium, 
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By five o’clock we woro all dronssed and ready, and 
ag soon as daylight broke, wo wound our way to tho 
patiales. Ow boating lino for the day was to consist 
of sixtoon olophants, somo two hundred coolios, and 
about tho samo number of village chowkidars, with tho 
Police Sub~Inspector at thoir head, and a yaluablo 
contingent of somo fovly stalwart Sikhs from Captain 
Wilson’s regiment. A most imposing army indood, 
and enough to strike terror in the hoarts of all tho 
porcine inhabitants of tho patiales 7/7 

As soon as a propor lino had been made, and the 
Sikhs with thoir havildars told off to koop it in ordor, 
tho advanco began amid the laumpoling of olophants, 
firing off of guns, boating of tom-loms and the shout 
and swearing of somo four hundrod boators, who in thetr 
vocabulary spared noithor the pigs thomsolvos noy any 
of their malo ov fomale ancestors | | 

Whon wo had gono about half tho distanco, pigs woro 
broaking all ovor tho place but, unfortimatoly, on tho 
villago sido, whoro it was impossible to follow thom, 
We had, howevor, soon tha sutisfietion of sooing a fino. 
looking solilary boar como out in tho opon and, going 
a short distance, ho sloppod as if rathor anxious to goo 
what was going on bohind him, A chargo of No. 9 
shot xathor startled him, and ho mado up his mind to 
clear oul and trolled away, Wo woro juat starting to 
rido him when a rogular soundor broko out, and this 
mado us pull up to lot tho fumily got woll away from 
the patiale, As soon us thoy had gono to a safo distaneo 
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tho order lo ride waa given, Wilson, Peusouk, Bains 
bridgo and mysel!, wilh a couple of the Nawabs, yohag 
aftor the first bonr, while Che verb of (he yroty werk 
aflor the soundor, 

| Wo wore not long in coming up with our solitary 
friend, who was soon blown on neeount of the heat, 
Viggy, who was ont of {omper fron the fival, (iene 
round and mado a desperate charge ab the Captain whe, 
in meoting him, broko his apeur a foot or two from the 
blado, which was loft buried in tho pig’s shoulder, 
Turning round tho pig mob tho Nawab Soodhon Sahih, 
whom ho charged, and whose horse he cub in the stifle, 
partly dislocating the round bono of the johit, and bring 
ing down horsa and rider, Mortimatoly the hour was 
nob blootl-thirsty, or it woukt havo pono hil with the 
Nawab, for aflor haying had a look at his vanyuisted 
onomy ho made for Bainbridge, ‘Cho Judge, who in 
vory short-sighted, and ono of the most absent-minded 
of mon, had his back tumod to the pig and was tanblingr 
away all over for his glasses, lo lave, 1 saypase, a proal 
look ab piggy 3 und though wo wore shouting to him (o 
gob out of bho way, ho did nob soom to hear us, Tle mncst 
hayo gob a rathor rude awakening: when he found tho 
hoar rooting ab the hovao’s hind-quurtars, and (is horas 
lashing and plunging. ‘Tho legal huninury knew, how- 
ovor, ib would not do for him to come down, so he hetd 
on liko grim doath, using his spour at dhe sume Unie 
very freoly behind him with the hope, L snppuan, of 
keeping awoy the pig, but tho only yood ho did by it 
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was spoaring his own horso though, forlunatoly, not 
badly, Tho boar, who must have beon also rathor aston- 
ished at the recoption he gel from the horse, very soon 
changed his tactics and mado a furious charge at the 
Major, who managed to geb in e good spear, and this 
was soon followed by anothor from Wilson, which sont 
tho boar on his haunches and, kooping up a dignified 
front to the last, he died as ho had lived: Sans pewr eb 
sans reproche 1/1 ‘This was a vory well-made boar and. 
had a pair of splondid tushes and stoad 34”, 

Tho rost of tho party who had gone after the soundor 
had managed to kill two bowrs out of the threo in the 
lot : Ferguson getting the first spear of the bigger one, 

‘ 82", and Gibson of the other one, 80”. 

Wo had u grilling hot morning, go iced drinks were 
vory acceptable after overy gullop. 

The lino which had halted after wo bad gone on with 
‘the pigs now reswned beating, and tho inhabitants of 
the putiale, who had got accustomed to tho row, lot the 
lino advance right up to the ond boforo thinking of 
moving. Ono of the clophants roarod and charging 
uhead drove out 2 huge boar, who, with tail and bristle 
oroct, evidently enmo out in a vory bad humour; ho 
was soon followed by atlonst anothor ton or iwelvo pigs, 
but unfortunately all sows oy youngsters, Wo lot our 
angry customer got woll away, ad he must have gone 
a quarter of a milo or so when wo began riding 
him. On seoing us he pulled up as if cagor to draw the 
sword ; but his hoart must havo fhiled him. The sight 
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of somo fiftcen or sixtcon riders, Uhundoring in a cloud 
of dust was onongh to slrike Lerror in tho heart of my 
pig. But, liko the knights of old, our prosont friend 
did not count on numbers arrayed against him, for altor 
going a short distance ho turned round, and in an in 
stant was behind the Major’s horse, whom ho ahased for 
fully fifty yards, Peacock going his bost, and tho hour 
following in long bounds. Piggy, finding himsoll’ oul 
paced, sullonly gavo up tho cheso and took up his 
position in a slight hollow there was. ‘The boar boing 
perfectly fresh wo devised what wo thought would ho 
the bost means to kill him without injury to our horaos-— 
by charging ono by one in bun, Tho first to deliver 
his spear was Wilson, ond ho was soon followod by 
Forguson, Roily and somo othors, tho how wbvaya 
mecting ovory ono half-way, and novor lrying lo shy off, 
and fighting to tho last ho died without » grown. his 
was a magnificent boar and stoot n lille over 86”, and 
was one of what you might call tho fighting Jae, 

By the timo wo had got back tho olephants and 
beators had moved on to the other patiales As il was 
golting late, and yory warm, wo mado the lino hurry 
up, and taking our position in tho cool shade of xome 
troos awnilod tho result of events, Aboyo all tho din 
could distinctly bo heard tho military-liko commands af 
tho Sikhs, who woro trying to koop the lino in order, 
A couplo of shots from one of the howdahs warned ws bo 
bo proparod, and wo had nob long to wail, when tho 
waving of a pico of cloth hy ono of tho mahouts told 
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us pigs had brokon in the open. From where we were 
wo could not see anything at firsh on account of the 
patiale intervening between us, But very soon a long 
lino of pigs made thoir appearance, a big sow leading 
and a gaunt-looking old boar bringing up tho tail. Wo 
counted al least Lwonty to twenty-Lwo pigs of all sizos and 
shapes but, barring the old gentleman bringing up the 
ronr-guard, there was only one other good boar among tho 
lot, the rest being sows and squonkers. ‘Tho sun boing 
very hot the pigs wore not inclined to go away across 
tho dry-looking country leaving behind thoir cool and 
shady sholtor in the patiale ; but as tho noiso and shouts 
inoreased the whole lot trotted away, evidently mak- 
ing for the O31 whero thore was a little wator still left ; 
wo let thom go a good distance in caso they should 
got back. ‘The country was liko a billiard-tablo, the 
wholo place being sown down in paddy and, barring a 
fow bits of fallow-Jand hore and there, which had been 
honycombed and undermined by crabs, the rest of the 
riding was simply porfoct. 

The pigs having gono to a sale distanco wo wore soon 
aftor them, They all stuck together at first, but heing 
pressed thoy scattored. Most of tho party going aftor 
the gaunt-looking boar, and the Nawabs and Faulder 
after the othor one. Tho pig wo wero after was cer- 
tainly one of the fastest I have ever come across, and for 
somotimo outpaced most of us, and secing some heavy 
junglo ahoad ho put on a spurt, and it was only by hard 
riding that orguson managed to got alongside and get 
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his sponr in, just. as tho pig was disappearing ina honvy 
bush. On seoing tho pig enter the village junglo, a 
couplo of olephants had come up, and wo were nob 
long in coming up with piggy. A dexortol-looking 
old tank, with a big iamarind treo on ils bank, with 
heavy junglo round il, had heen the resort und refuge 
of many a boar that had boon viddon from the patéales 
so wo know whero to look for our Iriond. Wo camo 
upon him dead beat, and in fact so much so that we hud 
to polish him off on foot. ‘This was a rather thin and 
gaunt-looking pig, and evidently not very young, his 
tushos being worn out and ho measured about 88”, 

Tho Nawabs, who had gono with tho other and 
smallor bon, had killed it alfor some troublo as, after 
boing speared, ho had taken relugo in a house. TL UL, 
tho Nawab Bahadoor, on a grand-looking grey walor--- 
“Tho Viceroy ”’—getling firs spear. 

It was now past oleven o'clock, rathor lato to be out 
for May, so wo wore very plad Lo got in and havo a feod 
of mangoos and somo icod drinks, A, gardon pump or 
rathor, I should say, an over pump, was vory useful for 
thoso who wanted to have a showor bath, and ié was 
indeed a sight to soo tho favo of that lad pugree wallak 
of a policoman pumping away at his boss, who hid 
seurcoly ag much garments on him ag our first filhor{! 

Whilo discussing tiffin, Reily told us that coming 
from Dumeolo that morning, end riding along with 
Lang, the villagers had como up to them and told them 
that a buffalo bull bad gono mud and taken up his 
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residence undar a big tree in some indigo lands, and 
that no one could go near the place, and ha (Reily) 
proposed that we should go and have a shy at him; but 
‘the distance boing rather too far, we had to give up the 
idea, But by a vory strange coincidence, ag the sequel 
will show, wo had ourselves thal very same ovening a 
little bit of an oxciting adventure with another mad 
Infilo. 

As it was no good going out beforo half-past threo or 
four o'clock, most of us turned in in our sleeping suits 
and wont in for a mid-day siesta, 

Our programme for the aftornoon was to bent another 
patiale thero was at the back of the Choa villago, with 
a largo jungly-looking tank alongside it, 

Boforo turning in for our afternoon nap, we gave 
instructions for tho elephants, beaters, spare horses and 
all the other paraphernalia of shékar to bo on the ground 
by three o’clock. Long before that hour, ono or two of 
the moro enthusiastic ones wore up and moving about, 
and this soon woke up tho rest of the follows, who got up 
amid much cursing and swoaring. A cup of tea as an 
eye-opener followed by an ico pog as 2 rovivor, soon pub 
everyone into good mood. By the time wo had got into 
our boots and brooches ib was closo upon four o’olock, 
so there was not much timo to lose. Gelling on our 
horses and cantoring to tho place, we found overyihing 
as we had ordored, bul wore rather down in the mouth 
on hearing that an enormous boar had broken and gono 
into the village—a knowing old customer, I suppose, 
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who, having sniffed the horsos and olophants, and having 
had a look round tho cornor, mado Lacks for safor hnunts, 
There was no uso in crying over spill milk, so a propor 
Tine having becn mado wo rodo off to our different 


positions. ‘ 
Aftor a short time wo wore rathor astonished (o seo 


that the line did nof advance, (hough wo could see the 
mahouts gesticulating and voviforating and, though (hora 
was & good deal of noise going on, Htill tho lino did not 
move, To seo what was tho mitor somo of us wont sound, 
and it is as well wo did go, or our allornoon progrmumme 
would perhaps havo had a rather tragic ending | 

The four hundred or so coolios and chowkidars, groatly 
rosonting tho rough and summary tredment and hand- 
ling of tho Sikhs, had turned round and fakon up a very 
dofiant attitude ; most of the coolios hcl alieks and the 
chowkidars Unoir small spears, while the doscondants of 
tho Khalsas, who wore quilo rondy for the tray, wore 
mostly armod with oudgels, and a fow had dengees or 
double-edged axes ; quito enough to have turned the 
peaceful pig-sticking ground into a bloody batllo-field | 
Thanks, however, to the services of tho District Supor- 
intondent of Polivo and the dudgo on one side, and dhe 
Major end Captain on tho other, wll parties were soon 
pacified, nnd a now lino haying boon mado wo rede olf 
to our allotlad positions, 

Two parties woro mado as to riding the pigs, bub as 
old Roily was loft-handod, his right arm being cripplod 
from a wound ho gol while leading his men in ono of 
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the Lushai expeditions, ho was to haye a pig all to him- 
self. As the line advaneed wo could seo sovoral pigs 
come out of the patiale and snenk into tho jungle round 
the old tank, All of a sudden a fino grey-looking boar 
appeared at tho edge of the puatiale, looking rathor 
anxiously behind at tho noise going on, when off went 
one of tho guns and away goos tho boar, ovidontly 
making for Gozncepore villago, As wo were hiddon 
behind troos ho could not gee us, and ho was goon [ol- 
lowed by another boar, a rathor smallish one, just the 
thing for Reily’s left hand, As soon as wo saw tho pigs 
woro at a safe distance, the order to ride was given ; of 
courso most of us going after the big boar, leaving 
Reily, Fauldor and a couplo of the Nawabs to follow 
the smaller ono. 

Our groy-looking friond was far from boing frst, and 
was too fab and lusty to fight well and, strango to add, 
was also wanting in the pluck of his kind. On seeing 
us gotting near he turned round and merely stood wait- 
ing, and when Wilson hit him over the forchead he 
merely shook his grizzly heal, but though nol active he 
tried by overy means to avoid tho encounter and, finally, 
as ho lay down to dio, it was with long drawn groans, 
This was an immonso boar of groal sizo and beauty, bul 
showed no fight or pluck and was ousily killed, THo 
stood ovor 87” and had on him a coating of mud nearly 
a quarter of an inch thick, 

As wo wore riding back we mol Reily, ho was boam- 
ing all ovor, and was accompanied by a score or so of 
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chow’ dars, half-a-dozen consiablos, and tho Mahtomedan 
Sub.-Inspactor of Polica on a tat, Io told us ho jad 
speared tho boar, which had gono ond uid down ino 
bush, and was now going with reinforcoments to produce 
the body. Roily asked some of us to accompany him 
and, as the placo was not fir, wo glully wont, Tho 
place where the pig had disuppeared aftor boing speared 
was ono of thoso mango gardens or Lopos you gonerally 
find yound villages with a lot of undorgrowth, nol a 
nice placo to rido in, so wo proforred Lo lot tho Sub 
Inspector and his rotinue go in. 

As misfortuno would hayo il, an old sow had hor cough 
in tho placo, and tho Sub.-Lnspoclor from his vantayo 
position soon catight sight, of hor ; of courso, ho mistook 
the Missus for Reily’s dolunct pig, and mado o rush 
forward, shouling to tho chowkidars and othors to follow. 
Tho denoudment thot ensued bullos all doseription, Aw 
we were outside, we could nob vory woll soo whab had 
happened, or what was going on, for ehowkidars and 
policomen wore flying in all directions, somo Wying lo 
climb treos, but most of thom making for tho opon, and 
in the midst of all this appeared to our astonished paso 
the Sub-Inspoctor, Wrevelling in what T should say way 
a most wondorfal and unoarthly way. Tis pony seomeact 
to he going on its front logs only, tho hind-quartors 
hoing high in the air, and tho Sub-Tnspoctor, who was 
holding on like grim donth with his logs claspod round 
his chargor, was gosticulating, yolling and Inshing: 
bohind with a small slick. dust thon this wondorfut 
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apparition got in a bit of clearing, and then wo saw that 
the pony was being propelled from behind by an in- 
furinted old sow who had got her herd, botwoen the tat’s 
two hind legs. On seeing us hor ladyship retired and 
wont back in the jungle leaving the Sub.-Inspoctor in a 
slate of mind difficult to doscribe. According to him, 


tho encountor ho had was with an enormous boar as - 


high as his pony, and on no consideration whatever, even 
of degradation, would he venture again in the junglo. 
Strange to say tho pony had nob a soratch on it, and the 
Sub,-Inspeclor was, I should say, a good doal astonished 
at tho merriment his fearful advonture caused us. 

Luckily for all concerned, Roily’s dead pig was found 
by somo of the chowkidars who had gone at the back of 
tho Lope, and as wo rode away, we blossed tho old sow 
for the treatment sho had given 4o that policeman, who, 
after his little performanco, must have looked very small 
in the oyes of his myrmidons {11 

Riding back to the cover wo saw several pigs coming 
towards us, and as they passod us wa saw one was a very 
fnir-sizod boar, We woro off at onco aftor lim; but 
piggy, having had a rathor long start from the patiale, 
had a good chanco of gotling away, A vory exciting 
chago now onsued, tho boar nob only going his best, but 
jinking a good deal and throwing us out considorably, 
ab ono timo wo thought wo wero going to lose him, but 
Ferguson riding ahoad stopped his road. The pig, see- 
ing the way to his goal cut off, slackened speed and 
then went down liko a steam-engine at Ferguson who 
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gota good sponr, but as ho whovled round the spear was 
torn from his grasp. Instead of trying to make lor the 
covor tho pig tuned round and charger desxporalely, 
culling is Wighness’s horse and nearly knocking over 
Wilson’s horse, whogo stirrnp ho carried wway in his 
tushes, and ab lasl, covoroll wilh wounds, ho sunk with~ 
outa groan, It may bo hove mentioned that bears seldom 
uéter groans whon dying, dospising all signs of weakress, 
This last rido had mado us considerably thirsty, so wo 
mado our way to « big treo at tho odo of tho tank, 
where tho liquor-boxes were. Most of us had dismounted 
but the old Judge preferred imbibing on horsohack ; 
ho got a glass of gin-lonic, and the twinkle in his eyes 
showed that ho was going to enjoy it whon, all of a 
sudden, thora wore shouls of a mad buffalo charging. 
T belive it was Gibson who gave tho firsh alum. Tho 
big Judgo on tho big horse, was the first lo draw tho 
buffalo’s attention, and as he charged Bainbridge did not 
wait to look for his glasses ov finish his pog, bub drops 
ping his gin-tonic ho soon clearod out. ho buffalo, a 
yory gaunt-looking spovimon, was porloelly mad, for, 
charging and eloaring us all round, ho noxt mule for 
tho elephants, A magnificont Luskor was brought ap to 
moet him, and tho buffalo wont for him golting jis hows 
on both sides of tho trunk, bub Uke dadhee was quile 
propared for him, for the bull ho gave sont the hulalo 
reeling on hig back, and this was followed hy such a 
kiok, that our mad friond did not wait for any further 
fighting, bud turnod (ail and bolted into the jungle. 
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To he on tho safe side wo removed the liquor-boxes to 
another loo farther away, whore we finished our drink 
and refreshed ourselves undisturbed. 

A dust-storm aboul this time coming up was vory 
acceptable, ag it cooled the almosphere considerably. 
Thero being no moro pigs left in the patiale except, por- 
haps, a slrny or rofraclory old boar, wo docided 10 beat 
the junglos round tho tank and ordored the elephants and 
boaters Lo come out of tho patiale, Wo dividod tho line 
now into favo, half Lo beat tho oast and the othor half the 
wost bank, but both lines to beat simultancously and 
work their way from north to south, As soon as wo 
had takon wp our positions the lino advanced, By tho 
moving and shaking of the jungle wo could soe pigs 
wore going ahead, a few of the moro boldor ones coming 
out in tho opon, and disappearing a little nearor to us. 
A big seemul or cotlon treo seemed Lo ba the placo where 
all the pigs wore making for. Both linos had now come 
up to the south bank but, barring a couple of sows that 
had camo out and gono in the village, nothing further 
had brokon, ‘To the heavy covor round tho scemul treo 
hoth lines now converged, Tho jungle wes vory thick, 
80 Progress was slow, most of Lho heaters had to romain 
oulside, ‘The clophanis advanced slowly, using their 
heads and trunks to crush in and tear up tho mountains 
of obstaclos—bang, bang, goos off 2 couplo of shols, the 
shouling and yolling inerorsos—Celo/ gelo! jatahai, 
Jatahai! Gono! gono! and away go a score or 80 of 
pigs, half unforlamalely breaking back in tho village,

Wo allowed the pigs to got woll away, and as thoy woul 

n Indian file wo sew that Lhore wore ab least Uiree boar 
among tho Jot, and instead of making tor tho houvy 
cavers of Gomuopors, they wonk awry (owerds distant 
Sajdaporo, tho increasing gloom omboldoning thom, ‘Lhe 
piga must have gona about hall a mila before we bean 
riding thom ; on sooing us thoy all stood eluslorad 
togathor, but ono of the moro knowing onos, avery Lair. 
sized boar, broke back and muda for the village, and 
though Peacock, Gibson and somo of tho Nawabs wont 
after it they could nover como on Lorms with him, 

There wore still lwo boars in front af us, and wo had 
a grand gallop in the now cool ovoning. Aflor a vouplo 
of milos of going on rathor rough ground, wo picked 
up the two boars, Wilson gelling the Real apear af an, 
and the Sultan Sahob tho other, Both those pigs fought 
woll and were killed in tho fast approaching diurknoss, 
Té was, by this, time to make our way to tha faotary 3 
so loaving the clephants, boaters and othors to find their 
own way wo took tho shortest cut home 3 but wo had 
not finished yat with our chaplor ol advanturas, Riding 
through tho village domo of the inhabitants euma up to 
us to toll us that a couple of mon had been wounded 
by a pig; we wondored how this coukd have happend, 
as wo lob no wound hours go nwny. 

Howovor, from enquiries, we found that this is what 
had happoned, I would appear thal the lest hear that, 
had broken back to tho village was making straight for 
some safer or favourilo haunts; whon going through he 
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camo upon threo Mahomedans who woro saying their 
evoning prayors. Their ovolutions as thoy knell, bent, 
&e., must have boon taken for offensive demonstrations by 
Mister Pig, who in an inslant was among the followers 
of the Prophot, and ho must havo taken thom by sur- 
prise as both tho mon wero cut up about tho face, and 
also, according to what tho victims rolated, thoy wore 
bont low praying, whon with a loud hoof! hoof! the 
boar was among thom and knocking over two of thom 
went his way. The wounds were not much, but the 
idoa of being knockod over by a soor, while praying 
to Allah, was something unusual and unheard of | 

Wo wero rathor surprised whon wo got home to find 
that tho Sikhs had appropriated threo of tho fattest and 
biggest pigs, Most of us thought Sikhs wero strict 
Lindoos, espocially so, as wo had hoard them sevoral 
times dwring tho day call oul Ram/ Ram/ bul. it ap- 
pearod that, according to the Sikh or Kalsa roligion, all 
gamo mo allowable, and wild hogs aro included by thom 
in tho cutogory of gama, 

Barring tho fow rather amusing advontures related 
above, we had a most enjoyable day for May, and every- 
thing passod off Lo our cntiro satishietion. Tleven pigs 
was nob a bad day’s sport considering tho timo of tho 
yoar, and ib was in good mood that wo drank the health 
of the Queen of Englund,

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OMAPTER IX, 
Turme Days’ Ovrine-—-Onz or tim Goon Onn Kinp, 


Somnrutn towards tho ond of Fobruary, 1885, I got 
a lottor from Archie Hills from Sonaticroc, saying he 
was coming ovor with Jim.Henderson to do some hog- 
hunting and try that new part of the country lying 
botweon ILurriarparn and the Naranpore Ghiit, and as 
they moant to bo out for two or throe days to chose a 
placo whore tho tonis wore to be put up, and to meet 
thom carly noxt dry, 

I wrote whero the oncampmont was to be, and rode 
ont next morning a mile or so boyond the Hurriarpara 
village. After wailing for a couplo of hours I caught 
sight of Ilills and Ienderson in tho distanco, and un 
hour Inter we mel, 

Tho first part of tho country wo wont over was what, 
you might call an old mulborry or mulborry cultivation 
country full of yawning ditches, and botler adapted for 
steoplo-chasing on « big scalo than pig-sticking. The 
covor, too, was vory unsatisfactory, for wherever the 
grass was heavy nullahs wore plentiful, so tho first 
two or throo pigs got away unridden. Giving il up as 
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a bad job we made for ow enenmpmont, (ho fonts noing 
pitched outside the Jumsipore village alongside a hig 
bil, and on our way wo decided to hunt up all the likely 
bits of cover, 

Outside tho Raiporo village thoro is a small khed 
running parallel to it, and wo soon found onrselyes on 
the banks of it, Aftor some trouble, the place being 
rather soft and maddy, 9 ys spor Jord was found, Giving 
ordors for tho olephants, spare horses and lollowors to 
go straight to the tonls wo went oursolvos across wilh 
a few beaters, Ag luck would have it where wa crossed 
there was a rathor nico paich of whont, and wo had not 
gono far in it when our oyis caught sight of a huge 
bansa right in the middlo of il, and from the size of it 
it was ovident thore woro moro Un ono occupant, md 
wo wore not mistakon in our conclusion, With tho 
first volley of clods the place shook as if alive, and out 
jumped a couple of pigs, ono a sow and tha ofhor a bony 
—n perfect monstor, As pigs had novor hefore been 
ridden in those paris—at Tenst not lo my knowledge -- 
the ones we put up now did not know oxactly whut to 
make of tho sight before thom. Tho sow, however, having 
mada up hor mind to clear oul, sho was soon followed 
hy her mate; bub hoth going in different divoetions, 
Not knowing the country very well ourselves we wore 
in no hurry lo rido the pigs; but, dhe boar having lnken 
what appeared at firsh to bo an open part of the country, 
we woro soon afler him; but, aley! We had not, pone 
{ar when piggy disappeared all of a suddon bofure ws, 
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and tho noxt moment wo found onrselyos in a perfect 
labyrinth of yawning ditches, So deep and wide wore 
they that, riding parallel and not within fifty yards, we 
could nol sco each other. Of courso, wo thought it was 
all up with the boar, but having just managed to catch 
sight of him as ho was gotling into somo junglo near 
the village, wo mado our way towards the place with 
the forlorn hope of his having gol on to somo open 
country beyond. Afior a good deal of twisting and 
iurning and coming down and going up, wo found our- 
solves closo to tho junglo where we had last seen tho 
boar on the very skirt of the village, None of tho 
villagers could say anything about tho pig, as they had 
nol oven seon him, As a last chanco, Hills and I gallop- 
od through the villago with the hopo that ho had gono 
through, but on golting on tho othor side, we saw not 
only no signs of the pig, but found again that awful 
mulberry country: so disgusted and in despair we turned 
back, and while Iills rode back through the villago 
admiring Nature, I rode off to sce what had become 
of IIendorson, whom we had lost among the ditches, 
After a good doal of riding and knocking, about I 
caught sight of him, a moro speck on tho horizon, going 
alongside the d2, and I could also sce that there was 
a black-looking object who came rushing at him out of 
tho water. Aflor a short time Tfenderson alono was 
visiblo, and the black object, which was evidently a pig, 
had disnpponred. I rede across to seo what had hap- 
pened, and Tenderson on seeing me came up lowards 
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me, and I had then tho satisfaction of lowing the 
monstor wo wore alter had beon killed. It would appour 
thai, aftor losing tho boar, Henderson, who had gone a 
short cut across tho village but in anothor direction Lo 
what wo had taken, had caught sight of him goin quially 
along tho bid and, by riding judiciously, had tnken tho 
pig by surprise. On sooing JTonderson, tho hour did 
nol ivy to got away, for, aflor going w shork distance, 
he turned round and camo down a splondid charge, 
and Ilendorgon, who was mounted on a vory slumel 
bay walor gelding, “Sonatiorco,” mot him half way, 
and sont his spear through. Piggy aflor being speur- 
ed wont back 40 the wator and lay down never lo 
riso again. Aflor a short time we mot old Hills, who 
could scarcely believe the boar wo wero aflor had heen 
killed ; but once tho acl of habeas corms had hoon por- 
formed, and tho body of tho decoased pig duly produced, 
all doubts disappeared. Archie swore that it was the 
finest and biggest bear he had soon for a lony while, 
and rominded him of some of those of the good, old 
kind thoy usod to gob in the old days on the ehores af 
tho Ganges, al Tantihonda, Mangipara, and Doolohoroe, 
A grand hoad with splondid tushos, vast shouldora with 
seareoly any neck, and very narrow flanks wilh aw small 
clean tnil comploled tho piglare of this bour, who stool 
exactly 89”, 

We wero quite salisfed with our morning gport, so 
made for the encampmont, On our way wo tried some 
more wheal, but put up only sows and dutehas, 
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IIaving some work at home I left shortly after tiffin, 
promising to como out and hunt again next morning. 
Malcolm had come in on his way in from Berhampore 
during my ebsence, and he agreed to accompany mo. 
Early iu tho morning we left for Photaipore whero I 
had promised to meet ITills and Ilendorson. When we 
got to tho river Bhoirup, near Dhorompove, wo met 
Hills’ mare Juliot being led and going very lame. On 
getting nearer we saw that she had a very nasty cut in 
the chest, and were not long in coming up with Hills and 
Henderson themsolves, and heard that they had already 
killed a very fine boar who had cut the mare. Jt was 
rather strange how this was done. The boar, it would 
appear, had only one vory long and thin lower tusk, 
with which he could rip, and he knew this well, for 
when Iills got closo on to him and about to spear him, 
he rushed across in front of the mare and came charging 
on the near side, The consequence was that Lis was 
taken quite unaware, and before he could wheel round 
tho boar gol in, and with his solitary long tusk gave 
a very deep and ugly cut in tho maro’s chest. Good 
old Juliot had a very narrow shave, as the wind, I 
suppose, getting in by the wound mado hor swell ont 
to an immense size; but with good caro and nuwsing 
sho quite recovered in a couple of months. 

After our meeting we tried somo more wheat, but 
there was, perhaps, a little 100 much of it and it required 
a good deal of beating and knocking about before we 
starled a rather small-looking pig, a vory fast littlo boar, 
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who took us a spin of a couple of miles belore wa 
could como on Lorms with him. Malcolm, on an old 
walor move, MeLean’s mave as sho way called, getting 
first spent, Aflor being spearod tho pig look sheltor 
in an old pan or belo garden; luckily Uhere was a 
small bit of cloaring whon, in trying lo got across, 
Hondorson gavo him a good spear (hat sont him rolling 
on his back. ‘This was a small pig, ws ho stood only 28", 
but was remarkably fast. 

Wo noxt tried our luck in somo patehes of prass 
and soon pub up a good-sized lunky-looking boar, who 
gave us a short run and then! chargod ILonderson who 
gol tho first spour, This pig showod plonly of fight, and 
was what you might calla jumping pig, bub luckily he 
did not do any damage. Ilo stood a little over 88” and 
was, vory thin and mangy-looking, As it was now polling 
now rathor Jato, wo mao fora chump of treo, where 
after a smack and v drink, Tilly and Jtendorson loft for 
the fonts, and wo (Muleolm and I) mado our way back 
to the factory. 

Maleolm hal to gob back to his own placo, so J rode 
oul alone noxt morning to moot Tills and [londerson 
and show thom a good day's sport. f mot thom not fu 
from the Dhoromporo villayo, and though wo fired some 
vory likely wheat and grass, we suw no pigs, thongh 
thore wore plenty of siyns of them tho villagers, who 
had beon out before us, had ovidently drivon mway nll the 
pigs from their crops. Disappointed, we mado our way 
to the new putiale as a pidce de résistunee, On our why 
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wo had to pass closo to a favourite quail-ground, so 
dismounting we took ow guns and had an hour’s very 
pretty shooting, our united bag coming to cighteon and 
a half braco quails, four couple snipo, and throo hares. 
Ly the time wo had dyno with the shooting wo found 
ourselyos closo to the now patiale, so mounting our 
horses, again, wo rode off and took our position under a 
couplo of big mango trees and ordered tho olephants and 
beaters to move into the patiale, Tho throe elephants 
and fifty coolies goon begun to roar, shout and yell, and 
vory soon a small boar’ broke and made for Chainpara 
village, This was a remarkably fast pig and took us 
ata rattling pace for over a milo, TJondorson coming 
up first secured the spear; but got his horse rather 
badly out in the stifle; tho boar though small fought 
vory pluckily and required threo or four good spears 
hefore giving in and going down on his haunches, 
Going back to the patiale, we had scarcely taken owr 
position, when out broko a regular sounder, and as they 
enmo out quite closo to us we could sve that there was 
a splendid boar among thom. A herd of tamo buff 
loes throw us out ‘considerably, and the pigs wore well 
on their way to the oll patiale bolore wo picked thom 
up. The boar, who was vory Insty, was soon pumped, 
and ITills managed to get the first spear without much 
difficulty ; bub though a splendid boar, with as fine a 
pair of tushes as you could wish to see, he showed no 
fight, and required a lot of prodding before rolling over. 
Henderson was mounted on a new walor maro of Hills’ 
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who would not go within ton yards of the pig, and 
it was, indeed, a sight (o seo the lowering rage dim was 
int}! 

This boar, as I said hofore, had a splondid head—n head 
that now adorns old MoLoan’s hall ab home, and on 
whose oll maro Arehy had secured tho first spear, ‘This 
brought the three days’ camping: to an ond, and the 
sport we got was, on tho whole, very sntistietory, 
After lunch Hills and Tlenderson loft for Patkubaree 
woll ploased with their throo days’ outing, 


CHAPTER X. 
Wurar axp Cror-Huytna. 


From about the beginning of February to the first. 
week in March is, I bolievo, the best time for hog-hunt- 
ing in whont and other cold weather crops. Most of the 
grass and othor jungle in the open being then either cut 
or burnt, pigs naturally all take to the next available 
cover, which aro crops. 

Nothing can be moro exciting and exhilarating than 
to sce a long lino of beaters and coolies with a few 
riders between, making their way slowly and in silence 
through the tall crops, expecting every moment to hear 
tho well-known hoof! hoof! and seo the broad, groy 
back go erashing through the yollow-looking corn, In 
my idea pig-sticking cither in grass or crops is the por- 
fection of hog-hunting. 1 is true you havo sometimes 
to ride for miles without your seoing anything, but 
there is always the expectation of your seoing some- 
thing, and there is vory often also the plensure of your 
finding yourself riding along with a pleasant compan- 
ion or perhaps a grizzly, old voloran, who will toll you 
of many an exciting and thrilling adventure, he has 
had with tho mighty boar, but retournous & nos moutons. 
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Iaving hoard of somo goal Ahuhiney T wrote THs 
about it, and a fow days Intor [ gol a nolo trom him sny- 
ing that ho would bo ovor with a couplo of friends next. 
morning, and to moet Urem early ub Bhole Gha. 

On my golling thoro, 1 found the party had avrived 
on tho opposilo bank of the river, and after tho preli-« 
minaries of gotling across wore over, wo mado for tho 
nearost whont, I forgot to montion that besides Hills, 
tho party consisted of Lawrio, Johnstone und Mrank 
Joynson. 

Wo had not gono far whon a boar was seon going 
across tho opon, and wore soon after him, and aftor a 
vathor long and oxciling rido [ills seeurol tho first 
spear, It was, I believe, tho first time that doynson 
had beon after a pig, and the way ho brandishodt bis 
spear ovor his head showed thi ho monnt to have a 
shy ns soon as he got within slriking distimea, Iut ho 
was soon reminded by old Archie that such proceodings, 
as tho shying of sponrs, was generally followed by suu- 
mary and condign punishment, Of course, this mado 
Frank more caroful for the fulure, ‘The bow alter 
being speared rotired among somo bubaal tveos whore, 
with his back to a bush, he took up oe very defiant 
altitude, and il was only whon ho sew the elephants 
coming that ho thought of clearing out. ‘Tho first to 
moot him was Joynson on Comol, who sent his Kpeur 
clean through, rather astonishing poor piggy. ‘his 
was a rathor good boar, vory heavily Imilt and stood 
35”. lohnstono’s horse, alo Night, would nob look ut 
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the pig, and did all ho could to land Lawrio on top 
of the soor, but got, I believe, the worst of the bar- 
gain. 

We had just killed our first pig when a slight drizzle 
set in, this was rather unpleasant, for besides wetting 
us ib made the ground very slippory, so wo mado for 
the nearest treo, a very leafy and venerablo-looking 
bot troo (firus indicus.) 

While wailing for tho rain to clear out, wo discussed 
the cold saddle of mutton and Pilsener beor Hills had 
very thoughifully sont out. By by the time our slight 
repast was over, Father Sol mado his exit, so woe wore 
soon remounied and on our way to Sricpore, round 
about where thore was said io bo somo very hoavy 
wheat, When wo got to the ground we found any 
amount of crops, but, a couple of hours’ rido through 
thom proved blank, so rather disgusted, we mado our 
way towards the factory. Wo had gono on ow way 
for about a milo or so whon out of somo old mulborry 
ditches out jumpod a very good-sized boar with all his 
bristles up and ovidontly in vory bad humour, IIo had 
not gone far when ho tuned round on Jolinstono, who 
was nearest to him and who got a very good spoar, 
This pig would have showed good fight as he was quile 
frash and seomed very savage; bub Johnstone's first 
spear made him feol vory sick, and he tried to keep 
up a very unoqual combat, till covered with wounds he 
quietly sank down. This pig moasured 85” and had a 
thick crop of bristle and a very good heud. 


TOL REMINISONNONS OF VIG-STTORING, 


Wo noxt viled a rathor oxtonsivo ploca of dere 
which was on our way to tho factory. A nico liltls 
boar breaking took us aé a good pees, dohnstona 
eventually gotling tho first spear, doynson’s  stocd, 
objecting to make too closo an acquaintance with tho 
pig, triod somo acrobatic fonts which lundod his rider on 
what, I should call, was his sont of honor! This small 
boar, aflor boing spearod, did all ho could (o avoid uny 
furthor fighting and had lo bo ignominously polished 
off on foot in a bush whore ho had takon sholtor aller 
being speared. Boing now rathor late in the day wo 
decided to make straight for tho factory, so leaving 
instructions to tho heaters, spare horses and athevs lo 
follow, wo cantored in quilo proparod for wu dub and 
lunch, 

Old Archy did not care to go oub again in tho atlor- 
noon so I took oub my fia younger guests lo seo if 
wo could not stir up somothing, L must say we were 
in luck. Aftor knocking about for a short limo, mostly 
through crops, we camo toa small patch of vory brosh- 
looking groon wheat just alongside a carb track ya gap 
in tho contro of it looked rather suspicions, so] eal my 
frionds’ altontion to il, As the whoat was not high wo 
could plainly seo something black in the centre of the 
gop, and very soon the hoad.and shoulders of a pig 
wore discornible, Up wont tho bristles and out ehurgedt 
a splendid boar going the way he wanted and seattor= 
ing overy ono right and Jolt, ‘Tho sim was rathor 
down on the horizon so piggy, instead of making for 
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the patiale thought it was his usual time to come 
out, mado sivaighi for the open. He was not a fast 
pig and was soon pumped. Johnslone on his pony got~ 
ting first spear, aller which we had soma trouble in 
finishing him off as all the horses took to shying. Aftor 
a good doal of coaxing and dodging Johnstone managed 
to gob in a good spear, and the pig had just. cnongh 
life left in him to wall and go and lay down in a poal 
of walor, but this was his last effort for he soon rolled 
ovor on hig sido and succumbed after a fow convulsive 
kicks. This was a rathor gootl boar, vory well-made 
and stood 85”, It was lucky finding this pig in so small 
a patch of wheat and so near a cari track, ovidently 
tho cloudy and rainy woather wo had in tho forenoon had 
omboldenod him, and ho lay down in tho first cover ho 
nme across. 

Hills was dolighted, as ho said, at tho youngstors got- 
ting a boar all to themselves. 

Noxt day wo were up very early, and must say, wo 
had a most disappointing day of it. Wo tried somo 
now country about five miles north of the factory, and 
though wo rodo through milos of wheat wo did not see 
a single pig, though wo camo soross plenty of signs 
of thom. I ean only ascribe tho result of our failure 
lo tho dry state tho country was in: all tho dls and 
wator-holes about tho place being dry, tho pigs had 
shifted to some more favourite ground where water was 
moro plontiful. By four o’clock in the afternoon wo 
found oursclyos back at the factory, very dusty and 
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tired, tho usual effect of a blank day, and we roquived, 
indeod, Bollingor 40 revive our drooping spirits UH! 

Tlaving to go to soma new country across (he hig 
river Bhoirup, wo turned in carly and aflor a single 
rubber, Barly noxt morning sew us on tho move after 
a substantial chota hazree of bacon and oges and hot 
coffee. TL was searcoly yol day-light when we gol lo 
tho river, bué tho crossing of a dozen or go of horses, 
beutors and olephanis acvoss a broad slream Inkos somo. 
time, and it was past eight o’clock hofora wo ull fod 
ourselves on the loft bank of the Bhoirup, 

The cover to beat consisted mostly of whadl with 
patches of aeree and a little vommant of grass among 
the Jabool troas, the country, though naw in a sansa, 
was about a couple of miles or so north of that woll- 
known old proservo ab Goreehporo, Close te whore wo 
had crossed was a rathor oxtensive field of aeree, and 
the noise made hy the olophants soon slartod a couple of 
pigs—one a good-sized bow, We wore soon after 
him and ho mado straight for the Goreehpore bil, hut 
Hills having headed him, lie barned buck, and after a 
very close and oxeiting rido bolweon Arehio und dolns 
stono, Lhe formor secured the spear, dolmstane drew 
blood first, but was disallowed the speu owing to his 
having ridden fon] and speared the pig on tho near side, 
This was not a big boar hut very game, and slood 
31’, 

Returning to where we had loft tho olephints and. 
heaters wo noxt movod lowards a very Jikely-looking 
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splaco—a thick clump of dabool trees with a little grass 

in it, “Owing to the amount of thorns about wo had to 
do most of the beating ourselves, as the coolies could 
not very well go in with their baro feet. Pigs had been 
lying in all directions, and wo wore in momentary 
expectation of seeing somothing, and we had not long 
to wail, With angry grunts out rushed a boar—very 
angry, T should say, at boing so rudely and suddonly 
disturbed out of his morning snooze! Owing to the 
thicknoss or rather closonoss of the trees we wore taken 
al a little disadvantage, and by tho time we could 
extricate owrselvos from our position piggy was fairly 
on his way to some distant cover. ‘Tho going at first 
was all that could bo wished for, so aftor a grand gallop 
wo picked up the boar, who, on seeing himself pressed, 
turned round and made for some very hoayy-looking 
aeree, ‘The ground he took us over now was vory rough 
and the going far from easy ; bul Joynson, who rode 
like a demon, rogardless of hedges and ditches, soon came 
up with the pig and got a vory good first spear—and a 
woll-dosorved spear—, Going ronnd threo or four times 
tho boar foll over dead, Ile was a vory woll-mado pig, 
with a good head, and measured 82.” 

Té was now past twolve o’clock so wo thought it time 
to think of tho innor man, A big cotton or seemud tree 
(Bombaa malabaricus), in full blossom, with its brilliant 
scarlot flowers, not being fur of we adjourned to it. Cold 
saldlo of mutton, surloin of beef and salad and a desert 
of cheese and celery, washed down with iced champagne 
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aup, is by itsolf worth e good day’s outing. Mea eulpa 
sed @ manima canst. 

By two o’clouk wo were romountod and ready to 
ronow tho fray. An oxtonsive pioco off dere was Lho first 
placo wo mado for and had nol Jong lo wail whon the 
shouting and yolling of soar] soor! told us pigs wore 
on the move, On viding round the cover wo wore just 
in timo to soo a regular sounder going in tho noxt 
patch of aeree, For an hour or so aller this wo did 
nothing, but ride backward and forward, tho pigs ovi- 
dently socing us in the open not caring lo break, and 
wo wore ow'sclves gotting tired of this game whon am 
old boar, more knowing then the rest, thought ib time 
to cleay out, and quiotly snapking owt at tho turthost 
corner, nearly succeeded in polling across the river, Lb 
was a rogular touch-and-go.  Tfills on a vory fast walor, 
Odd Trick, just managing Lo spoar the pig whon within 
a fow yards of tho river. Aflor boing speared piggy 
gavo up all iden of crossing, and turning round got 
behind Tills, whom he chased for a considerable diss 
tance, and he stuck so closo behind that Arohia could 
not wheol round, and when he did so (he hour met him 
halfway, there was a crash, and tho spear shalt was 
splintered, Leaving Tills the boar nast made for doling 
stono, who gol in a vory killing spear, poor piggy jusb 
managing to reach the water whore he drownoil Iimsell. 
Though not a monster as regards size, Uhis was a real, 
good, fighting hoar and mousurad 82”; some mare hoat- 
ing of crops produced a vory fair-sized pig, but whe 
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gave us a lot of trouble, us the only thing ho did was 
to run from ono field of aerce into anothor, Joynson 
at last by making a dash socured the first spear just as 
tho boar was disappearing into a vory oxtonsive pioco 
of aeree, and it was only by destroying half of the crop 
that the elophanis could turn him out of it By the 
timo we had finished with this pig the sun was rather 
low down on tho horizon, and as wo had some five or 
six miles to rido homo and a river to cross, wo had to 
give up hunting rather oarlior then usual, 

As ILills and I had to ride into Berhampore noxt 
evening for Mosloy’s dinner, we decided to hunt in the 
forenoon gcross the small sivor Bhoirup, which was on 
our way in, and sco if we could not givo a littl more 
shikare to our guests. Wo wore up very carly, but a 
heavy fog prevonted us from making a move, and when 
wo did so at about eight o’clock it was as bad as evor. 
The beaters, elophants and spare horsos had beon sent 
head across the rivor, and as we rode we went through 
all the likely-looking patchos of whoat, and before our 
journey camo Lo qn end wo camo to what, I should say, 
was arather interesting sight [{! Looming through the 
mist appeared to aur astonished gaze a big picbald 
soor, ovidently ono having close relationship to somo 
pf his moro ejvjlized confrives and what do you think 
he was doing,—trying to improvo tho breed and making 
love to a lady of tho true sus indicus blood. This was 

“¢oo much for old Archie who nover sparos a curly tail 
if found anywhere trying to infringo on tho rights of 
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his moro favoured and gallant brotherhood. This ciyi- 
Hizerl boar was rather surprised in seoing wy, aul lewing 
behind his Jady-love mado tracks ag fast as his logs 
would carry him, bul. was soon pumped, and in getting (he 
spear tried to get hold of Hills’ hoot, Squouking all 
tho tima ho managed to rereh a rher heavy bit of 
jungle whore we lost him for tho timo being, THis was 
rather sorry for allowing him to go wway ¢ bubasy we 
wore still a conplo of miles trom the gromul we wanted 
to hunt, wo could not sparo much time looking alter 
the wounded pig, A couple af days aftor, howoyer, 
on riding back from Berhunpore T found tho cars 
cass of tho pichald flonting in the small river, being 
badly wounded, ho musi hive drowned himself in {ry- 
ing lo got across. As rogards size this tame pig: must 
have stood 85” to 86”, and was in splendid conditions the 
free and easy life he had been lending had inmensely 
improved his physiquo and gonoral xpponranco, 

Not being now far from the ghd! whore wo Tied sent 
our people wo mado straight for il, and there being a 
very good ford wo wore soon ueross, Golling gn Trevihs 
horses wo mado for the ground we wanted dy Inui. 
Whon wo gol to it wo found thore was still a good den] 
of geass chout. Tlaving mado a propor line and put 
the boaters on the north side with instructions to work 
up towards the south we look our position autside, Wo 
had not long to wait when a shout from tho coolies 
warnod us something was on foot, and the hoavy waving 
of the grass showed that pigs wore on the move. ‘With 
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a “hoorosh”, out rushed half-e-dozen pigs—a vory good 
boar among then We were soon aftor him, and the 
hoar being separated took us ata good bat over some 
very hard ground. Johnstone and Joynson wero having 
a regular race for tho spear, when all of a sudden the 
pig plunged inte a rather broad nullah, and by the 
time hig pursuers could nogotiate the place, ho was well 
on his way to tho heavy jungles round Keblampore 
village. Johnstone and Joynson had somo difficulty in 
getting across ; but as soon as they had dono so away 
they went, Joynson, who was mounted on a biggor and 
fastor horse, was soon leading, tho boar rofreshed by 
his plungo was going away in big bounds, and it lookod 
indood as if he were going to save his bacon. It was only 
a couplo of hundred yards to tho jungle, and Joynson 
was racing alongsido the pig, who foll on his side and 
escaped being spexred ; but this also gavo time to John~ 
stone, who rode ahead and barred his way. Tho bow, on 
seeing the way to his goal cutoff, cocked his oars and 
mado a actermined charge at his foe, and the noxt 
moment ho was kicking with his four legs in tho air, 
‘This was a vory thin-looking boar, but with a good pair 
of tusks, and slood 81, 

On riding back to where wo had loft the coolies and 
elephants we sew a pig in the distance going across an 
inmenso maidan, and woe woro just thinking whether 
wo should go and seo if it was a boar, whon wo 
mot some of our syces, who informed us the pig in the 
distance was indeed a boar thet had broken after we had 
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gone after the first pig, Cantering up, the boar al. 
lowed ua to got wilhin a couple of hendrad yards 
before he thought of clearing oul, and thon went (he 
way ho was making for, ev big 4/0 at least throo milos 
off. Alter e gallop of over a milo over hurd, ploughed 
lands, Joynson seonred tho firsh spear. ‘This was aru her 
smal pig as he measured only 26% Lunch wis now 
the order of the day, and as soon as this was over Pills 
and I wished good-bye to our guests, who loft, well 
pleased for Sonaticres, en route for Caleutta, whils we 
rode into Berhampore lor Mosloy’s dinner, 


CHAPTER XI, 
Knoimsap Kuor on Grass-Hunrina, 


A PIG-STICKING mest at Choa was nearly alweys for 
somo part of their programme after the Berhampore 
racos wore over. I shall, howover, confine my Remin- 
iscences to ono or two of the mostevontful ones only, 
About the first week of Decomber, 1877, the following 
turned up ab Choa for a little bit of shikare, vize— 
Archie Hills, C. Gregson, J. Molosworth, I, Hayes, 
and Shrimp Abbot, 

Tho pariy camo down in ticca garries from Berham- 
pore, and as thoy had sont thoir horses the cyoning 
previous, I wont to meot them at a place about a mile 
or so from tho factory whore the hunt was to bogin. 
Wo had no olephants, but a good numbor of' beaters, and 
as soon as wo gol those together wo mado our way to 
tho grass. Being carly in the sonson the cover waa 
porfoct although, porhaps, thore waa o little too much 
of il, 

A propor line having been made, we took our posi- 
tion behind and began to moyo slowly ahead. Caution 
was necessary, the grass being vory high and intact, 
blind holes and ditches wero scarcely discernible, and 
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wo soon found this out by losing sight of Abbott, who 
disappeaved in an old mulburry difch overgrown with 
grass, out of which ho had to bo pulled: Mr, Shrimp. 
rather enjoying tho fun, and thinking it only a4 part of 
the porformanco he would have lo go through {11 

Tho first. bit of covor wo wont in brought out only a 
couplo of sows that gave usa good spin, as having 
had a rathor Jong start, and the grass hoeing high, wo 
mistook them for boars, Liding back (o the cover wo 
saw a big-looking pig como out of the junglo und hava 
a look atus, andas ho tuned round fo go in corlain 
unmistakable formations bohind showed us (hat it was a 
boar. aving taken up our position outside we pub 
the beaters in and wnxiously waited for tho “hoorosh [1 
Fivo, ton, fifloon minutos wont by, and still no sizns of 
piggy coming oul, wo wailod in vain, tho coolies, who 
had beon going backward and forward, swore thera 
was no pig in tho place, noithor the sign of one, Wo had 
soon. tho boar go in, and woro prolty cortain ho was 
still thore ; so after having spont all our volubility on 
our beators in trying Lo oxpluin to thom the elose roles 
tionship thoy bore to all the porcine tribes, wo aursolyes 
roo info tho grass, 

Having made a closo formation wo advanced, slivrings 
up ovory bit of covor whorevor our friend might have 
conconled himsolf, and wo had nearly gone through, 
without scoing any signs of him whon IInyos, who was 
riding along Uho outsido odgo of tho grass, was newly wn 
sealed by his horso shying and swerving round, Riding 
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up to seo what it was wa only saw what appeared to 
ho heaps of earth thrown up by rats, and go they wero. 
Bui My. Pig, who must have hada good deal of humour 
about him, seeing, I suppose, somo affinity botwoon 
himself and the rodent mounds had gone and Jain him- 
solf olose alongside them, and for all the world, at first 
sight, ho might have boon mistakon for one of them. 
Fomale woakness sealad his fnto, for anxious, I suppose, 
to see how far we had gone, he quiotly raised his head to 
havo a good look, and we could seo by his fast-heaving 
sides thal he was having a most unpleasant time of it, 
Up wont his bristles, and with angry grunts ho charged 
right in the midst of us, knocking over one of tho 
syces, and then dashing through the grass ho mado for 
tho patiale. Tho going was soft in some places, so 
piggy, who was going along the ridges had the advan- 
tage, but we soon found oursolves on firmer ground, and 
away we wont, Those two old racovs—Tho Tyke and 
Cremorno—wore a caution. Molesworth, who rode the 
lattor, had soon loft tho pig and the sceno of action bo- 
hind, and was making tracks for the factory; while Hayes, 
on The Tyke, was scarcely botter off; though he did not 
quito get oul of sight. ‘The boar, who must havo been 
somewhat perplexed al tho erratic riding going on, turned 
round and made a vicious charge at the Shrimp, whose 
horso ho out in tho chest. The slight prod piggy got 
made him only the moro savage, and he went jumping 
to meet Archie Hills who got 2 good spon in, the 
spear snaping a foot or so from the blade, This made 
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wo soc feel very siak, and Gregson soon pul him out 
disavs pains, ‘This was nol a big boar as ho mensured 
grout BU”; bub was vory thick-sob and showed plonty 
of pluck, and tho thick oonting of groy-looking mud hw 
hed on him was what hud made him look so yory much 
liko thoso mownds of oarth thrown up by the rat. By 
tho timo this pig hod hoon killed Molesworth mado his 
renppearanco, his horse w good donl less impobuous and 
ardent. 

Having got tho beators together, we noxt mado our 
way to another extonsivo patch of thatuhing-gravs with 
a lot or mimosa troas in it, As before wo rade wilh Uho 
line of bontors—Archio Llils and Gregson to tho lefi, 
Abbott in tho contro, Hayes and mysoll on the right 
Wo had thus gone for a short distance when Hayes 
shouted Tally hol Pigs in tho maiden. Ol course, 
there was a rush forward, Abbott and Grogson going 
afler ono of tho pigs that had broken and gone to 
tho right; while Tills, LIayos and myself wont ahead, 
We wore riding parallel lo each othor: Archio Iilla 
to tho loft, a slight fringo of tl grass inforyoning 
bolwoon him and oursolyos. Wo had pono for about 
a quartor of milo or so whon, noliving tho pigs wo 
wore altor were sows, J tuned round to eall owt to 
Archio and lot him know about this, when to my 
astonishmont 1 found ho hut disappeared, Shouting 
to Hayos I vodo across tho intorvoning press, and just 
ag 1 got on tho othor side I sew Archie, who evidently 
had had a bad tall, gob up and pull his muro aflor 





come up, bub barring a bad shaking, and being a goo: 
doal bruised, old Hills had no bones broken or any- 
thing serious the matter with him—but, as for the 
poor, old maro, ales | hor hunting days wore over. We 
managed to mako her stand and sond her to tho fac~ 
tory ; sho had, however, not gone far when sho staggered 
and fell over dead. Tho accidont, or rather tho fall, was 
caused through galloping over hard ploughed land where 
thoro woro a lot of big, loso clods about, and as the mare 
put her foot over one of these, instead of being orushed 
it simply rolled away bringing her down, and as sho 
was going at a good pace sho wont a emplete some r- 
sault, receiving fatal internal injuries, 

Though, as I said before, shaken a good deal, Archie 
Tlilts, that modern Bayard, and ardont foe of tho por- 
cine tribe was quite ready for the fray again. After 
lunch we proceeded to some nice-looking grass near 
the villago of Kholebad, and we wore not long in putting 
up a sow and a boar, tho sow breaking back in the 
village, whilo tho boar, a lanky-looking-beast, mado 
wacks for the patiale, Wo woro soon all aftor him, 
tho boar going his best pace and clearing tho furrows 
and ridges in long hounds, Old Archie, whosa mettle 
was up, and who knew the line of country the pig was 
making for, rode well to his left. Piggy soon found 
out what was meant, and was round in an instant, and 
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both ho and Jfills wont rushing ab cach other fron 
opposite directions al full speod, and the nest moment, 
the boar was seon fo go yound and round and thon fill 
ovor doad. ‘This was a fino and well-made bear and 
slood 85", and would have, no doubl, shown somo good 
fighting had not tho first spear done for him, 

Wo had baraly romountod our horses, whon tha vile 
lagorg told us of their boing a ban in tho next puloh 
of grass, and sure enough wo had geaveely gona in the 
placo, then right in tho middle of it, Chora was a hig 
bansa. Tho place looked rather old and dosortod, and 
tho shouting and yolling all round, and (ho yolloys of 
clods having brought no reponse, wo decided to seo for 
ourselves what tho placo contained. Tfnyes and Abbott 
got off their horsos, and while ‘ed went to havo a look 
through tho main entrance, Sluimp gol on to the root 
of tho bansa, and what followod is simply noxt to impose 
siblo to deseribo, Mr. Pig, who was conifortably asleop 
in his home strongly vosontod being jumped upon, was 
up in an instant and mado his exib throngh tho root; 
sonding Shrimp up liko a rocket, while Tod eloared a 
ditch ho could not undor ordinary circumstances have 
dono oven if he had wings, Tho bow ay ho rushed out 
of the place looked most comiaal, as ho envriod round his 
snoul & lob of the dry grass that had gob enught in his 
lushos ag he jumpod up, 

Tnslead of making for tho open pigay went straight 
for tho village, and Look us a wild poosn chase by Innes, 
through couri-yards, and between houws, und it ix a 
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wonder how ho did not do any damage. The village 
urchins, with their older relations, had now joined in the 
chaso. The only thing the boar did was to give a short 
and yathor unvoluntary ride to an old Mahomedan who 
wanted to stop his way. Tho boar, on being hit over the 
head with a long bamboo, gave chase and rapidly gain- 
ing ‘on tho cultivator made a chargo at what ought to 
have beon tho latior’s seat of honour ; but being disap- 
pointed in the formation, passed betwoon the legs of the 
old Musulman, whom he carried on his back for a short 
distance, and then shook him off with a look of dis- 
gust. Aftor this bit of performance, what with tho yell- 
ing, shouting, shrieking, crying, yelping and barking 
of the villagors and village curs, piggy had had enough 
and soon cleared out, and just as ho was making a dash 
for a mulberry ditch, Inyes managed to spear him, 
T am sorry to say this pig belonged to one of the non- 
fighting Jats, and gave us a lot of trouble, having to 
bo evidontly killed on foot in a field of aerce. As regards 
sizo this was nol a small pig, as he measurod about 34”, 
and had a good head, It was now golting rather late 
so wo mado our way to tho factory whore, after a inb 
and a drink, wo wont to presido at tho rathor mournful 
coremony of tho burying of the good, old mare, Re- 
guiescat in pace.” 


CILTAPTER XIT, 


Pig-stroxiwa In Tim Raws: An vary Cosvomm, 


Towanns tho boginning of August, 1877, Moroy and 
and I wore out riding ono morning. Boing a Sun- 
day Morey did not enre to pig-stick, a3 ho had pro- 
misod the “Missus” not to hunt on that day. 

Riding along wo camo across somo vory  {rosh-look- 
ing rootings, and a nico paleh of phate jush alonp~ 
sido it, loser examination royonlod to us regular paths 
or tracks mado by pigs, and thoso all scomed to bo going 
towardsa big mimoso bush right in tho contre of the (i 
crops. I proposed to havo a ty Lo soo what tho place 
contained, Morey said he had no objoution to have 1 
gallop if e pig broko out, bub would nol carry a spoar, 
As wo wore moroly out for a ride wo had no bentors 
with us but only our syecs and a poon, so wilh these 
and with tho help of somo villagers, who wore working 
in their fields elosa by, wo docidad lo soo whet tho plaes 
contained, I forgot to mention (hat Thad tuken ont a 
couplo of spears with me, 

As soon as tho mon hogan shouting and yolling and 
throwing clods as a prolimimary to their going into tho 
covor out jumped e pig, v vory fino-looking grey boar, 
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without a bristle on him, and the beau ideal of a Bengal 
boar. This was too much for Morey who after hurling 
a fow anathomas at piggy for causing him to break the 
Sabbath got hold of a spear and rushed afler him. “The 
going al first was rathor bad ag most of the country was 
under wator, and tho boar, who objected to havo’ a 
swim, stuck along a high ridgo covered with grass. 
Blind holes and ditches wero rather plentiful, so it 
was not long before Morey camo to grief into one of 
them, Ho was, howover, soon remounted, and the boar, 
who was very lusty and slow, was soon pumped, and 
this was rather lucky, as Morey’s Cabulie was far from 
being fresh or fast, After a good deal of turning and 
twisting tho boar mado a desperate charge at Morey 
whoso horse ho nearly brought down, and as he was a 
yory tough customer, ho did not seem to mind much the 
spears ho got. Being rather blown piggy noxt took 
shelter in a heavy pieco of gehema, and as he was done up 
and feoling, I should say, a little sick, we thought there 
would bo no golting him again. No soonor, however, 
wo got tho coolios together, thon ho made a dash for the 
noxt covor, which was tho idontical patch of jhute from 
whero wo had first started him. Morey rode round to 
the opposite sido, and no soonor the boar heard him 
than he rushed out of the place and went bounding to 
moot him. Morey was taken by surprise, and before 
he could put on steam the boar was on him and landed 
nearly on the top of his horse. Fortunately the pig 
had very blunt tushes, and the only thing he did was to 
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nearly knock Morey off his mount, Tecling now rathor 
sick, as ho had beon sporred ah lonst half-a-dozen Untes, 
our friond mado noxt for tho noarest patch of wator 
whe¥o he lay down, On seoing Morey como up ho stood 
up rather ont of tempor, IT should say, and puting his 
hord 2 little on ono side, a4 if to lake aim, down he 
camo charging out of the wator, Moroy minagad to 
spear him just whore tho spino mingles with tho naok, 
and poor piggy had jusb life enough loft in him to 
tottor back to the wator whoro ho rolled over on his back 
and died without a groan—diod as only a bow: can dio 
in silonce ! | | 

This pig stood 88” and wax a remarkably handsome 
and woll-mado boar, but had vory blunt bushes, and must 
have heon prolly aged. 

Aftor having duly criticized tho sport wo had, wa 
wore just thinking of riding back Lo tho factory, whon 
one of the neighbouring Zemindars—n sporting enrd, 
who had heard of our boing oul—sont his nag, a counlry- 
bred mare, for Moroy to ly, and ho also sont along an 
olophant Lo help in tho boating, Though ih was rather 
late in the day we thouglit we might just as wall have 
another try holore going in. 

Khubter of a vory large and flores how, and said 
to bo an ugly customer, who was said to have done also 
a lot of damago of lute, was brought to us by some 
villagors, Tho place whore this fiend was supposed bo 
bo was barely a milo or 50 uway, so wo mato straight 
for it, 
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On our way we put up a big sow and Morey, who 
had a try at the Zemindar’s nag, soon found that she 
did not care for soors. An oxtemporized blinker was 
soon rigged out of an old book covor, and we proceeded 
on our way to tho ground, and were not long in coming 
to a light-looking patch of thatching-grass, and the 
villagovs said thal this was the hoad-quarters of the 
monstor wo were after. or once the rustics were 
right in thoir information for we wero scarcely in the 
place than out came bounding 2 huge boar, and as he 
broke on tho near side Morey had io turn away from 
him, and before ho could come round piggy was on 
him, so there was nothing for it but to make tracks 
and get out of the way. Tho boar was not to be done, 
for he stuck closo bohind the horse, and a most excit- 
ing chaso ensued. Moroy going at his best, the boar 
following in long bounds grunting and roaring in fury, 
and strango to say this strange scone went on for 
fully a mile, whon tho boar slackenod speed giving 
Morey time to wheel round the maro, Piggy soon saw 
what was moant, for bofore Morey could get his nag 
woll in hand down he camo, tho spoar glancing over 
his back ; fortunately the only damage ho did was to 
culin two Moroy’s curb-roin, and as if satisfied at his late 
performance piggy now took sheller in a rather heavy 
bit of jungle. It would not havo been safo for us to 
go in or send the coolics so we waited for the olophant 
to come up. As soon as the hathee arrived wo pul 
him in the cover, but the boar who was ready for

him, soon chasol him out of tho place, eulting: him 
rather badly in threa or four places, Allor his vielory 
over tho huge pachiderm Mr, Pig Wwotted through the 
compound of tho Sunkurporo faclory, and a poon, 
who wont vory foolishly aftor him with a big bamboo, 
gob fearfully cut up and diod a tow days lator, Tho 
pig going through tho fretory compound gave Morey 
time to got ona frosh mount. ‘Tho hoar atlor cutting 
the man had gono on to an open bit of country hoyond 
the factory. On seoing Morey ho pulled up as if de 
tormined this timo do summarily finish (ho business on 
hand, Taking a few stops forward ho stopped, ag if 
rathor surprised ab his adversary’s fomorily, and thon 
gathoring himsolf np down ho came, Morey bad now 
a good mount under him, and two mora gallant an- 
tagonists could not have been found among the Knights 
of old. Tho spear stuck in a soft part of the neck 
and wenb right through, tho hour rolling over dead, 
Of tho many an oxviling and Milling pig-slicking 
adventures I have hoon an eyo-wilness fo, LD think this 
one exrries off the palm, ab loast in certain phases of 
il, such as tho hunting down of tho rider for ayer a 
milo, and thon going Uhrough tho faclory compound 
and killing a man. 

This was a vory lanky-looking boar with a huge head 
and neck, and though J have not got his moasuromont 
ho must havo stood 86" to 87”, 





CHAPTER XIII. 


Aw Axpninious Boar, 


Sonn time about the middle of October, 1881, Ferau- 
son came over for a couple of days’ snipe-shooting, and 
ho also brought some spears with him in case we should 
ho ablo to get up some pig-sticking. The lato flood and 
heavy rains we had, hed made, however, the latter sport 
almost impossible, so we had to confine ourselves to the 
more humbler recreation. 

After chota hazarce wo found oursolyos on a rather 
good bit of snipe ground, and had already made avery 
fair bag, when finding the ground rather too soft we 
moved on to some better ground higher up. On getting 
to it wo found fresh marks of pigs all dvor the place, 
so without proceeding any furthor wilh our shooting we 
decided to soo, if we could not turn up a pig from a 
rather heavy piece of gehema closo by. Wo had only 
gomo threo or four coolies with us, and wo sont thoso in 
the iall crop with instructions to mako as much noise 
as possiblo. With the first howl there was a rush, and 
out jumped a very fino-looking boar ; as he came trot- 
ting towards me I had nothing te do but to make tracks, 
and must have covered the noxt fifty yards or so in an 
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incredible short spnce of timo to the gront amusement, 
I should say, of Merguson, who was slanding eb the 
other ond. 

Afior a short council of war wo decidod to soo it 
wo could not got this pig, this amphibious boar, who 
ovidently had baon oxpollad from his fraternity tor want 
of somo porojne oliquollo |]! We sont a coolio oll at 
oneo to the iactory to got tho horses and aponrs 5 Int 
whon these arrivod wo found ow shooting hoots wore 
much too big and would nat go into the stirrups, 80 wo 
had to {ako thom off and wo rode in our socks only, 
Most of tho country boing under water it was nol a 
plensont and ousy job to ride n pig, Wo hel soon the 
hoar go inlo w heavy erop of amane puldy, but whon wo 
went to Jook for him ho way no moro there. Attar a 
good doal of knocking about wo at lng camo on Mastor 
Piggy lying comfortably in somo two Loob of water andar 
a mimoga bush, On seoing us ho rushed oub of the 
placo and mado for a big bi to tho north of where wo 
word. Lerguson on Red dackol {ook him ula goad paco 
but piggy, who was poing along tho aeds ox ridgos had 
thoadyantayo, Into tho big dé in Sront the boar plunge 
od and glruck ab oneo for tho opposite side, distant 
somo Uiroo milos away, bul after going a short distances 
through tho thick paddy piggy Suing, C suppose, pro- 
gross rathor slow, and not caring for a long awit undox 
such conditions, turned round and mado agin for tho 
bank. Torguson, who was slanding in somo two Loot of 
waior, was watching what was going lo huppon next. 
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Tho hoar no sooner saw him then he pushed forward, 
and as soon as ho got on terra fina down he came, 
Thore was a collision, the spear struck high on the pig’s 
head, but this was enough, tho small puncture it made 
proved fatal, for though he ran for a short distance and 
Ferguson gavo him anothor spear, the first ono was that 
which laid him low, This was a very good boar, with 
a fair head and stood 33". Penco be to his manes | 

Of the many pigs I saw killed this one was certain- 
ly tho most amphibious. Though the whole country 
where we wero hunting was more or less under water, 
thoro was a high ridgo where this hoar could hayo 
oasily have got away by while wo were waiting for the 
spears and horsos ; but he proferred to go and lie down 
in the wator. The riding, if it can be called so, was 
simply awful, for not only did the horses sink deep in 
the soft mud, but the going was more or less in water ; 
Aovertholies, it was a very satisfactory winding up ‘9 ou 
morning’s snipe-shooting. 


CTIAPTER XIV, 
© Sonoranrms ? Man, 


“Sovyorantin” is tho native Now Your, and corre. 
spondg to tho 12th January. Tb isa gonoral holiduy for 
all classes, specially so among tho lower who will nob do 
any work, and so most of tho factories are closed on 
that day, Boing u genoral holiday wo reserved it as a 
speciul day for hog-hunting, and many an, exciting and 
ploasant day wo had on “Sonerantio,” To tho poreine 
dribo ib must have beon a red-lotler day, us close upon 
two hundred boars fell on that day, Sur le Champ ie 
bataille. 

On “Sonerantio” day, 1874, tho following found thoir 
way lo Chon for a day’s hog-hunting, ws.--W, Morey, 
M. Forguson, 2. C, Lyall and Y, Lindsny, 

Lindsay, who was now in tho district, had beon talk. 
ing about hog-himling as boing: more child's play, and 
when ho told who had brought a couple of walera, an 
Arab and a country-bead, owe hope af shaving ti the 
sport [oll to zero, and we looked very amull, indeod, as 
most of us could boast only of two nugs ut (he outside ; 
bub Uris fooling soon vanished whon wo diseoyered that 
most of Lindsay’s horses wore hors de combul. ‘Tho lwo 
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walers seemed to be gone in the loins, the Arab was a 
serow, and the only sound nag was the country-bred 
mare, After a good dinner, washod down with sundry 
jugs of tap beer, and followod by a fow gamos of vingt 
et un, in which Lindsay distinguished himself by losing 
hoavily, wo turned in. 

Ruvly on the morning of the 12th we found ourselves 
at the patzale, tho ono furthost from the house or rather 
factory. A. couple of olephants and some fifty beaters 
with somo fire-works was all that we had to turn our 
quarry outwith, As this was ono of the carly meets of 
the patiale, tho pigs were not the knowing ones they 
hecamo lattor on, and they did nob require very much 
stirring wp. 

Seareely wore tho first bombs (fire-works) lot off, 
and the echo from the coolic’s howl dicd out, then out 
jumped a dozon or so of pigs, some gotting back in the 
villago and only ono good boar facing the open, We 
wore soon after him and were fast guining, whon seeing 
tho di near tho pig turned and made for it and was 
soon swimming across, We allowed him to go a short 
distance, and thon quickly trotted round {o the opposite 
side, Lo was allowed to land, and as soon as ho had 
mado up his mind to elear out wo bogun riding him; 
and ‘piggy, rather surprised in scoing us again, went 
away al his best pace, Tho going was splendid, mostly 
through young wheat, and after a burst of about a mile 
Morey got alongside the boar and secured first spear, 
his pony, Punch, bebaving admirably, Ferguson getting 
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socond spear, tho boar afler Uhis going and lying down in 
apoolof wator. It was rathor difeultto finish lim there, 
as tho nud was soft, and on both sides of the ple grow 
a thick babool hedgo. With along bamboo wo managed 
lo stir wp Maslor Piggy, who rushed out of the placo 
and mado for Morey, who was waiting for him ut tho 
odgo of the pool, and who droppal him dend with a 
good sper bohind the shoulder. Though not a hig 
boar, ho was heavily built and moasurol 33”, 

Wo woro rathor surprisod in nob sosing Lindsay up, 
specially, aftor tho conlompluows way he had been 
talking about pig-sticking, We mot him, hewovor, on 
ou way back, ho was in a grout stato of oxcilemont, 
and ho told us ho had gono after a hago bow, and had 
viddon the monstor lo bay ; bub that his mavro, Lindy» 
bird, would not look at the pig, and ho had tho morti« 
fication of saving him quiotly walk away into somo 
heavy junglo{ {4 

On our gotling noar tho paifale wo saw a couplo 
of pigs como oul, and going a short distance Uhwy 
stoppod as if nob knowing oxaotly what to dos but 
finding, E supposo, everything vory quiok Uy mada ap 
to go away and trolled off, evidently making for tho 
heavy jumglo round Sajdapore village. Ax wo cantored 
up we saw ono of tho pigs was a sew and the other 
a good boar; riding them loo soon, would have sont 
thom back lo tho padiale ao wo allowed thom lo ga 
away to what wo thought wns a sale dislanco. On 
hearing us coming the boar pulls up shoyt, his small 
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tail high over his back, ho turns round and gives a side 
glanco, he has seen enough, a snort and a grunt and 
away he goos bounding in a clond of dust. Tally ho [~ 
“TRido well to his left, and keap him off from the village,” 
is the ory, and away wo go dashing ; the going is grand, 
mosily cayenne pepper ficlds, which does not improve 
by our riding through thom ; the chillies, as they hit 
against the horses’ legs go flying in all directions, thore 
must be a cortain amount of damage done, The native 
cultivator is certainly the most passive of his kind 
from, either apathy, enmity to the porcine tribe, or 
fearful of after consequences tho Bengal syot seldom 
howls or complains of your riding through their crops 
—bué wait and seo if he catches any of your followers 
squatting down by the side of a pea or gram field and 
rofreshing themselves, down ha comes gesticulating, 
shouting and swearing to weak vengeance and make 
thom pay for all the damage done, including what has 
been brushed away by tho clophants; luckily, barring 
threats, tho syots’ vongeance goas no further, 

After tho boar thon.—Tho pace wo were going vory 
soon told, and though a good deal pumped piggy made 
one more attempt to gol to the friondly cover of the 
jangle which was now only somo two hundred yards 
or so off; but Forguson going ahead made him change 
his mind and down he came a furious charge, McNeil 
getting a good spenr and leaving it in the pig. The 
boar was now within a few paces of tho jangle, and 
before he could be spearod again crashed in tho nearest 
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second spoar, the boar after dis going and lying down in

wo wore mn difficullias as lo gowns ofinish bh whe 


wore very anxions to finish him, as closo to the cover 
ho had taken shellor wes another long hit of jungle 
going right up lo tho villago. ‘Though we could nob 
soe tho pig, we could hear him and the erack, orack of 
tho spear shaft as it broke, and the rustling showed 
that piggy was gradually working his way Lowards the 
village. Wo took our position in tho only opening 
thore was whon, without any warning, oul ehargod tho 
hoar nearly unseating Morey who, howover, gol a goad 
spear in and Joft ib also in tho pig, and this prevented 
his gotting into tho junglo again, and afer a vain 
atlompl to gel up and charge he wont down on hig 
haunchos neyer lo tise again. ‘This boar was almost 
tho fac-simile of tho first ono wo killed, and stood half 
an inch highor, Forguson’s sponr-shett was broken a 
foot or so from the bledo, and this must have heen dona 
whon piggy was forcing his way through the jungle, 
Feeling rather dry wo rode back to tho patéade und, 
whilo waiting for tho clophants and beaters, had sundry 
pegs und chosrools, and as soon ns Uiey cama tp the boat 
was resmod, Soveral pigs wero soon out, but wntore 
tunaloly all of thom broking back in tho village junglo 
and proferring tho sholter of the pa or hotel gardong 
lo facing tho open, a sow wilh half a dozon youngsters 
going alono across the open. A. sporting pariah dog, 
seving the prospect of a dainty meal, tried hurd to pot 
hold of ono of tho squonkers 3 but tho hustling the old 
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Igdy gavo him made him retire to a respectable distance 
and look as rathor disgusted at the treatment be had 
received. 

Ti, was now gatting rather late in the day, and seeing 
no immediate prospect of a run we stopped the beat and 
retired to a big mango garden or tope, where wo had 
lunch whilo tho beators, syees, and others did justico to 
thoiv jol-pan. Jol-pan literally translated means water 
and betel leaf; but the real meaning of it is a slight 
meal or refreshment, and consisis generally of parched 
rice, gram or any other kind of grain with the addition 
of a littlo troacle. It does not cost much to give your 
benters and followers a feed of jol-pan: five rnpees worth 
is gonorally enough for over a hundred hungry stomachs. 
Whilo discussing lunch Lindsay very gonerously offored 
to lond us mounts. Morey jumped at the offer of the 
country-brod maro, Lady-bird, as he knew sho was a 
real good ’un to go; but Forguson, who had accepted 
the offer of a mount also, must have beon rather sur- 
pisod when he found that no sooncr ho was mounted 
his horse wanted {o sit down with him, and he just 
managed to jump off before the general collapse camo. 
This was evidently ono of Lindsay’s walors thal was 
rather weak bohind ! 

Having refreshed oursolyes wo moved on to the othor 
and bigger patiale, the one next to the factory. Our 
beaters wore now fast vanishing so we hurried tho 
beat. Ab first only a few widows and orphans showed 

- themselves, and we wore thinking our forces were not 
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strong onough to mako an impression on the moro re- 
fractory boars, whon a shoul Irom {he beaters pub ua on 
the qui vive, We had not long lo wait when a big 
lanky-looking pig—thore was no mistaking bim for 
a sow—trottod away towards tho ma/‘dun, and having 
gone a short distance from the patéale tho ordor to 
rido was givon, ‘Tho first part of tho going was vory 
soft, and tho boar must have gone fully a mile before 
wo picked him up ; but pigey was not inclined to oxert 
himself much, so after ono or two jinks he barmed round 
and came a grand charge inlo Morey, who only got 
slight dig and hed a narrow shayo of having his mare 
cut ; tho boar gave his aliontion next to Lyall, who got 
a vory good second spear 5 bul had his Cabulio stightly 
out; Morey finishing tho boar, his mare, Undy-bird, 
behaving admirably. This was a vory tall pig, but with 
a rather poor hoad and measured 36%, Wo had senreo- 
ly ridden back to our positions whon a roar from the 
crowd of spectators told us pigs had broken out 
again. This limo thero wore threo and all boars; but 
only one fil to be killod, and we wore soon atlor him, 
The going at first was very bad, mostly through solt 
paddy fields whero the horsos sank deop, so by tho time 
we camo on lorms with the boar ho was nob fur trom 
somo villago jungles, Lyall was tho first up, and pigpy 
who did nob enro being pushod was round in an instant, 
and the next moment he was rolling with his legs in 
tho air, ono spoar was onough, This was nota big pig, 
but had lots of fight in him, and mousurod 29.” 
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Our beaters had now grown beatifully less and less, 
so though it was still early, wo thought the best thing 
would be to get back io the factory and yofrosh our- 
solves and como out again in the evening and watch 
if wo could not catch a pig or iwo as they loft the 
patiale for thoiv fooding grounds, After a tub Morey 
inbroduced a novel pick-me-up, timed lobsters seasoned 
with hot chilly-vinogar and bread and butter, washed 
down with sundry bottles of Bass’s Palo Ale! Just 
boforo sun-down we rode back to the patiale, and took 
our positions behind some big trees and waited for our 
porcine foes to come out; but we waited in vain till 
night “cast her sable mantle o’er the scene.” 

Early next morning, just as we were gotting on our 
horses to gel back to our difforent destinations, we saw 
in tho distance a long line of some black-looking objects, 
~~that they were pigs thore was not the slightest doubt. 
As they came nearer wo saw that there were nearly 
a, dozon pigs of all sizes, and one among them a perfect 
monster. Forgetting our leave-taking for the time 
being, wo got hold of some spears and down we went, 
Tho sounder rather startled in seeing us went away at 
thoir best paco for tho friendly cover of the patiale ; 
but tho old gonUleman, a porfect monster of a boar, 
never intended running and Morey was soon alongside, 
and though only a few paces from the patiale he made 
a determined charge. Morey got ina good spear and 
loft it in ; but the boar also managed to get in and give 
a, nasty ont to Punch. Into the patiale the pig dashed,

and though wo lost him for the limo boing he way 
found doad throo days aftorwards. ‘Though £ could not 
got his moasuromont, he must have stood fully 87” lo 88.” 
By a vory strange coincidoncs just a your atior day hy 
day, tho spear left by Morey in tho pig was found by 
somo of tho mahouls bonling the patiale on mother 
“Soncranlio” day moot ; both blado and bumboo wore 
intact and in a porfect stato of presorvation and served 
for many a day aftorwards. Poor Punch, Moroy’s pony, 
who was rippod by the hoary, died a fow days Inter of 
lock-jaw or totanus brought on by the wound, 

Lady-bird becamo Morey’s proporty from that day, 
and tho gamo little mavo died in the fold a your or so 
aftor by broaking hor back in a hurdlo raco ab Midna. 
pore and haying lo bo dostroyed. 


CHAPTER XV. 
Monoorors “Nunn” Mrzr. 


Brrorn describing the mect and the sport we had, 
I must explain a little what is meant by tho Modoopore 
Null. : 

Modoopore is ono of tho Patkabari Concern’s out- 
work or factory, and owned by that Prince of Bengal 
pig-stickors, Archio Hills, Close to the said out-factory 
is the Null, which literally translated means reed or 
grass, but which in reality is a preserve kept up specially 
for pigs, und which is hunted, asa rulo, only once a year, 
and that is at Raster. Tho preserve in question consists, 
I should say, of about forty to fifty acres of land, and 
is situated on tho right bank of tho river Jellinghee 
in tho hollow of a chur. In the contro of tho Mull 
thore is pool of wator, and all round it grows the 
tall rood jungle. Tho covor is vory heavy, and it is 
almost usoless to alleompt to drive pigs ont of it with 
beaters only, unless thoro are a certain number of 
elephants to help thom. 

To the cast of the proserve, and about half a mile or 
so away, lios tho rivor Jollingheo, fortunately very few 
pigs, as a rulo, break on that side, and whon they do so, 
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inslead of swimming across and geting awny, they pre« 
for either to break back in the Nudd ov aaka far tha 
noarest village jungle. On tho west there is a big 
opon maidan (plain) whore once out pigey’s tito is 
soaled, but on the north and south tho villages aro un. 
comfortably noar and the runs vory short- -shorl runs, 
that hays soon many a gallant ride by somo ol the elite 
of pig-stickers, including a fow of those well-remom- 
bored dashing aides-do-camp | | 


Boforo concluding my doseription of tha Madoopore 
Null, I may as wall montion that ib was hore (hat poor 
Colonol James was killed on Christmas Day, 1871, 


Tio died as ho would havo wished to dio, 
In tho height of glorious charge, 
A noblo foo in front, behind 
A“ field” selgot not largo, 
Nor lot the bravest moanly thinte 
Of the charge that laid him low: 
For the noblest sport is hunting, 
And the bonr the noblest foo! 


As I suid befora, tho Modoopors Nall was hnnted, 
ag arulo, during Mastor 3 bul, on the prosont oveusion, 
tho mool was unavoidably postponed till the 6th April, 
1877, Muly on the morning of that day tho ollow- 
ing found themsolyes ak tho coverl-side eager for (ho 
heal to commonco, vz.—Lord William Berosford, Old 
Angelo, Captain Pilo, P. Richards, M, lorguyon, 
R. Simpson, 1. Gibson, onr worthy host, Archie ITills, 
and tho humblo author. Our beating ling for the day 
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was to consist of some seven elephants and sixty beaters 
wilh tom-toms and rattles, 

The Mull looked very fresh and heavy ; and the 
hathees and coolies seomed to make vory little impres- 
sion init, It took fully a couple of hours’ stirring up 
bofore tho first pig broke: old Angelo got away at his 
tail, and aftor a short run secured tho spear. This was 
not much of a pig, and stood 31”, 

Scarcely was this first pig killed than a fine-looking 
boar was soen to come out, but being ridden too soon made 
for Amtollah villago: Captain Fife on a very fast bay 
waler took him ata rattling pace, and having slightly 
hoaded him, witha snort and a grunt down came the boar 
onhim, The Captain received the pig with a good spear 
in tho back, rocovored his weapon and galloped on. 
Instead of slaying to meet Beresford, who was close 
behind, the boar turned and pursued Fifo, and while so 
doing was ovortaken by his Lordship, who rolled him 
over with a good spear on the spine. This was a good 
pig, ono of tho best of the meet, and measured 35”. 

Tho third boar broke on the river side; but after going 
a short distance, ho turned round and made back for 
tho Null, and fooling, I suppose, rather pumped he 
slackoned speed, and aftor apparently a moment’s reflec~ 
tion, ho turned round and came at Archie who had 
prossed forward. Lo closo ; there was a tromendous con~ 
cussion, and the boar was seen to roll over dead. This 
was a rathor small pig, but with plonty of pluck in 
him, 
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By this timo piga woro soon runing all over tho 
placo, and in the nost half-hour or so threo moro boars 
woro accounted for, the spoars lalling to Borosford, 
Forgugon and Angelo : though nono of those last throes 
pigs wore monstors, they were good fighlors. Tho Ting 
ol clophants and eoolios which had stopped heating 
now hogun moving ahond, anda couple of shots trom the 
the olophanis was followed hy a big boar bounding in 
tho open ; wo could soe hoe was a real good *wa, and aller 
a slight hesitation he mado for the Modeoporo village 
junglos., Lord William, on a Tittle gume-looking brown 
wiler, took him out a good paco and pushed him trom 
first, and when just about closing (he boar dashed into aw 
yathor hoavy-looking bush,  Borosford rode round to 
tho other sido, and tho boar no sooner heard him than 
down ho camo ab the pas-de-charge,—Uhoro was a 
collision, tho spor flow from his Lordship’s hand, who 
pullod up short, and the noxt momont a big gash was 
secon on tho horse’s stifle, which was soon crimsonod 
with blood, while the boar sullonty ratived again in the 
bush, Coming out on the othor side he gaye his 
atlontion noxb to Fife, from whom ho gob a good stab, 
tho boar going back again in the jingle, Angelo thon 
rodo up with a shout, and this was answored hy'tho bowr 
coming and charging, and rocsiving anothor stab ho 
rotired again. ‘his happoned somo threo or four con~ 
sooulivo times, Lill ab lash our shouls provoking: no 
response, somo of us wont round lo the furthest ond, 
and peeping in saw tho boar oxtondod on his side. ‘This 
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was tho best boar of the meet, with a splendid pair of 
tushes, and stood 87”. The last two boars before lunch 
foll to Wife and Gibson, and both of these were small 
pigs. Considering the time of the year we had a rather 
eool forenoon, and it was past cleven o’clock before the 
hest of us found our way to the Modoopore Bungalow. 

Aftor tub and an A~1. tiffin, such as only Archie can 
give~Palkabareo mutton, Ortolans washed down with 
claret eup—wo turned into our sleeping suits, and a shake 
down was the genoral order of the day. 

By three o’clock most of us were up and dressed; but 
it was past four before a move was made towards the 
Null, The weathor had got very cloudy now, so we 
had a very cool and pleasant afternoon, though it rained 
slightly at intervals. Richards and myself got on the 
olophants to help in the beating, and we had a most 
unpleasent timo of it; in some places the Null was 
much above us, and wo had not only our faces and 
hands cut by tho sharp edgos of the reeds, but were 
covered over with dust and dirt of all kind ; it was some 
consolation, however, to know, that we were materially 
holping in tho gotting out of the pigs. Number 8 
shot at close quarters has a very good effect in making 
a boar sulky, and the two we pul out never thought of 
running ; but showed fight from the first, Hills getting 
the spear of one and Beresford the othor. After these 
two bours got thoir guéetus, Poter and myself had enough 
of the boating, and were very glad to get on our horses 
again. 
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Tho cool and cloudy woather wo had, had a very good 
offoet in making the pigs come out much mora ousily 
than thoy would huve dono otherwise, Tho ling of 
heators and clephants aye scarcely como to the ond of 
the boat whon thore is a roar from tho eaodics, und away 
goes a score or so of pigs—goos pigs lo tho right, goog 
pigs to tho lofi, goes pigs overywhoro--bul they are 
only the widows and orphins of those wo have killed in 
the morning. A. good-sized hour, however, soon follows 
thom, and aftor having had a look round ho hots away 
towards Modooporo. Angolo and threo othors, inelud- 
ing mysolf, aro soon aflor him, and ho goos away in hig 
bounds, ‘Cho runis yory sharp, and Angelo is just nhout 
closing, whon the pig dashes into a hoavy-looking bush, 
tho identical pioco of junglo where tho bone that 
had cut Lord William’s horse had gone into. Wo vido 
round to the opposite side, but do not seo any signs of 
the boar coming out, though wo can hear him rusuing 
inside—and now a most wondorful sight is soon, Kho 
big boar killed in the morning has nob yeb boon romoyad 
and is lying still and stark, the pig wo aro after gous 
up to it, and aftor vainly allompting to rouso il, goos 
and lios down alongside il, Wo gaao at this intovosting 
sight, bul only for 2 short limo, for piggy, T supposo, 
sooing thoro is no chanco of his decoiving ua, gots up 
and dashos into the nearest jungle, bub not before 
Angolo has givon him a tnsto of cold stool, Wo thought 
at first that this boar had managod to gob away by 
crawling among some of tho dilchos; but tho beaters 
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on looking for him stumbled on his body quite dead. 
‘This was a very fat and heavy pig, and stood 34”. 

While wo woro busy killing this pig, tho rest of the 
party had got two moro boars, Ferguson and Fife got- 
ling the spears, and bringing the day’s bag to thirteen. 
Most of the pigs killed during this meet were good 
fighters, and they must have averaged about 382” to 83”. 

It was still day-light and we might havo got one or 
two more pigs, but were quite satisfied with our day’s 
sport, and did ample justice to the capital repast that 
awaited us at the Modoopore Bungalow, 


GIIAPTER XVT. 
A Granp Dav’s Sporn. 


Nowe pigs in one day is a thet whieh has not 
often, I believe, beon chronicled in the annals of sports. 
Tho moet at which wo pot this grand day’s sport way nf 
ono of tho Bastor Null pig-sticking mocls, given hy 
that chiof of pig-stickors, Archio Lills, 

Tho party consisted of Judgo Bainbridge, Major 
Peacock, Old Angolo, Captnin Austin, M. Morguson, di 
Malcolm, J. W. Stocks, C. Insson, 1%, Sineks, GL Gihe 
son, our host and myself 

The moot was fixed for the 18th April, L878. On the 
12th a rofroshing nor’wastar had considerably guftened 
the ground, and tho 13th was a delighital day — cool und 
cloudy, tho ground soll, in faet wo could not heve wished 
lor anything betlor, Bosides the ehoyo-rnentianc! the 
Nawab Bahadoor of Marshodabad (or Hier Saheb vs 
ho was then called) camo with somo of his hrothurs, 

The party gol 1o tho ground by sovon o’olock, and the 
beat was al onco commoneod with ning elophants wd « 
Jot of coolios and drums. ‘Tho morning boluy very 
cloudy a few pigs might have boon seon coming baok into” 
tho Null from thoir night's roving, and it was difieull 
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to rostvain’ somo of our enthusiastic young pig-stickers 
going afier thom. Tho first beat south te north proved 
blank, so did the beat vice-versa, though any amount 
of pig might have been sueaking from one pateh to an- 
other. After about an hour’s stirring up out broke 
a rogular sounder but all sows and butchas, but vory 
soon followed by a good-sized boar, The first party 
(two parties were made) consisting of Malcolm, Austin, 
Fasson, Ferguson, Stacks and myself were soon after 
him, and he was killed after a sharp run over some 
capital ground: Malcolm on The Cat (a small country- 
bred tat) gotting the first spear, This pig was not mach 
of a fightor, and measured 82”, 

Just as this boar had been polished off two more wera 
soon going in the distance ; Ferguson, on Osman Pasha, 
always ready for a run, and Fasson, on ‘ho Nana, were 
soon after them. ‘They proved to bo a boar and a sow. 
‘The boar was killed after a long run when he was very 
noar getting into a village, Ferguson gotting tho first 
spew and having to do the whole of tho killing, as 
Fasson’s horso refused to go up to the pig, This boar 

‘had a very good head, and meaured 35”, 

While the first party wore nogotiating theso two pigs, 
ihe second party, consisting of Archie ills, Bainbridge, 
Peacock, Angolo, and Gibson, killed a very good boar, 
Ilills getting tho first spear. Tho fourth, a rather small 
pis, broke on tho river side and was killed by Stocks 
with ono spear, Tho fifth, a very heavy and lusty boar, 
fell to the Nawabs, the Burra Saheb gotting the first 
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spear, This pig had ovidently nok much fight in hint for 
ho sat down alter tive or threo rathor light spears ant 
did nol soom to mind much the slight prods ho received 
till reinforcomont arrived in the shape of Maleolin who, 
with a couple of good sponrs, putan end to poor piggy's 
career, ‘Tho sovonth, a litle more than a squenkor, was 
also killed by the Nawal’s parly, ‘Tho eighth, w very 
fing boar, showol good fight; ho’ mate for the Modoo. 
pore village jungles, bub boing prossed ho turned yond 
and camo straight at Morguson, who got a good spear 
and loft it firmly planted right in his hack, On gotting 
tho spear the hour pullod up and thon charged Peneock 
who gota siab bub could not stop him; the boar got in 
and scomad to hang for a moment ab the Major's girth, 
and as thoy parted company ib was xeon the horse had 
boon badly rippel. The pig now mado off ut a gooil 
trot for tho nearest junglo, and Morguson’s horse, who 
did not caro for tho waving sponr-shall, refusal fo go 
up, and ib looked yory muoh ns if the boar would got 
into the junglo first; luckily ab Lhis junelare a small 
bahool treo knocked tho spony off the pig's hack, Morgu. 
son sooing the way clear rade forward, and the bow on 
seoing him stopped and tuned round, wend ib was diffi. 
cult fo sey who began tho charge, so oqaly eager wore 
both for tho fray. They mol with wv violont shook, 
Forguson’s spoar was shivered und dawn wont the boar 
on his hawnchos, and after vainly allempling lo rise 
again foll over on his side, and a good spear behintl 
(ho shoulder soon pul him out of his pains, ‘Chis was 0 
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very woll made pig, with hoavy crop of bristles, and 
stood 88”. Tho ninth, a fiery gentleman, got away with 
Augelo, Fasson, Stacks and myself after him. He did 
not run much, but charged right and left, and an unfor- 
tunate cow, who wanted to sce piggy at close quarters, 
was rathor badly cut. Old Angelo got the first dig 
and tho boar kept dodging among the ditches that 
wore overgrown with jungle, and occasionally coming 
ont with a hoof! hoof! Jasson gave him a spear, and 
Angolo loft a couple sticking in him. Going through 
the junglo we could hear the spear-shafts breaking. 
Piggy came out at last in tho open, but only to got 
into some heavior cover. Angelo kept going along tho 
jungle, and trying to excite him out, Ho came out at 
last with a vengeance at Angelo’s horso’s shoulder, 
Angolo, who had a spoar with a broken shaft, made 
no impression on the brute, and ib was difficult to make 
out whothor it was his swearing or tho pig’s grunting 
that mado the most noise! At last they parted company, 
tho pig getting back in tho junglo, and Angolo leading 
his horse, rather badly cut in the forearm. 

Whilo this performanco was going on, number ten 
was boing polished off by Malcolm and Gibson. Tho 
wounded pig who had cut Angelo’s horse was mot by 
Forguson and Malcolm whilo thoy wore looking for an- 
other pig, and not to thoir little surprise, as ho camo 
straight at thom before they know of his prosonce and 
mailo, I should say, their position rather uncomfortable 
for a fow seconds, as they wore in a clump of bamboos.

Tho eloyenth pig was killed after a dong run, Mat. 
colm, who had gono with the Nawab'’s party, securing 
tho first spear. Tho (wollth, a fit, young: how, was 
killed aftor a sharp run (hrough hords af centile, Berga. 
son getting the spear. ‘Tho thirteenth, a siall boar, 
was first ridden hy Angolo round the efi, but letting 
him go, as ho Jooked all the workd like a sow, was killed 
hy Tagson. ‘Tho fourteanth, v very good bony, was killed 
altor a good deal of bether as ho had soveral spears 
sticking in him, and no horsos would go up to him, Hilly 
gotting the first spear, ft was now cloven o'clock - 
rather a late hour for April to slop out so a move was 
made towards the Modoopore Factory where we wor 
going to spend the day. Stocks, Stacks and Austin, 
who had remained behind, gol another boar, ono of 
Newab’s party gotting the firsh spear, 

After bathing and dressing and an oxeellont (iflin 
we turnod info our pyjamas for our forty-winks. ‘Tha 
Nawab and his party made themselves comfortable under 
the shade of a big almond tos near the bungalow, and 
amused thomsolves by shooting doves and playing euds, 

As tho day was cool a eve was mado fowards (he 
Nall at about 8 yan, bab ib was pash fou, o'eloek be. 
fore the olophants could he gob inte line, and the bent 
rosumod, A pig was soon out on the char, and xeomed 
to ho making towards tho viver, Hills, Horpuson und 
a host of others wore soon aller him, whon he burneyl 
huck for the preserve, Lills, who was soon alongside, 
give bim a spour--a right good one -bul he managed 
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fo get in the Null, and to get him out of it again was 
rimply out of the question, though he was found dead 
next day, Anothor pig was soon ont with Malcolm, 
Vasson and Austin after him; bub after going back 
x short distance jhe doubled back for the Null, and it 
was sharp work catching him up, Malcolm getting first 
spear and haying to do the whole of the killing, as 
tho othor horses refused to go up. While this pig was 
heing killed another was out; Angelo and Ferguson 
went aftor him, but as he had a long start he was nearly 
in the villago bofor being caught, Angelo getting first 
spear, but tho jungle being very near ho got away. 

The ninotecnth and Jast was the pig of the meet. 
Though nol a big boar he proved to be a real good ‘un: 
Malcolm, Masson, Austin and Stacks were after him; but 
going a short distance ho stopped short in some heavy 
bushes among tho ruins of the Amtolah Factory, I was 
not present at the first part of the programme, but seeing 
a proab crowd collected, and the pig coming out and 
yiving chase to the Captain and Stacks, I thought it 
worth tho while to go and sco what was going on, 

Whon T arrived al the placo there was no pig to be 
seen; but the riders with a crowd of natives were 
standing before a rathor heavy bit of jungle. Tho 
crowd shouting and bombarding the bush with all sorts 
of misslos, and Jond hoof! hoof! every now and then 
announced piggy’s presence. Ile came ous two or three 
timos, but being a knowing one he got back to the jungle 
whenever ho saw the horses. By this time every one, 
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with the oxception of T1ills, the dudgo and Forygnson, 
had assombled round (ho cover, md (ho crowd embold+ 
ened gob noaror ; some of the boldest veutared inside 
the jungle to have a look at piggy, when w volley trom 
oniside rousod him, and hho mado straight for thom. 
One of the unforluneto spoclutors gol his foel ontingeled 
in somo croopors, and tho boar was on him like knile, 
rooting al him and owrying him along the ground on 
his snout, Maleolm mado a vush at the pig and he Tot 
go tho man, but only for a few seconds, for the brute 
knocked him down again head over heels and began 
worrying him. The luge erowd and the shouting all 
round mado tho pig lob go the maniand sullouly votive 
in the junglo. ‘The untortunae follow managed to crawl 
away, when some of his frionds carried hint away Inudly 
rippod in threo or four places. An elophant was now 
sont for as the evowd had rotired ton vospoeluble diss 
{nneo. ‘The muhoul, brought the elephant up teium- 
phantly ; bub no sooner piggy sew him, thon he wade 
sbraight for him, when down wont the olephank on din 
knoos hoping lo crush his small antagonist, ‘hore was 
a groal commotion in the junglo for a few iminttes 
whon out camo the elophant witha roar, his fail high in 
the air and ho made a regular bolt of it, Another 
olephant was sont for, but the hoary, whose vielory over 
his late opponont hid elated, camo out of his own aecard, 
and, as he was allowed to go well onl, he was killed 
allor a gallant fight, nearly chawing up Tho Cat's til! 
Fasson got tho first xpoar of this pig. Twas nol prosent 
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then, but I believe he camo down horse and all on top 
ol the boar, who luckily for him went after his mount. 

-As we wore going home anothor pig was started out 
of some jungles noar the old factory ; but as he was 
vory near the Null he got sway though Angelo mado the 
paco hot for him and very nearly succeeded in spearing 
him, As it was golting late wo made for the Modoopore 
Bungalow where, aflor a capital dinner, we soon found 
ourselves in the arms of Morpheus. 


OTTAPTER XVIL 
Misce. nanos. 


Berorw concluding my Lominisconces [will tuve 
to say a fow words on tho distruction of pigs, their 
gradual decrease, and the Arms Act. 

Of natural ailments the wild swine has vory little to 
conlond against, measlos is, J believe, the only known 
disonso by which a corlain number are dostroyed, bul 
such opidemies aro of vary rare occurrence, and L lave 
on record only ono instance in which tho bodies af three 
pigs having so died wore found. 

Though piggy has so little to fom trom disexse, and 
dying a natural doath, tragio ondings aro al’ frequent 
oceurroncos. — Bosidos tho years home, some ol (he 
folino tribes and oven tho insignifient jackuls are his 
natural onomios. Both tigers and panthors are very 
partial to pork, and levy) blackmail whonever they eau 
do so. Of tho dostenclion cnused hy Stripes wnong 
the porcine tribe, J cannot say much from exporiones + 
bosidos, in localitios whore tigers and pigs are found 
logathor, the junglos and covers aro so donse and heavy 
thal hog-hunting or pig-slicking ix simply out of the 
question ; so, though a large umber af pigs must ho 
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killed every year, it goes only as legitimate food for Tom. 
Native shiharees very rarely go to look for pigs where 
tigers are also to be found, as they do not know with 
whom tho encounter may turn out with, 

Of panthors or leopards in Bongal proper, where also 
pigs abound, there are three yavioties to be found, includ~ 
ing the cheetu (felis Jubata/ This latter seems very rare,’ 
and T havo como only across ono, which had been} killed 
by some of the Modoopove villagers in 1874, “Of the 
leopard (Felis leopardus) there aro two species, the grass 
unt tho trove kind, the former is a much bigger and 
powerful animal, and is also of a lighter colour than the 
treo, or, rather, T should say, the villago kind, which is 
not only darkor and much handsomoer, but is also a much 
smiulor animal with a shortor tail, thoso latter are chiefly 
found in village junglos, and very often also in trees’ but 
as [do not pretend to write a book on Natural History, 
I shall revert to my former subject. 
tn alt pig - sticking counirios loopards of both specics 
aro moro or loss plontiful, and it is not vory unusual to 
pul out pigs and loopards ont of the samo piece of grass 
or crops. ‘Loopards havo often heen speared on horse- 
haalty bub such sport is nol much in vogue owing, 1 
suppose, to the groat risk thoro is for the rider as well 
as for his steod. Though leopards and pigs are some- 
times found in tho same cover, it is more by accident 
than choice, as pigs havo a natural droad of ’pard. A 
big hoar, though he may be a match for any leopard, 
will slill avoid the combat if ho can, whilo, on tho other 
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hand, a leopard will nover willingly ml knowingly 
tackle an old boar, at Joast nol lo mako a meal ofl, and 
il he does so ib is by accident moro than anything else, 
Grouched hehind some cover or in wv hollow purdus 
Rnds his mistake only whon it is too lato and tho fatal 
spring has been mado, A deadly Sight onsues, and, in nine 
cases out of ten, pigey will como off viclorious, and vory 
often leave his antagonist dead in the ald. There ave 
sovoral inslancos of multilatod bodies of leopards having 
beon found, the rips and wounds showing plainly the 
work ofa boar, Bul for, porhups, ono leopard killed hy 
an old boar, there aro five handred sows and young pigs 
killed by Spots. I will give an instance of how this big 
ent goes about his work, us 1 was an eye-wilnoss to the 


seeno, 
LL was sometime in April, 1882, when on a vory sullry 


afternoon news was brought of a loopard having beon 
soon on tho edgo of the patiale, Takings my gun 
and a couplo of peons | wont to seo if 1 could not pot 
a shol, When [ got to the place the leopard liad 
vanished, and after wailing fora short time C begun lo 
think that the whole thing was a tiowx, J had taken 
my posilion behind e big puccooe lee (deus religéasa) 
and was golling tired of waiting, when my aldontion 
was called to the further end of the patiale, Sie 
enough thore was tho leopards ho had glided down, from 
the patiale and was lying flat along the ground, The, 
distance being too far for a safe shot, I waited anxiously 
fo sco what was going lo happon next. Coming baek

from grazing was a hord of cattle—a whito calf loading, 
and a small rakhal (cowboy) bringing up tho rear. The 
leopard now began to advance slowly, moving with a 
slightly undulating and snake-like motion, Fortunately, 
just thon the path leading to tho villago turned at right 
‘inngles and away from the leopard, who seeing himself 
baulked crouched low down, and I could only just see 
among tho clods the head, points of the shoulder and 
tho lino of its back. JI had not long to want to seo the 
ond of the dénowment, A dust -storm haying risen the 
gloom increased considerably, and soon half-a-dozon 
of rather small-looking pigs were out of the patiale, 
gumboling and chasing each other. The leopard had now 
slightly turned round, and only some fiftcon yards or so 
separated him from tho nearest pig, when with a series 
of bounds he was among thom. ‘Lhe whole sounder dash~ 
ol back into the patiale leaving one of their number in 
the leopard’s grip. Poor piggy mado vain attempts to 
extricate himself: in five minutes all was over, and par- 
dus having secured his dinnor retirod in the patiale to 
como ant finish his mol at his leisure lattor on. 

On another ocvasion I was an eye-witness to quite a 
difforont scone. As on tho oceasion roferred above I 
had beon asked to come out and shoot a leopard that 
had beon soon outside tho patéale, When I got to the 
prot as usual tho ddg had vanished, so disgusted I 

olook my position behind a high bank and waited gun in 
hand, Tlaving waited for an hour or so, and seoing no 
signs of the leopard I saé down and lighted a cheroot, I 
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had not soon seated very ong when | heard a shout of 
beg 7 bty J and on golting up Twas just in line fo seo 
a splendid Joopard going away in big bounds, his (nil 
high up in the air, and seareoly a couple of yards be- 
hind a big boar with bristle and tail on ond in full ery, 
I think ib was as woll for this leopard thal he had the 
advantage of tho pace, for piggy seemed to fave his 
tompor vory much ruled, "The destruction caused by 
jackals among wild pigs is solely eontined lo squenkers, 
But though a good many pigs may be annanlly killed 
by tigers and leopards, and syuonkers destroyed by juck- 
als, still Une amount falls short (o what are accounted for 
by nativo shikarces, 
hove aro throo clavsos of these pig ~shoolers, rzs. 
thoro aro first tho native cullivators, who, to provent 
nightly depredations among their crops orech marhans, 
or bamboo platforms, from whore they gel oasay shots, and 
a fow pigs aro thus annually killed? Pho grea anomy, 
howover, of the poreino lribo among tho yenus home wre 
the native pol-huniers. ‘These, aya rule, always hunt in 
company of half-a-dozon or so. Ln the early mornings 
and also in the evenings they watch tho droks ov rans 
the pigs gonorally uso for heir noclural wandorings, and 
as these shidurees tivo within a few paees thoi aba is 
unorring, and many a fine bone, whe would lmye died 
fighting gallantly in tho field, is Hats ignominionsly pub 
to death, Tn the day-time these pot -huntors go about 
wandoring in village jungles ov wherever they know pigs 
are fond of lying down, and generally manage lo make 
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a good bag by the ond of the day. Firing as thoy do 
a close quartors, after having taken all due precautions 
for thoir safety, very few over como to grief, But piggy 
had his revenge at least in one instance. Four of these 
shikarces had come out from Berhampuy for a little bit 
of sport, and thoy began operations at the patiale, It 
was about the ond of March, the cover had been a good 
doal eul, some patches only remaining hore and there. 
Our huntors ook their position long bofore daylight; at 
dawn not socing any pigs coming in the distance one 
of thom quictly got up and going round the corner saw 
somothing black and fired. On going up, to his hor- 
ror ho sw that he had shot dead owe of his companions. 
Toarful of aftor consequences, or, perhaps, remorse of 
consvionca, our shzkarce next went and blew out his own 
brains, In this instance, at least, I think piggy had his 
POVON EO. 

Wo hunted the patiale noxt day, and an old lame 
lour who had boon there for an age, fell to Lord Wil- 
liam’s spear. ‘These pol hunters, as I said before, are 
the most destructive to pigs among tho shékarees, a3 they 
nuke a profossion and livelihood of it: a big, fat boar or 
sow fotvhing as much as ton or twolve mpees. 

Aftor the pot-hunters come those whom I shall call 
amulur shikarees——those do not make a profession of it, 
but unt for the oxcitoment and fun of the thing, they 

4 have regular bailwes, at timos as many as fifty ov sixty or 
aver one huudred joining in the hunt. Spears, guns, 
stick, and weapons of every description are brought into 
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roquisition, but the pide de résistance avo tho nels with 
which thoy surround the cover in which the game has 
taken shelter, and driving the animals into thom, ‘Ke, 
the nots, thoy ave soon killed and aferwards cooked and 
greedily dovoured, It is lucky that those big hunts ave 
not of moro frequent ocourrences, or they wauld very 
soon, with the pot-huntors, pub an ond to all the poroina 
tribe in Bengal propor, 

I shall conclude now by showing how easy ib is now 
for natives to keep guns. 

The abolition of the Arms Act has enabled most shika- 
rees 1o possess themselves of guns, the feo for a leanse 
is, I beliove, cight annas por annum, which no ono woul 
grudge to pay who could afford to pay for a gun Mleen 
and twenty rupeos, 

In tho Districh of Murshodabad alone thore aro, | he- 
lieve, over favo thousand gun Jiconsos issued, ‘Tho enl- 
livators very rarcly rosor! Lo firo-arms for tho protection 
of thoir crops, they being mostly used by zendndas, woll- 
to-do Baboos and tho village loafers for shooling birds 
of all doseriptions and nt all soagons, and by the shdkarves 
or pol-huntors for shooting pigs. 

The consequence of all this is that pigs aro fast do. 
creasing, and in places whore ib was thought nothing 
gotting half-a-dozon big boars in a day, you will not, 
perhaps, gol one now, Doloré se traditun f 
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THs tranalation, wo may add, fsa vory good ona," —-2'%he Aoademy, +
